Dear Sir, 

WHile my heart is following you 
with a truly paternal folicitude 
through all the dangers of military 
life in which you are thus early en- 
gaged, anxious for your fafety amidfl 
the inttruments of death, and the far 
more dangerous allurements pf vice, I 
feel a peculiar pleafure in being able at 
length, though after fuch long delays, 
to putinto your hands the memoirs\v\t\\ 
which I now prefent you. They con- 
tain many particulars, which would 
havebeen worthy of your attentive no- 
tice ha<l they related to a perfon ol the. 
moft diflant nation or age: Bur they 
will, I doubt not, command your pe- 
culiar regard, as they are fg^Tcd to^

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the memory of that excellent man 
from whom you had the honour to de- 
rive your birth, and by whofe gensc- 
rous and afe^flionate care you have 
been laid under all the obligations 
•wlii^h the b^pft cjf fathers could confier 
on a moft belonned fonu 

Here, Sir, you fee a Gentleman 5^ 
who, with alkheadvantagesof aliberal 
anJ religious education, added to eve* 
ry natjiral accomplittlment that could 
rentier him moft agreeable, entered^ 
before he had attained the ftatur« of a 
man, on thofe arduous a^d\generou:S 
fervices to which you are devoted, and 
behaved in them wi h a gallantry, and 
courage which will always give a 
fplendor to his name among the Bri- 
tilh foldiery, and render him an ex- 
ample to ail officers of his rank. But, 
alas! amidft all the intrepidity of the 
tnartial'Hcra^ you fee him vanquifhcd 
by the blandifliments of pleafure, and 
in chace of it plunging himfelf into 
follies and vices, for which, no want 
of education or genius could have been 
nent cxcufe. You behold him

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"^^i^^g the igfldble and fatal purfuir^ 
iMimoved. by the teiTors wMch death 
.was continually darting aroimd hin^ 
and the moft fignal deliverances by 
.which Providence again and again 
rcfcued him from thafe.terrors, till 
at length he was reclaimed by an evcKH 
memorable interpofition of divine 
grace. Then you have the. p'eafure o£ 
feeing him become, ia good earneft, 
a^com^^rtto Chrijiiauiiyy^ and by fpeedy 
advances growing up into one of its 
brighteft ornaments j his mind. con- 
tinually fiJled widi the gteat ideas 
which' the gofpel of our Redeemer 
ftiggefts, and bringing the bJelfed in- 
fluence of its fubllme principles. into 
every relation of military and civil, of 
public and domeflic life. You trace 
. Kim perfevering in a fteady and uni- 
form courfe of goodnefs thro* a long 
feries of honourable and . profperoUs^ 
years, the delight of all that were fo 
happy as to know him, and, in his 
fphere, the moft faithful guardian of 
his country; till at lad, worn out with 
honourable labours, and broken with 
infirmities, which they had ha ftened 
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upon him before the time, you fee 'hijn, ^ 
. forgetting them at once at the call of 
duty and providence ; with all the ge- 
nerous ardour of his moft vigorous 
days rufhing on the enemies of reli- 
gion and liberty, fuflalning their ftiock 
withthemoftdeliberatefbrtitudejwhen 
deferted by thofe that ihould have (iip- 
ported him, and cheerfully facrificing 
the little remains of a mortal life io 
the triumphant views of a glorious 
immortality. , - 

This, Sir, is the noble objexfl Ipre- 
fent to your view ; and you will, I 
hope* fix your eye continually upon it, 
and will never allow yourfelf for one 
day to forget that this illuftrious man 
-is Colonel Gardiner, your evei:- 
honourcd father ; who, having appro- 
ved \i\% fidelity to the deaths and recei- 
ved a croivn of life ^ feems, as it were, 
by what you here read, to be calliilg 
out to you from amidft the cloud of 
^TT/Vwr^j- with which you are furround- 
ed, and urging you, by every generous, 
teuc!er, filial fentiment,. to mark the 
footfteps of his Chrifiian race^ and £tre-^ 
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^ nfotifly to maintain that combat^v^htv^ 
the Yi^ory u thro* divine grace cer* 
tain^ and dbe prize an eternal kingdom 
an the heavens. 

The laft number o£the Appendix in* 
troduces a moft worthy triuijpuirate of 
yoiir father's friends, following him 
thro* the fame heroic path to ah end 
like his, and with pleafure pouring 
forth their lives in blood for the ref- 
cue and prefervation of their dearer 
country. And I truft the eloquence 
of theireramples will be pre valent with 
m;my, to emulate the m my virtues 
for which they were confpicuous. 

My hopes, Sir, that all thefe power- 
ful motives will efpecially have their 
full efficacy on You, arc greatly encou- 
raged by the certainty which I have 
of your being well acquainted with the 
evidence of Cbrifiianity in its full ex* 
tent ; a criminal ignorance of which, 
in the midft of great advantages for 
learning them, leaves fo many of our 
young people a prey to Deifm^ and fo 
to vice and ruin, which generally bring 
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\ip its rear. My life would be a con* 
tinuarburden to me, if I had not a 
confcioufnefs in the fight of God, thar^ 
during the years in which the import- 
ant truft of your education was com- 
mitted to my care, I had laid before 
you the proofis both of natural and re- 
vealed religiop, in what I afluredljr 
efleem to be, with regard to the judg- 
ment, if they are carefully examined 
an irri^fiftable light-, and that I had 
endeavoured to attend them with thofe 
addrcfles which might be moft likely 
to imprcrfs your beart. You have not, 
deaf Sir, forgotten, and* I am confi- 
dent yon can never entirely forget, the 
affiduity with which I have laboured 
to form your mind, not only to wliaC 
might be ornamental to you in hu- 
man life, but above all to a true tafte 
of what is really excellent, and. au 
early contempt of thofe vanities by 
which the' generality of our youth, 
efpfcially in your ftation^ are dcbafed^ 
enervated, and undone : My private 
as well as public addrefles for this pur- 
pofe, I know, will be remembered by 
you, and the tqars of tendernefs with 
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xnrliich they have lb often been accom* 
panied: And may they be fo rcmem* 
qered, that they who are moll tender- 
ly concerned may be comforted under, 
toe lofs of fuch an ineftimable friend 
as Colonel Gardiner, by feeing 
that his charadler, in all itsmo(l|imi<^ 
able and refplendent parts, lives in 
you ; and that how difficult, foe ver it 
may be to adl up to that height of ex* 
peciation with which the eyes of the 
world will be fixed on the fon of fuch 
a father, you are, i^jt the flrength of 
divine grace, attempting it, at lead 
are following him with, generous e- 
m^lation, and with daily folicitudc, 
that the (leps may be leis unequal ? 

May the Lord God of your father, 
and, I will add, of both your pious 
and honourable parents, animate your 
heart more and more with fuch views 
and fentiments as thefe ! May HE 
guard your life amidfl every fcene a£ 
danger, to be a protedion and bleiUng 
to thofe that are yet unborn ; and may 
HE give you, in fome far diftant pe-- 
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riod of time, to refign it by a gentler 
difTolution than the hero from whom 
you fprung, or, if unerring Wifdom 
appoint otherwife, to end it with 
equal glory \

of this illuftrious perfon than 1 could con- 
veniently infcrt in niy fcrmon on the fad 
occafion of his death, 1 was fecure, that, if 
Providence continued my capacity in writ-* 
ing, 1 (hould not wholly difappoint the ex- 
pe^ation : For I was furniflied with a va- 
riety of particulars, which appeared to jnc 
li'orthy of gencrkl notice, in confcquencc 
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of that .intimate friendfhip with which he 
had honoured me during the fix laft yearg 
of his life ; a friendfhip which led him t6 
opem his heart to me in repeated converfa* 
tions, with an unbounded confidence, as 
(he then aflured me, beyond what he bad 
ufed with any other man living,) fo far a§ 
religious experiences were concerned : And 
I had alfo received feveral very valuable 
letters from him, during^ the time of our 
abfence from each other, which contained 
ihoft genuine and edifying traces of his 
Chriftian chara^er. But I hoped farther 
to learn many valuable particulars from the 
papers of his own clofet, and from his let- 
ters to other friends, as well as from what 
they more circumfliantially knew concern- 
ing him : i therefore determined to delay 
the execution of my promife, till 1 could 
enjoy thefe advantages for performing it in 
the mod fatisfadory manner: nor have I^, 
on the whole, reafon to regret that deter* 
inination. 

§ A. i ihall not trouble the Reader with 
ill the caufes which concurred to retard 
thefe expefted afiiftances for almoft a whole 
year : .the chief of them were, the tedious 
languiihing illnefs of his afflided Lady, 
through whofe hands^ it was proper the pa- 
pers fcould pafs, together wiih the confu- 
fii n into which the Rdjels had thrown 
them when tucy ranfkckcd his feat at fiank-

Ion, where moft of them were deppfited* 
But having now received fuch of them as 
have cfcaped their voracious hands, and 
coutd conveniently be coiledted and tranf- 
mittcd, I fct myfelf with the grcateft plea- 
fiirc to perform^ what I efteem, not mere- 
ly a tribute of gratitude to the memory of 
«iy invaluable friend, ^(though never was 
the memory of any mortal man more pre- 
cious and facfed to me ;) but of duty tc^ 
Goi>, aad to my fellow -creatures : For I 
'have a mofl: cheerful hope, that the narra- 
liviB I am now to write, will, uiider the di- 
vine blefling, be a means of fpreading, what 
ef all things in the world every benevolent 
heart wiU moft defire to fpread, a warm and 
lively fenfe of religion* 

§ 3. My own heart has been fo much 
edified and animated by w^hat I have read 
In the memoirs of perfons.who have bcca 
eminent for wifdom and piety, that I can- 
not but wifh the treafure may be more and 
more increafcd ; and I would hope the 
world may gather the like valuable fruits 
from the life I am now attempting ; not 
only as it will contain very Angular circum- 
ftanccs, which may excite a general curio- 
fity, but as it comes attended with feme 
other particular advantage. 

;^ 4, The Reader is here to/uryey a cha- 
rafter of fuch eminent and various ggod- 
B 2 
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neft^ as might demand Tcneration^ and 
infpire him with a defire to imitate tt too^ 
had it appeared in the obfcoreft rank : But 
it will furely command fome peculiar re- 
gard, when viewed in fq elevated and im-* 
portant a flation, efpecially as it ihone^ not 
in ecciefiaflical, but military life, where tlie. 
temptations are fo many, and the. prevalent 
cy of the contrary charader fo great, that 
it may fcem no inconfiderable praife and 
felicity to be free from diflblutc vice, and 
to retain what in mod other profeilicma 
might be eileemed only a mediocrity of 
virtue. It may furely with the bigbeft juf<^ 
tice be expeded, that the title and bravery 
of Colonel Gardiner will invite many of our 
officers and foldiers, to whom bis name hu 
been long honourable and dear, to pcrufc 
this account of him with fame peculiar at* 
tcntion. In confcquencc of which, it may 
be a means of increafing the number, and 
brightening the character of thofe who are 
already* adorning their office, their country, 
and their religion, and of reclaiming thofe 
''who will fee rath(?r what they ought to be^ 
than what they are. On the whole, to the 
gentlemen of the fword \ would particular- 
ly offer thefe memoirs, as theirs by fo di- 
ftinguifhed a title: Yet I am firmly per- 
fuaded, there are none whofe office is fo fac- 
red, or whofe proficericy in ^ the religious 
hfe is fo advanced, but they may.find fom^-^ 
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ibing tbdctmnd their thankfulncfs, and to 
arwaken their emulation. 

§ 5. Colonel James Gardiner, of whom 
w« write, was the fon of Captain Patrick 
Gardiner, of the family of Torwood-hcad, 
by Mrs Mary Hodge, of the family of 
Gladfmuif. The Captain, who was ma« 
fter of a handfome eftate, fcrved many 
years in the army of King William and 
Queen Anne, and died abroad with the 
liritiih/ forces in Germany, quickly after 
the battle of Hochftet, thro' the fatigues 
hie tmdcrwent in the duties of that cele- 
brated campaign. He had a company in 
the regiment of foot, once commanded by 
Colonel Hodge, his valiant brother- in- law, 
who wa& (lain at the head of that regiment, 
(iny memorial from Scotland fays,) at the 
battle of Stecnkirk, which was fought in 
the year 1 69 2. / 

§- 6. Mrs Gardiner, our Colonel's mo- 
ther, was a Lady of a very valuable cha- 
raSer ; but it pleafed God to exercife her 
with very uncommon trials ; for (he not 
only loft her hufband and her brethcr in 
the fervicc of their country, sfs before re- 
lated, but alfo her eldcft fon, Mr Robert 
Gardiner, on. the day which completed the 
fixteenth. ye^r of his age, at the fiege of 
Namur, in 1695. ^^^ ^^^^^ is great rea- 
fon to believe God blefled thefe various 
and heavy affliftioils, as the means of form-- 
li 3 
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ing her to that eminent degree x>f picty^ 
ivbich will render her memory hcmourable 
as long as it continues. " 

§ 7. Her fecond fon, the worthy per^ 
fon of whom I am now to give a more par* 
ttcular accotmt, was bom at Carriden, in 
Lmlithgowfliire, on the i oth of January 
A. D. 1687-8 ;. the memorable year of that 
glorious Revolution- which he juftly cfteem- 
cd among the ha|^eft of all events. So 
that when he was flain in the defence of 
thofe liberties which God then by fo gne^ 
cious a providence refcued from uttet de- 
ftrudion, L e. on the lift of September 
1745, he was aged fifty-feven years» eight 
months^ and eleven days» 

§ 8. The annual return of bis birtfa-day 
was obferved by him ia (he ktter and bet* 
ter years of his life^ in a manner very dif- 
ferent froth what is commonly pradifed : for 
inftead of making it a day of fefitvity^ I am 
told he rather dif^guiihed it as a feafon of 
more than ordinary humiliation before Gob; 
both in commemoration of thofe mercies 
- which he received in the iirft opening of lifc^ 
and under an affedionate fenfe, as well as of 
bis long alienation from the great Author 
and fupport of his being, as of the many im- 
perfections which he lamented, in. the beft^ 
ef hii days and fefvices» 

S 9, I have not met with many things 
' lemarkable concerning the eaHy years of 
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2ms life, ovX^ that fais xmyther took care to 
iiiftru^liiin with great tendcrnefs and a£- 
fe<dion in the principles of ti'ue Chriftianity* 
He was alfo trained up in human literature 
at the fchool in Linlithgow, where he made 
avery confiderableprogrefs in the languages* 
I remember to have heard him quote ifome 
paflages of the Latin claffics very pertinent- 
ly^ though his employment in life, and the 
various turns wbkh bis mind 'took under 
di&f ent impuifes in fucceedtng years, pre- 
heated him from cultivating fuch ftudies. 
. § lo. The good ejSeds of his mother's 
prudent and exemplary care were not fa 
confpicuous as fhe wifhed and hoped, in the 
youiiger part of her fon's life ; yet there is 
great reafon to believe they were riot en* 
tircly loft. As they were probably the oc- 
cafion of many convidionsy whidi in his 
younger years were overborne, fo I doubt 
not, that when religious impreflions took , 
that ftrong hold of his heart, which they af- 
terwards did, that ftock of knowledge, which 
had been fo early laid up in his mind, was 
found lof-confiderable fcrvice.. And 1 have 
4ieard them make the obfervation, as an en^ 
couragement to parents and other pious 
friends, to . do their duty, and to hope for 
thofe good confequences of it which may 
not immediately appear. . 

§ II. Could his mother, or a very reli^ 
gious aunt ; (ofwhofegood jnftru^on« Mpd^ 
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^hortations I have often heard him fpcalC^ 
with plcafure,). have prevailed, he would not 
have thought of a inUitiiry life ; from which 
it is no wonder thefe ladies endeavoured to 
difiuade him, conffdering the mournful ex- 
perience they had of the daftgerg attending 
it^ and the dear relatives they had loft, al- 
ready by it. But it fuited his tafte; and 
the arddur of his fpirit, animated by the per* 
fioafions of a friend who greatly urged it * j 
was not to be reftrained. Nor will the rea^ 
der wonder^ that, thus excited and fopport- ' 
cd, it cafily overbore their tender remon- 
ftrances, when he kriows that this lively 
youth fo\>ght three duels before he attained - 
to the ftature of a man ; in one of which, . 
when he was but eight years old, he receiv- 
ed, from a boy much older than himfelf, a 
wound in his right cheek, the fear of which >' 
was afways very apparent. The faife fenffi 
of honour which ittftigated him to, it might 
fccm indeed fomething excufable in iho^t ■ 
unripcned years, and confidering the profeP- 
fron of his father, brother, and uncle j but 
Ihave^often heard him mention this rafli* 
ncfs with that regret which the reflexion: 
would naturally give to fb wife and good a* ^ 
man in the maturity of life. And 1 havtS ^ 

* I fuppofe this to hare been Brigadier Gene- 
ral Rue, who had from hif childhood a peculiar 
affaffion forhim. 
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been informed, that, after his reaiarkal>I& 
converfion, hedeclined accepting a challcnge,- 
with this calm and truly great reply, which in 
a man of his experienced bravery was exceed- 
ing graceful, *^ I fear finning, though you 
** know 1 do not fear fighting/' 

§ M* He fervcd firft as a Cadet, which 
muft have been very early; and then, at 
fourteen years old, he bore an EnfignV 
CpmmiiSon in a Scots regiment in the Dutch 
icrvicc J in which h^ contimied till the yai^r 
Xjoi^ when (if my information be right) he 

** received anEnfign'^ commifiion from Queen 
Anne, which he bore in the battle of Ra-. 
milies, being then in the nineteenth year of 
bia age* In this ever*memorable aAion he 
received a^ wound in his mouth by a miiik- 
et ball,, which ha*h oftea been reported to 
be the occafion of his converfion. That 
report was a miftaken one ; but as fome 
very remarkable circumftances attended 
this affair, which I have had the pleafure of 
bearing more than once from his own/ 

*" mouth, I hope my reader will ©xcufe me^. 

if I give htm fo,, uncommon a ftory at large, 

§ u. Our young officer was of a party 

' in the Forlorn Hope, and was commanded 
on what fecmed almoft a defpcrate fej;vice, ^ 
to difpoffcfs the French of the church-yard 
at Ramilies, \*here a confidcrable number 
of them were ported to remarkable advan- ' 
tage. They fucceeded much better than^ 
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was expe£ted ; imd it may well be fuppofed,* 
that Mr Gardiner^ who had before been ki 
feveral encounters, and had the view of 
making his fortune, to animate the naturd 
intrepidity of his fpirit, was glad of fuch an 
opportunity of fignalizing himfelf* . Accor^^ 
tiingly he had planted his colours on an ad- 
vanced ground ; and while be was calling 
to his men, (probably in that horrid lan- 
guage which is fo peculiar a difgrace to oiir 
^ ioldiery, and fo abfurdly coiamon in luch 
articles of extreme danger,) he received ar 
ihot into his mouth ; which, w ithout beating: 
out any of his teeth, or touching the fore*, 
part of his tongue, went through hi& nect:, 
and came out about an inch and a half oa. 
the left fide of the vertebrae. Not feeling 
at firft the pain of the flroke, he wondere4 
what was^ become of the ball, and in the 
wildnefs of his furprife began to fufpe& he 
had fwallowed it ; but, dropping foon after^ 
he traced the paffage of it by his finger, 
when he could difcover it no other way ; 
which I mention as one circumftance among 
jnany whith* occur, to make it probable that 
the greater part of thofe who fall in battle 
by thefe inftruments of death, feel very lit- 
tle anguifli from the mod mortal wounds. 
^ S H*'. This accident happened about 
five or fix in the evening, on the 23d day 
of May, in the year 1706; and the army 
purfuing its advantages, againft. the French^ 
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vrtthdut evei^ regarding the wounded, (which 
was^ it feems, the Duke of Marlborough's 
eonftatit method, our^ young officer lay all 
night in the field, agitated^ as may well be 
fuppofed, with a great variety of thoughts* 
He affured me, that when he receded upon 
the circum/tances of his wound, that a ball 
fliould, as he then conceived it, go through 
his head without killing him, he thought 
God had-preferved him by miracle, and 
therefore afluredly concluded that he ibould 
live, abandoned and de^erate as his date 
then feemed to be. Yet, (which to me ap- 
peared aftonifbing,) he had little thoughts 
of humbling himfelf before God, and re- 
turning to him after the wanderings of a life 
fo lieentiouily begun. But expeding to 
recover, his mind was taken up with contri- 
vajlces to fecure his gold, of which he had 
a pretty deal about him ; ^nd he had re- 
courfe to a very odd expedient, which pro- 
ved fuccefsful. Expelling to be ftripped, 
he firft took out a handful of that clotied 
gore, of which he was frequently oUiged to 
clear his - mouth, ' or he would have been 
choaked ; and putting it inta his left hand^ 
he took out his money, (which I think was 
about nineteen piftoles,) and ihutting his 
hand, and befmearing the back part of it 
with blood, he kept it in this pofition till tlie 
blood dried in fuch a manner, that his bai.d 
could liOt eafily fall open, though an/ fud- 
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den furprife fbould happen, in \yhkh ht 
might lofe the prcfencc of mind which that 
concealment otherwife would have required; 
§ 1 5. In the morning, the French, whd 
were roafters of that fpot', though their for* 
ces were defeated at fome diftance, came to 
plunder the flain ; and feeing him to appear- 
ance almoft expiring, one of them was juft 
applying a fword to hi« brcaft, to deftroy 
the little remainder of life, when in the crii- 
tical moment, upon which a!l the extraor- 
dinary events of fuch a Mfe, as his after* 
wards proved, were fufpended, ?l Cordelier, 
who attended* the plunderers, ^intcrpofed, 
taking him by his drcfs for a Frenchman^ 
and faid, " Do not kill that poor child/* Our 
young foldicr heaifd all that paffcd, though 
he was not able to fpcak one word ; andi 
opening his eyes, made a fign for fomething 
to drink. They -gave him a fup of fome 
fpirjtous liquor, which happened to be at 
handv by which he faid he found a more 
fenfible refrefhment than he could remember 
from any thing he had taftcd either before 
or finee. Then fignifying to the Friar to 
lean down his ear to his niouth. he employ: 
ed the firft ^efforts of his/ feeble breath in 
telling hffn, (iivhat, alas! was a contrived 
falfehood,) that be was nephew to the Go- 
l^emar ^i Huy, a neutral towp in the neigh- 
bourhood, and that, if he could take sny 
mtCnQ^ of conveying bim thither, he ciid 
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not doubt but hi» unde would libenlly re-» 
ward hifii. He .had indeed a friend at Huy^ 
(who I think ^was Governor, andif i 'miiftaktf 
not, had been acqtia'mted jvvith (he Captain 
bis &ther,) from v^hom he expeded a kind 
reception ; but the relation was only pre* 
tended. On hearing this, they laid him cm 
a:fort of hand-barrow, ^d fent htm by a 
file/of-mufqueteers towards the place; but 
the Aen loTt their way, and |Rot into a wood 
toward&^ the ev«amg, in which they were 
obliged to continue all night. The poor 
patient's wound being ftill undrefled, it ig 
i^ot to be Wfmderedthat by this time it raged 
violently^ The anguiih of it engaged him 
earnlelUy to 'beg that they woqU either kiit 
hioi outright, or leave him thereto die, with-^ 
out the torture of any farther motion ; and 
indeed they were obliged to reft a confidcr- 
abie time on account of their own wearinefs. 
Thus he fpcnt the fecond night in the open- 
air wthout any thing more than ^ common* 
bandage to ftanch the blood. He h^th often 
mentioned it as a mod aftonifliing provi- - 
dence that he did notrbleed to death, which, 
under God, he afcribed to the remarkable 
ci^dnefs of thcfe two nights. - 

§ «6. Judging ij: quite unfafe^ to attempt 
carrying him to Huy, from whence they 
were now feveral miles diftant, his convoy 
took him early in the mon\mg to a Convent 
in the neighbourhood, wh^e hews« bo^ ^ 
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tably received, and treated with great kindt 
nefs and tendcrnolii* . But the cure of hi* 
wound was committed to an ignorant barbar* 
Airgeo'n, who lived near the boufe ; the bed 
ihitt that could then be. made, at a time 
when it -may be eafiiy fuppofed perfons.of 
ability in their profemon had their hands 
full of employment. Ihe tent. which tbit 
artift applied,, was aimoft Uke a pig drivea 
into the wound ; and.gentkimai o£ (kill and 
experience, when they came to htar of the. 
manner in which he, was treated, wondered 
how he could furv ive fuch management* But 
by the bleiling of Goo on thefe applications,, 
rough as they were, be recovered in a few/ 
Hionthsi The Lady Abbefs, who called htm 
her fon, treated him with the affe^ion and 
eare of a mother ; and he always declared^ 
that every thing which he faw within thcfc 
walls was conduced with theftrideft decency 
and decorum. He received a great many 
devout admonitions from the ladies there ;. 
and they woisld fain have perfuaded him to 
acknowledge what they thought was fo mi<* 
raculous a' deliverance, by embracing the 
Catholic Faith, as they were pleafed to call 
it. But they could not fuccecd ; for tho' no , 
religion 4ay near his heart, yet he bad too 
mucli of the. gentleman lightly to change 
that form of it which4ie wore (as it were) 
loofe about him, as well as too. much good 
fcofe to fwallow thofe monftrous aUurditics 
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•f popery which immediately prefcntcd tbern* 
lelves ta him, unacquainted as he was with 
the niceties df the controvcTfy. 

5 1 7« When his liberty wsts nrgaincd by 
an- exchange of prifoners, and his health tho« 
roughly eftabliihed^ he was far from ren* 
dering unto the Lord according to that won- 
derful difplay of divine mercy which he had 
experienced* I know very little of the parti- 
culars of thofe wild, thoUghtlefs, and wretch- 
ed years, which lay between the nineteenth 
and thirtieth of hi$ life ;* except it be, that 
he oftett experienced the divine goodncfs in 
renewed inftances, partictrtarly m preferving 
him in feveral hot military zGtiant^ in ail 
which he never received fo much as a 
wound after this^ forward as he was in tempt- 
mg danger ; and yet, that all thefe year» 
were fpent in an entire alienation from God, 
and an eager purfoit of animal pleafure, as his 
fopremegood* Thefertesof criminal amours, 
in which he was almoft inceflantly engaged 
during this time, muft probably have afford- 
ed fome remarkable adventures and occur- 
rences ; but the memory of them is perifti- 
ed» Nor do I think it unworthy of notice 
here, that ailiidft all the intimacy of this 
friendfhip, and the many hours of chearfui 
as well as ferious converfc which we fpent 
together, I never remember to hare beard 
him fpeak of any of thefe intrigues, other* 
wife than in the geaeral, with deep and fo- 
C a 
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lemnabkorrence. Th*» I (be father meiN 
liofn, as it fecmed a moft goiuiiid proof of 
his unfeigned repentance, wfatcfa 1 thinie 
thfcrc is great reafon to fuff>e&yV7faen people 
feem to take a pleafure in relating and de« 
ficribing fcenes of vidous indt^lgeneey which 
yet they prof efe to have di(a|>prcyvcd andfor* 
faken. • 

§18. Amidft all thcfe pcrhfcidus wander*? 
ings from the path of religion, virtue, and 
happincfs, he approved hitnfclf fo well irt 
his miHtiairy eharafterj that he yhts made a- 
Lieutenant- in that year, viz.- 1706; andanv 
told he was' very ^uidsily after pitwrioted to' 
a Cornet's commil&im in Lord Stair's re- 
giment of Scots Greys ; and on the 3 tff of 
January, in the years 1714^15, was made 
Gaptain-Licutenant in Colonel Kcr's regi*- 
inent of dragoons. He had the bonolrr of 
being known to the Earl of Stair fome 
time before j-and was made his Aid deCamp; 
and when, upon his Lordihip^s being ap* 
p in ted Ambaffador fromi bis late Majefty 
ti the court of France; he made fo ^lendid 
an entrance into Paris, Captain Gardiner 
was his Matter of the Horfe; and I have 
been told, that a great deal of the care of 
th. t admirably well-adjuftcd ceremony fell 
u pon- him ; fo that he gained great credit 
by the manner in which he conduced it, 
Lindfcr the benign influences ofhis Lord(hip*s 
favour, (which to the laft day of his life he 
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teuined,) a Gaptain^s coirinuifioh yiras pro- 
cured for him,(da(ted J^Iy the c&id, 17x5,) 
m the regiment of dragoons commanded by 
Colonel Stanhopc,(now£arl of Harrington; )r 
andy m the year 17179 he was advanced to 
the .i^ajority of that regiment, in which 
office be continued. tiU-fae was reduced on 
November the loth i7i8,^hehhc was put 
out of commiflioa. . fiutthen his Majefty 
King George h was fo thoroughly appri* 
fed of bis faithful and important fcrvices, 
that he gave him his iignpinanual, entitling 
him to the firfl majority that ihould be* 
epme vacant in any regiment of horfe or 
dragoons^ which hap^oied about iive years- 
after, to be in Croft's regiment of dragoons, 
in which he received a pommiilion, dated 
Jpne the ift,. 1714 ; and on the aoch of July 
the fame year he was made major of an older 
regiment,, commanded by the Earl of Stair. 
§ 19. As 1 an:, now fpeaking of fo ma^ 
hy of his military preferments, I will dif* 
patch the account of them, by obferving, that 
on the 24th of January 1729*30 he was ad* 
vanc^ to the rank of Lieutenant^Colonel in^ 
the fame regiment; long under the com- 
mand of Lord Cadogan, with: whofe fucnd*> 
fluip this brave and, vigilant ofEcer was aUb 
honoured for many years* And be continue 
ed in this rank and. regiment till the tgth 
of April i743,.when.hc received a ColonelV 
eoouiSon oyer a regiment of dragoons, lately^

commanded by Brigandier Biaiid; at the head 
of which be valiantly fellm th^^fenc^of his 
Sovereign and his country, about two years 
and a half after he received it. 

$ 20. We will now return to that period 
of his life which paflfed at Paris, the fcene of 
filch remarkable and important events. He 
continued, (if I remember right,) feverat 
years under the roof of the brave and ge. 
nerous Earl of Stair, to whom he endeavpur. 
cd to approve himfclf by every inftance of 
diligent and faithful fervice* Aod his Lord- 
ihip gave no inconfideraUe proof of thc'de* 
pendence which he bad upon him, when, in 
the beginning of the year 1 7 1 5, he entruft. 
cd him. with the important difpatchcs, rclat* 
ing to a difoovery, which, by a feries of ad- 
mirable policy, he had made, of a defign 
whicht he French King was then forming for 
inyading .Great Britain in favour of the Pre<- 
tender, in which the French apprehended 
they were fo fure of fu.ccefs, that it feemed 
a point of friendfiiip in one of the chief counw 
feilors of thatc court, to diffiiade a dependant ^ 
of bis^from accepting fome employment ua. 
der his Britannic M^jefty, when propgfed 
by hfs envoy there ; becanfe it. was. faid^ 
that in left tlm fis weeks there would be a' ^ 
f evolution in favour of what they called the / . 
faiaily tif the Stuarts. The Captain ^di& !; 
. patched his journey with the utmoft fpeed ; 
a vaclety of circumitances happily concur^ . 
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fed to accelertte it ; and they who re* 
member bow foon z\\ the regiments which 
d>at emergency required were ratfed and 
armed, will, I doubt not, efteetn it a memo- 
rabte inftance, both of the utmoft cordial 
TxaX in the friends of the government, and 
of the gf^ciou€ care of Divine Providence^ 
^over the houfe of Hanover and the firittfli 
liberties, fo incomparibly conneded witH its 
intcrcft, 

S xu While Captain Gardiner was at 
London^' in one of the joumies he made up- 
on this bcca/fion, he, with that franknefii 
which was natural to him, and which in 
thofe days was not always under the moft 
prudent reftraifit, ventured to predid, from 
what he knew of the bad ftateof the French? 
King-s beahh, that he would not Uve fix 
iRTceks. This was m;!de known by fome 
fpies who were at St James's, and came to 
be reported at the court of Verfailles ; for 
ht received letters from fome friends atParis^ 
advifing him not to return thither, uniels he 
could reconcile himfelf ta a lodging in the 
Baftile. But he w^s- foon free from -that 
apprehenfion ; for, if I miftakenot, before 
half that time was aceompliihed, Lewis 
•XIV> died ♦ j and, it is generally thought, 
his death was haftened by a very accidental 

^cumftance, which had fome reference to.

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the Captain's prdpbcfy* For the hift time 
he ever dined in pubiic, which was a very 
Utile while after the report of it Wiis madlb 
th^Cf he happened to difcorer our Britiib^ 
EnvQy among. the fpedators. The penetra-r 
tion of this illuftriou^ perfon was too greats 
and his attatchmeat to the iatereft of his 
royal mafter too well kdown> not to render 
him very diTagreeable to that crafty and ty- 
rannical Prince, whom Gpd had To long 
fuffered to be the difgrace of monarchy, and 
the fcourge of I^urope* He at firft Appeared 
very languid, as indeed he was ; but on^ 
caftiing his eye upon the Earl of Stair, he 
afl[e£ted to af^ear before him in a much 
better (late of health tb^n he really was, and 
therefore, as if he bad been awakened on a^ 
fudden from fodic deep reverie, immcdiatcr. 
ly piftt bimfclf in an ^reft pofture, called up^ 
a laboured vivacity into bis countenance, and 
eat much more heartily than was by any 
means adviiable, repeating it two or three 
times to a nobleman (I think 4he Duke of 
Bourbon, then inwaiting,) ^^Methinks 1 eat 
•^ ,very well, for a man who is to die fo 
feon**/' Sut this inroad upon that regularity 
of Uvingj which lie had for fome tinie ob"- 
&rved,. agreed k> ill with him, that he never 
Keooteried t^is mea^ but died in lefs than a. 

♦ Jl'fBffimikf fuijf ne mange pts^ iml g$ur %n 
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f crtniglit. Thii gaive cccafion Cdit ,feiM 
bfii^ktirom people to fay, that old Lewis^ after 
all^ vf^ kitted by a Britamf. But if tfaisiftoiry 
be true, (^which I think ttere can be nd 
room to doubt, as the Colonel^ from- whom 
I have ofd^n^ be^rd ft^ though aMent^ could 
fearce be' mifmfof meS,) it might radre pro^ 
perty be Md that he fell by his o^rn vwityf 
m which view I thought it fp remarkafblcy 
as not to be imwDrthy a place in fhefe ttie- 
nfoirs. 

§ 12. The Captain quickly returtiefd^ 
and continued with fmall interruptions at 
Fkris, atlealb t'dl the year 1720^ and b6w 
mueh Idnger I do not certainly ka&^r. Tbtf 
Earrs f^out and g«nerofity mttdef him ea* 
fy in his afiairs, though he was (as ha^been 
obferved above,) part of the tin^tf out of 
comtitfflion; by bteaking^ the regiment t^ 
^y^bich he brflj^ged, <if whi*cb before he was^ 
Major. •- This w«, in all probability, thtJ 
gayefl part of his lifc^ and the moft crlmi* 
nal. Whatever wife and good examplea 
he might find in'thc feitiily where he harf 
the honour to rcfide, it is certain that the 
French court, Airings the regency of the 
Duke of Orleans, wai' one of tht moft'dif* 
foldte under heaven. What, by a wretch- 
ed abufe of language, have been called in- 
trigues of love and gallantry, were fo en- 
tirely to the Major's then degenerate taffe^ 
diat if noc the whole bufmefs, at lead thd

^ole faapptnefs, of his Rfe, coniifted iri 
them ; and he had now too much leifore 
for one who was fo pr^ne to abufe it. Hir 
fine conflitution, than which perhaps there 
was hardly ever a better, gaVe him gtcat 
opportunities of indulging himfelf in tbcfc 
excefles ; and his gooa fpirits enabled him 
ta purfue his pleafures of every kind, in fo 
alert and fpri^htly a manner, that multt* 
tudes envied nim, and called him, by a 
dveadful kind of compliment, The happy 
rake* 

§ 23. Yet ftill the checks of confcierice, 
and fome remaining principles of fo good 
an education, would break fn upon his mod! 
licentious hours; and I particularly remem-^ 
ber he told me, that when fome of his dtflb*^ 
lute companions were once cmgrattfligdag 
him on his diftinguifhed.felicit|^' a di%lil^#^ 
pening at that time to conii into thof ii^otn, 
he could not forbear groaning inwardly, 
and laying to himfelf, ** Oh that I were 
^* that dog !^' Such was then his bappinefs^ 
and fuch perhaps is that of hundreds more, 
who bear themfclves; highdft in the contempt 
of religion, and glory in that infameus fer- 
vitudc which they aflFcd to call liberty. But 
thefe remondrances of reafon and confct- 
cnce were in vain; and, in (bort, he car- 
ried things fo far, in this wsftched part of 
k^M%$ th^t I nm W(U aiTurcd fome k>bm 
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Eogiifli gentlemai, who made no great pre* 
tcnoes to religion, how agreeable foever he 
might have been to them on other accountay 
rather defined than fought his company,' 
jis fearing they might have been infiiared 
and corrupted by it« 

'§14. Yet I cannot find that in thcfc 
mail abandoned days he was fond of drink* 
ing* ^ Indeed, he had never any natural re* 
lifli for chat kind of intemperance, from 
which he ufed to think a manly pride might 
be fufficient to preferve perfons of fenfe and 
fpirit ; a» by it they give up every thing 
Ibat diflinguifhes them from the meaneft'^of 
their (pecies, or indeed' from animals the 
moft below it. So that if ever he fell into 
any: excefles <^ this kind, it was merely out 
of complaifimce to his^ company, and that 
be 4Rilght not appear ftiffand fingular^ His 
fra^, p)>li^ing, and generous temper, pro* 
cured him many friends ; and thefe prin* 
ciples; which rendered him amiable to o-' 
thers, not being under the diredion oArue 
wifdom and piety, fometimes made him, in 
the ways of living he purfued, more uneafy 
to himfelf than he might perhaps have been 
if he could entirely have outgrown them % 

^ efpecially^as he never was: a fceptic in his 
w principles,, but ftill retained a fecret appre- 

' benfion^ that natural and revealed religion, 
though he did not much care to think of 
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either, verefouncied in .truths And with 
this convi^ion^ bis notorums violaticHM of 
the moft lejQCcnthtl precepts of both, could 
Qot but occafion fooie fecretiiii%iving6 ^f 
hQart. lUis continual negled; of the great 
Author of his being, of whofe pccfeSions 
he could not doubt, and to whom he knew 
hin>felf to be under daily, and perpetual o* 
bligations, gave him, in ioQje moments of 
involuntary reflexion, inexprfcifible temorfc^ 
sind this at times wrought upo^ him to fuch 
a degree, that he rcfolved :hewotikl. attempt 
to pay him fome acknoyv^tedgmcnta* Ac- 
cordingly for a few mornings. he ,did .it; 
repeating in rictireinqnt fopie paffages out 
of the Pfalms, and perhaps other fcripturos^ 
which he ftill retained in ..his memory ; and 
awning, in a few ftrong words,, the ma|iy. 
mercies and deliverances he iad ^rcceived^ 
and the ilUeturns he bad..o»ide:fotr:theiQi» 

% %$. I find, among the other papett^ 
tranfihitted to me, the 'following verfes, > 
which I have heard bim irepeat, as what 
had imprefled him ja good deal in his un« 
converted ftaite : And as I fup^sofe they did 
fomethiog ; towacds felting Him on this ef*< 
fort towards. devotion^ and might probably 
furniSi out a part of theie orifons^ I hopf$ 
I need make no apology to my Reader for 
inferting them, efpecially':as I.do not re* 
eolle£k that I have iaax them any vrhere 
clfe- 
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Attenrl, my foul ! The early birds infpir; 
My grovUing thought with pure celeftiaj fire ; 
They from their teinpVacefleep awake, and pay 
Their thankful anthems for the new-born day. 
See how the tunt-ful Lark is mounted ti^hj 
And, poet like, faJutes the Eaftcrn Iky ! 
He warbles thro' tlie fragrant air his lays. 
And fecms the beauties of the Morn to praifc. 
But man, more void of gratitude, awakes.

The wretch unhallow'd does the day begin •

§ a6. But thefc ftrdhswcre foo devout 

to continue long \ii at heart as yet quite 

tinfanftified : Fot how readily foevcf he 

could repeat fuch aicknowlcdgments of the 

divine powet, prefencc, and gbodnefs, and 

ovm his olvn foUics and faults ; he was 

ftbpt fliort by the remonftrances'of his con- 

fcieftte as to the flagrant abfurdity of con- 

fcffing fins he did not defire to forfake, 

and of pretending to praife God for his 

mercies^ when he did not endeavour to 

Y\v^ to his fervice, and to behave in fuch 

nncr as gratitude, if finccre, would 

- dilate. A model of devotion, 

, .uch fentinlents made no part, his 

fenfe could not digeft f and the ufe

of foch languJige before an heart-fcarching 
God, merely as an hypocritical form, 
while the-fentimenis of his foul were con- 
trary to it^ juftly appeared to him fucK 
daring profancnefs, that irregular as the 
ftate of his mind was, the thought of it. 
flruck him with horror. He therefore de- 
termined to make no more attempts of this 
fort ', and was perhaps one of the firll that 
deliberately laid afide prayer, from fomc 
fenfc of GoD*s omnifcience, and forae na- 
tsiidX principle of honour and confcienc?. . 

§ 27. Thefe fecret debates with hinifelf, 
and ineffedual efforts, would fometimet 
return: But they were over-born again 
arid again, by the force of temptation j 
and it is no wonder, that, in confcqucnce 
of them, his heart grew yet harder. Nor 
was it foftened, or awakened, by feme 
very memorable deliverances which at 
this time he received. -He was in ex- 
treme danger by a fall from his horfe, as 
he was riding poft, (I think' in the ftrcets 
of Calais,) when going down a hill, the 
horfe threw him over his head, and pitched 
over him ; fo that, when he rofe, the beaft 
lay beyond him, and almoft dead.. Yet 
though he received not the leaft barm, it 
made no ferious impreffion on his mind. 
. — ^In his return from England in the 
packet-boaty (if I remember right but a 
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few weeks after the former accident,) si 
violent ftorm that drove them up to Har* ' 
wieh toffed them from thence for feveral 
hours in a dark night on the coaft of Hot- 
land, and brought them into fuch extre- 
mity*, that the captain of the veffel urged 
him to go to prayers immediately, if he 
ever intended to do it at all ; for be con- 
cluded they would in a few minutes be at 
the bottom of the fca. la this circum^ 
ftance he did pray^ and that very fervently 
too : And it was very remarkable, that 
while he was ctying to God for deliver- 
ance, the wind fell, and quickly after they 
-^arrived at Palais. But the Major was fo 
little afFefted with what had befallen him, 
that when fomc.of his gay friends, on hear- 
ing the (lory, rallied him upon the efficacy 
of his prayers, he excufcd himfelf from 
the fcandal of being thought much in ear- 
neft, by faying, ** that it was at midnight, 
•* an hour when his good mother and aunt 
" were aflecp, or elfe he (hould have -left 
^^ that part of the bufinefs to them.'* A 
fpeech which I (hould not have mentioned, 
but as it (hews in fo lively a view the 
wretched fituaiioh of his mind at that time ^ 
•^'inugh his great deliverance from the 
;ver of darknefs was then nearly ap- 
laching. He recounted thefe things to 
with the greateft humility, as fhewing 
w utterly unworthy he was .of that mi- 
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racle of divine graccj by which he was 
quickly .after brought to fo true and fo pre- 
valent a fenfe of religion. 

§ 28* And now I am come to that afto- 
nifhing part of his ftory, the account of 
his convcrfion ; which 1 cannot enter upon 
without affuring the Reader, that I have 
fomctimes been tempted to fupprcfs many 
circumftances of it, not only'as'they may 
feem incredible to fome, and enthufiaftical 
to others, but as 1 am very fcnfiblc they 
are liable tp great abufes; which was -the 
reafon that he gave me for concealing "the 
moft extraordin^iry from many.- pcrfon& to 
whom he mentioned fome of the reft. 
And I believe it was this, together with 
the defirc of avoiding every thing that 
might look like oft.entation on this head, 
that prevented his l,eaving a written aci 
count of it ; though I have often intreatcd 
Jiim to do it: As I particularly remember 
1 did, in the very laft letter I ever wrote 
him ; and pleaded the poflibility of his fal-. 
ling amidft thofe dangers to 'which I knew 
his valour might in fuch circumftances na- 
turally cxpofe him. I was not fo happy 
as to receive any anfwer to this letter, 
which reached him bul a few days before 
his Jeath : Nor can 1 certainly fay, whe- 
ther he had or had not, jcomplied with 
my requeft j as it is very poffible a paper 
of thac kind, if it were written, might be loft 
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axnidft the ravages which the rebels made 
when they plundered Bankton. 

§ 2g, The ftory, however, was (q re- 
markable, that I had little reafon to ap- 
prehend I fhould ever forget it ; and yet,* 
to guard againft all contingencies of that 
kind, i wrote it down that very evening, 
as I had heard it from his own mouth: 
And I have now before me the memoirs of 
that con vcrfation, dated Aug. 14th 1739, 
which conclude with thefe words, (which 
1 added, that if we (hould both have died 
that night, the world might not have loft 
this edifying and afFeding hiftory, or have 
wanted any atteftation of itl was capable 
.of giving :) " iV. Bi\ have written down 
** this account with all the exadnefs I am 
'* capable of, and could fafcly tike an oath 
" of it as to the truth of every circum- 
" ftance, to the beft of my remembrance^ 
*' as the Colonel related it to me a few 
*' hours ago/' I do- not know that I had 
reviewed this paper fince I wrote it, till 
I fet myfclf thus publicly to record this ex- 
traordinary faft; but I find it punftually to 
agree with what 1 have oft-etl related from 
tnv memory, which 1 charged carefully 
^ fo wonderful and important a fa£l. 
. with air folemnity that I now deliver 
own to pofterity as in the fight and prei- 
f^e of God, and I ehufe deliberately top 

i> 3 
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cxpofe myfelf to thofc fevcrc ccnfuresy, 

which the haughty, but empty fcorn of 

infidelity, or principles nearly approaching 

it, and effedually doing its pernicious worky 

may very probably dictate upon the occa- 

fion ; rather than to fmother a relation,. 

which may, in the judgment of my con- 

fcience, be like to conduce fo much to the 

glory of God, the honour of the gofpel, - 

and the good of mankind« One thing 

piore I will only prcmife, that I hope none 

who have heard the Colonel himfclf fpeak- 

fomething of this wonderful fcene, will be. 

furprized if they End fome i)ew circum-^ 

fiances here, becaufe he aflured me, at the. 

time he firil ^ave me the whole narration,^ 

(which was m the very room ia which I. 

now write,) that he had never imparted it- 

fully to any man living before. Yet at* 

the fame time he gave me full liberty^to* 

communicate it to whomfoever I (hould in* 

my confdence judge it might be ufeful to* 

do it, whether before of after his deaths 

Accordingly I did, while "he Vas alive, rc^ 

count almoft evruycircumftance I am now 

going ta write to feveral pious friends j re% 

ferring them at the fame time to the Co^ 

loncl bimfelf whenever they might have an 

opportunity of feeing or writing to him, 

for a farther confirmation of what I told 

them, if they judged it rcquifite. Ihey 

gbufled GoD.in him \ and L humbly hope 
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Bfjany of my readers vrill alio do it. They 
will foon perGcive the fcafon of fo much' 
c-aution in my introduftion to this ftory, 
for which therefore I Ihalimakeno further' 
apology *, 

§ 30. This memorable event happened 
towards the middle of July i^ig j but I 
cannot be exad as to the day; The- 
Major had fpcnt the evening (and, if I mif# 
take not^ it was the febbath,) in fome gay 
company, and had an unhappy af&gnation' 
with a married woman, of what rank or 
quality I did not particularly inquire, whom* 

* If is no fmaU fatisfadion to me, (thcc I- 
wrote this, to have received a letter from the? 
Rev. Mr. Spears, minifter of the gofpel at^ 
Burnt! dandy dated Jan. 14th 1746-7, in which. 
he relates to me th s whole ftory, as he had it 
from the ColoncKs own mouth about four years 
after he gave me the narration. There is not 
a lingle circamftancein which either of our nar-* 
rations difagree; ani every one of the particu-^ 
lars m mine, which feem mod attomlliing, are. 
attcfted by this, and fpmetimes in Itronger 
words; one only excepted, on which I (ball 
add a fbort remark when I come to it. As tliis 
letter was written near Lady Francis Gardiner^ 
at her defir«, and attended with a poftfcript 
from h€r owji hand, this is, in cffbaj. a. fufficicnt 
atteftation how agreeable ic was to ihofe ac* 
counts, wh'ch Ihc muft have often heard the 
Gclonel give of this matter. 
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he. was to attend cxaftly at twelve. The 
company broke up about eleven ; and not 
judging it convenient to anticipate the time 
appointed, he went into his chamber' tokijl 
the tedious hour, perhaps with fome amu- 
fing book, or fome other way.' But it ve- 
ry accidentally happened, that he took up 
a religious book, which his good mother or 
aunt 'had, without his knowledge, flipped 
into his portmanteau. It was called, if 1 re- 
member the title exactly, "The Chriftian 
Soldier, or Heaven taken by ftorm ; and 
was written by Mr Thomas Watfon, 
Guefling by the title of it that he fliould. 
find fome -phrafes of his own profeffion 
fpiritualized, in a manner which he thought 
might afford him fome diverfion, he refol* 
ved to dip into it ; but he took no ferious 
notice of any thing he read in it ; and yet 
while this book was in his hand, an im- 
preffion was made upon his mind, (perhaps 
God only knows how,) which drew after it 
a train of the moft important and happy 
confequtnces. 

§ 31. Ther-e is indeed a polfibility, that 
while he was fitting in this attitude, and 
reading in this carclefs and profane man-" 
ner, he might fuddenly fall afleep, and only 
dream of what he apprehended he faw.- 
But nothing can be more certain, than that, 
when he gave me tliis relation, he judged " 
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himfelf to have been as. broad awake,during 
the whole time^as he- ever was in any part 
of his life ; and he mentioned it to me fe- 
vcral times afterwards, as what undoubted- 
ly paffcd, not only in his imagination, but 
before his eyes f .

§ 31* He though^ he faw an unufual 
blaze of Bght fall on the book while he 
was reading, which he af firll imagined 
might happen by feme accident in the can- 
dle. But lifting up his eyes, he appre- 
hended, to his extremer amazement, that 
there was before. him^ a& it were fufpend- 
ed- in the air, a vifiblc . reprefcntation of 
the Lord Jesus Christ upon the crofs, 

f Mr Spears, in the letter weBciontd above, 
where \\t introduces the Colonel t^Lng his ©wn 
ftory, has.thefe words :.*• All of a ludden there 
^* was prefented, in a very lively manner, to my 
** vic.w, or to my mjnfd, a reprcfentation of my 
" glorious Redeemer, &c.*^r— And tHis gentle- 
" njau adds, in a pareiithlis, ** It wjs fo lively 
'* and flriking, that he could not tell, v/}i?ther 
*' it was to his bodily eyes, or to thofe of his 
'* mind," This makes ^nie. think, that what I 
have faid to him cJn the phenomena of viilons, 
apparitions, &c. "(a^ being, when mofl res], fii- 
pernatural ithpreilions on the imagination?;, ra- 
I her than attended with any exfcrnai oi)je(St) 
h id farne influence upon him. Yet lllli it :$ evi. 
cL?nt he looktd upon ciils as a viiion, whither 
\j^ were .befcre the eyes or in the miud^ and not 
aa a dream. 
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furrounded on all fides with a glory ; and 
was impreflcd, as if a voic^, or fomething 
equivalent to a voice, had come to him, to 
this cfFcft, (for he was not confident as to 
the very words,) " Oh, finncr, did 1 fuf* 
'* fer this for thee, and -arc thcfc the re* 
•* turns !*' But whether this were' an ao- 
dlble voice, or only a ftrong. imprefBori on 
his mind equally ftriking, he did not fccm 
very confident ; though, to the bed of my 
remembrance, he rather judged it, to be 
the. former. Struck with fo amazing a 
Phasnomcnon as this, there remained hard- 
ly any life in him, fo that he funk down 
in the arm-chair in which he fat, ^nd con« 
tinued, he knew not exadly how long, in* 
fenfible ; (which w^s one circumftance, 
that^made ipe feveral times take the li- 
berty to fuggeft, that he might poffibly be 
all this while afleep :) But however that 
fTcre, he quickly after opened his eyes, 
and faw nothing more than ufuaK 

§•, 33. It may eafily be fuppofcd, he was 
in no condition to make any obfervation 
upon the time in which he had remained in 
an infenfible (late. Nor did he, through- 
out all the remainder of the night, once 
recoUefl that criminal and deteftable afiig- 
nation, which had before engroflcd all his 
thoughts. He rofe in a tumult of paffions, 
not to be conceived ; and walked to ami 
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fro in his chamber, till he was ready to 
drop down, in unutterable adonifhment 
and agony of heart ; appearing to himfclf 
the vileft monftcr in the creation of God, 
who -had all his lifetime been crucifying 
Chrifl afrefh by his fins, and now faw, as 
he affuredly believed, by a miraculous vi- 
fion, the horror of what he bad done. 
With this was connefted^ fuch a view,4>oth 
of tjie majcfty and goodncfs of God, as 
caufed him to loathe and abhor himfelf, and 
to repent as/ in duft and aflies. He. imme- 
diately gave judgment againft himfelf, that 
he was moft juftly Worthy of eternal dam- 
nation : He was aftoniflied that he had 
not been immediately (truck dead in the 
midft of his wickednefs : And (which I 
think deferves particular remark,) though 
he affuredly believed that he fhould ere 
long be in hell, and fettled it as a point 
with himfelf for feveral months, that the 

' wifdom and juftice of God, did almoft ne- 
ceffarily require, that fuch an enormous 
(inner (hould be made an example of ever- 
lading vengeance, and a Ipeftacle as fuch 
both to angels and men, fo that he hardly 
durfl: prefume to pray for pardon; yet ^hat 
he then fuffered was not fo much from 
the fear of hclU though he concluded it 
vrould foon^be his portion, as from a fenfe 
of that horrible ingratitude he had (hewn 

no the Gqd of his life^ and to that bleffed 
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Redeemer, who had been in:fo affcfting i 
manner fet forth as crucified before him. 

S ^4. To this he refers in a letter, da- 
ted from Douglas, April -i ft 1725, com* 
municatcd to me by his Lady *, but 1 know 
not CO whom it was addrefied. His 5»^rds 
arc thefc : ** One thing relating to my 
*^ converfion, and a remarkable inftance of 
** the goodncfe of . G o t> to mc^ the chief 
** of finncrs, I do not remember that I 
^' ever told, to any other pcrfon. Jt was

fpiicd, now lay with an almoft infupport-

fo many years been running with dcfpcrafcp 
eagcrnefs and unwotthy delight, now filled 
with an indignation againfl himfclf, and a- 
gainft the great deociver^by whom (to. ufe 
his own phrafc,) he had been "fo.wretcl]^- 
** cdly and fcandalopfly befooled.** This 
he ufed often to exprefs in the ftrongcft 
terms ; which I ihall not repeat fq partU 
cularly^ as I can recol}eft fonpe pf tl}cm,- 
But on the whole, it is certain that by wl^at 
paflTed before he left his chamber thci.ncjct 
day, the whole fr^anie and difpofition of 
his foul was new- modelled and changed ; 
fo that he became, and continued to the 
laft day of his exemplary and truly Chri- 
ftian life, the very revcrfe of what he had 
been before* A variety of particular^, 
which I am afterwards to mention, will 
alluftrate this in the moft convincing man- 
ner. But I cannot proceed to them with- 
out paufmg a while to adore fo illuftrious 
jan inftance of the power and freedom of 
diving grace, and entreating my Reader ' 
likewife fcrioufly to refled upon it» that his 
own heart may be fiiitably afFefted : For, 
fu rely, if the truth of the fail be admitted 
in the loweft views jn winch it can be pla- 
ced, (that is, fuppofing the firft impreflion to 
have paffed in a dream, (it muft be aUowed 
to have been little, if any thing lefs than 
"miraculous. It cannot in the courfe o£ 
nature be imagined how fu^h a dream 
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ftould arife in a mind fuU-o^ the maft im- 
pure ideas and afFeftions, and (as he him- 
fclf often pleaded,) more alienated from the 
thoughts of a crucified Saviour than from 
any other objeft that can be conceived : 
Nor can we ftirely fuppofe it fhouid, with- 
out a mighty energy of the divine power, 
be l^eftual to produce not only fome tran- 
fient flow of paflion, but fo entire and 
fo permanent a change in- charafter and 
tdnduft. 

' § 36- On -the whole therefore I muff 
beg^ leave to exprefs my own fentiments 
6f the matter, by repeating on this occafion 
what I wrote'^ feveral years ago in my 
eighth Sermon on Regeneration, in a paflage 
dictated chiefly bythe circumftantial know- 
ledge which I had of this amazing ftory, 
and methinks fiifficicntly vindicated by it, 
if it fl:ood entirely alone ; which yet, 1 muft 
lake the'liberty to fay, -it does not: For I 
hope the world wiH be particularly inform- 
ed that there is at leaft A fecond that 
very nearly approaches it, whenever the 
eftabliflied church of England flialUofe one 
of Its brightcft living ornameiits, and one 
of the moft ufeful members, which that, 
^r perhaps any other Chriftian communion 
L boaft V In the mean time, may his cx- 
plary life be long continued, and his zea- 
s miniftry abundantly profpered! I beg

He knew nothiiig. of the joyt anting &011& 
a fenfe of pardosi} but,: on the ccaatrary, * 
for tl^greatef part of that timcv aiifd with^ 
very fhort intervals of hope toward the - 
ciikd of itv took it for granted that he rtmft 
irt ^l probability: quickly pcriih. Ncvci?- 
tbclcfsv he had hieh a fenfe of the evil of 
•fin, of the goodnefs of the Divine Being, 
wid o| the aximirablc tendency of the 
Chriflaan^ revelation, that be i^Colvcdjo * 
ffend the-refiiaiiidfirof h2s.Me,'WixUe.£iQf>^ 
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continued him out of heU, ia aa national 
and as ufeful a mauner as he could ; and 
to continue cafting himfelf at the feet of 
divine mercy every day, and often -in a 
day, if peradventure there might i^e hope 
of pardon, of "wtuch all ths^ he could fay 
was^ that be did not abfolutely defpur. . He 
had at th^t time fuch a fenfe of the dege* 
neracy of his own heart, that Ke hardly 
durft form any determinate ,refolution a- 
gainft fin, or pretend to engage himfelf by 
any vow in the prefcnce of God } but he 
was continualJy crying to him, that he 
would deliver him from the bondage of 

. corruption. He perceived in himfelf a 
moll furprifing alteration with regard .to 

. the diiporition& of hist heart ; fo that, though 
he felt little of the delight of religious du- 
ties, be extremely dsfired opportunities of 
being engaged in them ; and thofe licenti- 
ous pleafures, which had before been his 
heaven, were now abfolutely his. averfionu 
And indeed when I confkier how- habitual 
all thofe criminal indulgencies were grown 
to blm, and that he was now in the prime 
of life, and all this while in high health 
-too, I cannot bat be aftotiiflied.to refied 
iip(Hi it, that he (hould be fo wonderfully 
-^notified in body as well as in fed and ^ ' 
V rit, as that, for all the future years of 
life, he,, frqm that hour, ^Mxald find 
cQQftant s^ di&ncUaauea to^ and abhor renc 
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of, thofe criminal fenfualities, to which he 
fancied he was bef )re to luvi.cibly impelled 
by his very conftitution^ that he was ufed 
ftrangcly to think and to fay that Omnipo- 
tence itfelf could not reform him, with- 
out deflroying that body, and giving him 
another*; 

♦ Mr Spears cxprefles this wonderful circum* 
ftapcc in thcfe remarkable words : **l.wai (laid 
«< the Colonel to me,) cffedtualiy cured of all incli- 
-«« natron to that fin 1 was foftrongly addided, that 
<« I tbought -sothing but fhooting me through the 
«< head could have cured me of it ; and all defire 
« and incUnation to it was removed as entirely a»if 
««_ I had been a fucking child ; nor did the tcmpta- 
«« tion return co this day,** Mr Wcbftcr*s words 
on the fame fubjf ft are thefe : «' One thing I have

«« Higheft, and leaves no room to doubt of its re- 
•« ality^" Mr Spears fays this happened in three 
"lys time : But from what I can recolleft, all that 
^ Colonel could mean by that exprcffion, if he u- 
it, (as I conclttde'd he did,.) was, that he be- 
n to make the obfervation in the fpace of three 
aysji whereas, during that time, bis thought* 
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§ jS. Nor was he only de|iverc<i froiw 
that bondage of corruption, which b^d been 
habitual to him for many ye^irs, but felt 
in his bread fo contrary a difpofition, that'- 
he was grieved to fee human nature^ in • ^ 
ihofe to ti'hom he wag moft entirely a ft ran- 
ger, proftituted to fuch low and^contempU - 
ible putfuits- He therefore exerted his na- • 
turalcoii^rage in a very new kind of. com- 
bat, and became an open advocate for te— . 
ligion in all its pwciple^, fo.fer^ be -was t 
acquainted with thei^v^ and alUiti5:peroeptSi>r 
relating to fobriety, right^ufnefe, andged- 
linef^.. Yet he was very dcfirous andcauti-^- 
ou?, that,.hc naight not run into -^an ex- 
treme, and mad:e it one of his firft pi^tkbwr 
to God the ver.y* djiy^^ajftf^ thefe amazing : 
imprqffions had bee^^^fptjg^ia his mind, 
that he might not be fuffsr^d to behave * 
with fuch ^n affeQ^d ftri<aij|fefand precifci- 
nefs as would lead others abouti hilH int<» « 
miftaken notions, of religion, and expofe it ^ 
• to reproach or fufpicionj as if ft were a9i ' * 
unlovely or uncomfiartable thing. For thi3 * 

were io taken up with the wortderful yiews pre- *" 
fentcd to his mind, that he did not immrSiately at- 
tend to ir. If he had within the firft. three days - 
auf temptation to f^cjc forne eafc from th^ anguiih * 
of his rnindi^ in returning to former itriAiaHties, it ' 
is a circumftvmce he 4id nof nnention to me ; and 
by, what 1 can recollea of the ftraiil of Im dif» 
courfey lie ixM:imated, if he d:td Dot exprefs .the-eca* . 
tr^y. 
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reafon he endeavoured to appear j^s ehear- 
^I in conver&tioti as he confcientiouily 
^uld ; tho% HI fpite of all his precautions, 
fome traces oi that deep inward fenfe which 
he had of his guttt and mifery would at 
times appear. He made po fccrct of it how* 
ever, that his views were entirely changed^ 
though he concealed the particular circuit, 
ftances attending that change. He told his 
inoft intimate tompanions freely, that he 
had reflected ch the coutfe of lire in whtch 
be had fo liMig joined them» and found \% 
to be folty wd niqidnefs, pn worthy ft ratio-^ 
naJ ert^ture, ^nd mu^i ^ino^e luiw^rthf 
perfons calling the'nfflye^^.Chriftians. And 
he Cet ,up his ftantjard, upofi ail occafions, 
againft prii'ciples af ififidelky, ?ind praiSices 
pfyice. ^s dcWttlinAtel^aad a*- holdly a*- 
ever he difplayed or pJanttjd 4)is .colours,

S 39. I cannot forbear mentionmg one 
ft»*tiggle of this kind, which he dtlciibed 
to n>ed with a large detail ot ^iruumltanoes,. 
the iirft d^y of pur 'a/^quainf^ncc • > here 
was at that time in Paris a certain Lady, 
(whofe name, th<fn well known in the ,8[tand 
and the gay world,.! mud beg l|cavc to con- 
ceal,) who had imbibed* the principles of 
Deifm, and valued herfelf much upon hew- 
ing an avowed ^dyoc^t^ for thepj* The^ 
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Major, with his ufuabfratiknefs,' (thougK 
I doubt not with that politcncfs of manncra 
which was fb habitual fo him^ and which 
lie retained throughout his whole life,) an- 
fwcred her like a man who perfcdly faw 
through the fallacy of her arguments, and 
ivas grieved to the heart for her delufion. 
. On this-fhe brifkly challenged him to debate 
the matter at large, and to fix upon a day 
for that purpofe, when he fhould dine vv ith 
her, attended with ariy Clergyman he might 
chufc, whether of the Prpteftant or Ca- 
tholic (SDrn'munion. A fenfe of duty would 
not allou» him to decline this challenge ; 
and yctlie had np fooncr accepted it, but 
he was throwh into great perplexity and 
diftrefs, left being (as' I remember he ex- 
prefled it when^lfe told * ifte the ftorj,) 
only a Chriftiancf fix we^ka old^heftiould 
prcjudifc fo good a cauft^'by his unfkil- 
ful manner of defending it.- However, 
he fought his refuge in earneft and repeat- 
cd prafers to God, that he who can or- 
dain ftrength and perfed ^praife out of 
the'mouth of babes and fucklings, would 
gracioufly enable him on this occafion to 
vindicate his truths in a manner which 
might catry^ conviftion along with it. He 
then endeavoured to marfbal the argu- 
ments in his own mind as well as he could ; 
and apprehending that he could not fpeak 
with fo much freedom before a number of 
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perfons, cfpecially before fach whofe pro- 
vince he might in that cafe fecm to invade, 
if he had not devolvfsd the 'principal part 
of the difcourfe upon them, he eafily ad* 
mittcd the apology of a clergyman or two, 
to* whom he mentioned the affair, and wait- 
ed on the Lady alone upon the day appoint- 
ed. But his heart was fo fet upon the bu- 
iinefs, that he came earlier than he was ex- 
pe£lcd, and time cnpiigh to have two hours 
difcourfe before Anner ; nor did he at all 
decline having two young perfons, nearly 
related to the Lady, prefcnt during the con- 
ference. 

§ 40. 'The Major opened it with' a view 
of.fuch argument's for the Chrtrtian reli- 
gion as he had digeftcd in his own mind, to 
prove that the.apofWes ^ere not miftaken 
themfelves, and that they could not have 
intended" to impofe upon us in the accounts 
they give of the; grand fads they atteft,; 
with the truth of which fads, that of the 
Cliriflian religion is mod apparently con- 
nected. And it was a great encouragement 
to him to find, that unaccuftomed as he 
was to difcourfes of this nature, he had an 
unufual command both of thought and ex- 
preflion ; fo that, he recolledled and ut- 
tered every thing as he could have wilh- 
ed. Ihe Lady heard with attention and 

though he paufcd between every branch of 

» ■ 
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the arguments, ihe did nbt interrupt the 
courfc of it, till he told her he had finifli- 
ed his defign, and ^aitcd for her reply. 
She then produced fotnc of her obje£lion«, 
which Ke took up and canvaffcd in fuch a 
manner, that at length ffic burft out into 
tears, allowed the fofcc of his arguments 
and replies, and appeared for fome time, 
aftef fo deeply imprcfled with thi: con- 
verfation, that it was obferved- by fetcral 
of her friends : And there it rcafon to be* 
lieve that the impfefSon continued, at leaft 
fo far as to prevent her from ever appear- 
ing under the charaftcr of an unbeliever at 
a feeptic. 

% M. This is only one fpecimen ztcton^ 
many of the battles he was ajmoft daily 
called out to fighf in the caufe of religion 
iind virtue ; with relation to which 1 lind 
him expteHing himfelf thus, in a letter to 
Mrs Grafdiner, . his good mother, dated 
from Paris, the i5th of January follow- 
ing, that is, •719-iO, in anfwer to one, 
in which fhe had warned him to eitpeft fuch 
trials : «* I have, (fays he,) already met 
" with them, r^nd'am obliged to fight, and 
" to difpute every inch of ground : But 
** all thanks and praife to the great Captain 
" of my falvation*: He fig^it.- for me and 
** then it is no wonder that I rornc off 
. •* more than conqueror •/' by which iail 
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expreffioa 1 fuppofe he meant to infinuate, 
that he was ftrengtbened and eftablifhed, 
rather than overborne, by this oppofition. ' 
Yet it wasjiot immediaiely that he gained 
fuch Jbrtitude. He has often told me how 
iliuda lie felt in thofe days of the empha^ 
fia of thofe wcll-chofcn words of the a- 
poftle, in whieh he ranks the trial of cruel 
mocl^ings, with fcourgings, and bonds, and 
imprUonmenls. The continual railleries 
vtiib which he was received, in almoft all 
CGimpanies where he bad been nK>(l fami- 
liar before, did often diftrefs him beyond 
m^furej fa that he bas.feveral times de- 
elaredf he would much rather have march- 
ed up to a battery of the enemy's cannon^ 
than have been obliged, fo continually as 
h^ was, to face fuch artillery as this. But, 
like a brave foldier in the firil a£bion where- 
in h^ is engaged)' be continued refolute tho' ' 
ihuddering at the terror of the aiTault ; and 
quickly overcame thofe impreffions, which 
it is not perhaps in nature wholly to avoid; 
and therefore 1 find him, in the letter re- 
ferred to above, which was written about 
half a*ycar after his converfion, " quite 
^^ aihamed to think of the uneaiinefs which 
" th^fe things once gave him;" In a word, 
he went on, as every rcfolute Ghriftian by 
[; diviae grace may^do, till be turned ridicule 
aud oppofition into refpe^l and veneration. 
F 
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' § 4a. ,But this (enfible triumph ovef 
thde difficulties was jtiot till bis Chriftiail 
experiente had been .abundantly advanced^ 
by the Wcffing of God on the fcrmons h€ 
beards (particularly in the Swi& Chapel,^^ 
and on the many hours which he Tpent in 
devout retirement, poudng out his whole 
fcul before God in prayen He began^ 
within about two months afterjiis firft me« 
morable change, to perceire fomc feerefi 
dawnings of more chearful hope, that, vil^ 
as he &w bimfeif to b^, (and 1 believe no 
words can expceis how vile that was,^ he 
siiight nevertbckfs obtsun mercy through a 
Redeemer. And at length, (if I rsincsH 
ber right, aboutthe etidof Oaober ijff 9$) 
be found all the burden of his min4 i^i^etk 
off at once, by the powerful impreffion o^ 
that memorable fcripture upon his mind, 
Rom. iii. 25, 16., *' Whom God hath fct 
forth for a propitiation, thro' faith in hi$ 
blood, to declare his righteoufnefsin the re-^ 
iiiiiEon of fins,— that he might be juft, and 
the juftifi.er of him that bclievcth in Jefus/*^ 
He had ufed to imagine, that the jufticc of 
God required the damnation of fo enor* 
mous a finner as he faw himfelf to be x 
But now he was made deeply fenfible, that 
the divine juftice might be, not only vin- 
dicated, but glorified, in faying him by the 
blood of Jcfu^, eveia that blood which clean- 
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ftdi us from all fin. Then did he fee and 
feel the riches of redeeming love and grace, 
bifttch a manner, as not only engaged hipi, 
with the utmoftplcarure and confidence, to* 
venture his foui upon it, but even fwaU 
lowed up (as it were) his whole heart ia 
die returns of lovc^ which from that bleif* 
ed time became the genuine and deiightfur 
principle of his^ obedience, and animated 
him with an enlarged heart to run the way 
of God's commandments* Thus Goowas;* 
pleafed, (as he himfelf ufed to fpeak,) in 
an hour to turn his ca|)tivity. All the ter« 
Tors of his former ftate were changed into - 
mnuttcrabie joy,which kept him almofl con* 
tjnually- waking for three nights together, > 
and yet refrefhed him as the nobleft of cor* 
dials. His eiqpreffions, tho' naturally very ^ 
ftrong, always feemcd to be fwaliowed up, 
when he woulddefcribe thefcrics of thought 
through which he now paflfed, under the 
rapturous experience of that joy unfpeak* 
able and full of glory, which then feemed 
to overflow his very foul ; as indeed there 
was nothing lie feemed to Ipeak of with^^ 
greater relim. And though the firft «cfta« 
lies of it afterwards fubfided into a more 
eaim and compofed delight, yet were the 
imprefiions fo deep arid fo permanent, that 
he aifured me, on the word of a Chriftian 
and a friend, wonderful as it might feem^ . 
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that for about fevert years after this he en- 
joyed almoft an heaven upon earth. His 
foul was fo continually filled with a fenfe 
of the love of God iii Christ, that it 
knew little interruption, but when necef- 
fary converfe, and the duties of his fta- 
tion, called off his thoughts for a little 
time : And when they did fo, as foon as he 
was alone, the torrent returned into its na- 
tural channel again ; fo that, from the mi- 
nute of his awakening in the morning, his 
heart was rifmg to God, and triumphing in 
him ;'and thefe thoughts attended him thro* 
all the fccnes of life, till he lay down on 
his bed again, and a fbort parenthefis of 
fleep (for it was but a very Ihort one that 
he allowed himfelf,) invigorated his. ani- 
mal powers, for renewing them with greater 
intenfenefs and fcnfibilityr. . 

§ 43* I (hall have an opportunity of 
illuftratingthis in the moft convincing man* 
.ner below, by extraSs from feveral letters 
which he wrote to intimate friends during 
this happy .period of time : letters which 
breathe a fpirit of fuch fublimc and fervent 
piety,' as'I have feldom met with any where 
elfe. In thefe circumftances, it is no won- 
der that he was greatly delighted with Dr 
Ws^tts's imitation of the cxxvi. Pfalm ; 
fince it may be queftioned^ whether there 
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cvcrr wasa pcrfon to whom the following 
ftanzas of it were moifc fuitablc.

§ 44. Ihavc been fo Happy as to get^ 
^ fight.of five original letters, whictHr 
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\inrote to hi8 another afaputtbis Ume ; whicH 
do, in a very lively jnainner» illuftrate tb^ 
furprifing change made in the whole cur- 
rent of his tboughlSy and temper of his 
mind. Mwy of them were writteain the 
moft hafty manner, |uft as the courier who 
brought them was perhaps unexpectedly 
letting out ; and they relate chiefly to ai- 
fairs, in which the public is not at all con- 
cerned : yet thcte is not one of them in. 
which he has not infSbrted fome warm and 
genuine fentiment of religion. And indeed 
it is very remarkable, that though be was 
pleafed to honour me with a great many 
letters, and I have feenfeveral morewhicb 
he wrote to others, fome of them on jour- 
pies, where he could have but a few mi- 
nutes at command, yet I cannot r^colle6)^ 
that I ever faw any one in which there was 
not fome trace of piety» And the reverend ' 
Mr Wcbfter, who was employed to review 
great numbers of them, that he might fe- 
led fuchextradsas he fhould think proper 
to communicate to me, bas made the (amc 
obfervation •• 

% 45. The Major, with great juftice,tells 
the good lady his mother, ^^ that when fhc

divine prefence and blcffing, as well as him- 
felf to her prayers. What fatisfadion fuch 
letters as thefe muft give to ^ lady of her 
diftinguiihed piety, who had fo long wept 
over thb dear and amiable fon, as quite loH 
to God, and on the verge of final deftruc- 

€t wards his God and Saviour. . If the letter con- 
<« fifts but of two fentenccs, religion is not forgot, 
•♦ which doubtlefs defcrves to be carefiilly remark* 
•< ed, as the m^ft uncontefted evidence f>f a [lioui

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tion, it is not for mc to dcferibc, or indeed 
to conccfve.

were written, only for private view,. 1 wiH

§ 47, To this account of his correfpon- 
dence with his excellent mother I ihould 
be glad to add a large view of another, td 
which (he introjduced him, with that reve- 
rend and valuable perfon, under whofe pa- 
floral xare flie was placed, 1 mean the juft'^ 
ly celebrated Doftor Edmund Calamy, to 
whom fhc could not but early commuivicatc? 
the joyful news of her fon's converfion. I 
am not fo happy as to be poffefled df the 
letters which pafled between them, which 
I have reafon to believe would make a cu- 
rious and valuable colleftion : But I have 
had the. pleafure of receiving, from my 
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worthy «nd amiable friend, the Rev* Mr" 
E4"^und Calamy, one of the letters which 
the Dodor hi$ father wrote to the Major- 
on this wonderful occafion. 1 perceive by 
the contents of it, that it was the firft ; and- 
indeed it is dated: as early as the third of 
Auguft 1719, which muil: be but a few 
days after h» own account, dated Aug 4.

If at any time he waa obliged 
to. go out before fix in the morningt he 
vofe proportipnaUy fooner^ To that when a 
journey or a march has required him to be 
on horfeback by four, he would be at hia 
devotions at farthcft by two« He liHcwife 
Xccured time for retirement in an evening i 
and that be might hate it the more at com» 
mand, and be the more fit to ufe it pro«* 
Ga 
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perly, as well as the better able to. rife ear- 
ly the next morning, he generally went to 
bed about ten: And, dnring the time I 
was acquainted with him, he leldom eat 
any fupper, but a mouthful of bread, with* 
one glafs of wine* In confcquence of this^ 
as well as of his admirably good conllitu* 
tion, and the long habit he had formed^^ 
he required lefs fleep than mofl; perfons I 
have known v And I doubt not but his uxu' 
common progrefs in piety was in a great 
meafufe owing to' thefe refolute habits 6f- 
iclf-denial. . 

§ 5i» A life any thing Kke-tbi$, icbuldi 
not, to be fure, be entered iipon, in the 
midft of fuch company as he had been ac-* 
cuftomed to keep, without grea^ oppbii*: 
tion J efpccially as he did not entirely with- 
draw himfclf from chcarful converfation y. 
but, on the contrary, gave feveral hoursi 
every day to it, leff religion fliould be rc*»; 
proached, as having made him niorofe.-: 
He however early beg^n a pradi'ce, which* 
to the laft day of his life he retained, of re- 
proving vice and profanenefs ; and was nc* 
ver afraid to debate the matter with any,, 
under the confcioufnefs of fuch fuperiority. 
in the goodnefs of his caufe. 

§ 52. A remarkable inftance of this 
happened, if I miftake not*, about the mid- 
dle of the year 1720^ though I cannot be 
very cxafl: as to the date of the ftory. It; 
was^ however, on his firft return to make 
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any confidcrablc abode in England, after ' 
this remarkable change. He had heard, 
on the other fide of the water, that it was 
currently reported among his companions 
at home, that he was ftark mad : A report, 
at which no reader, who knows the wif- 
dom bf the world in thcfe matters, will be^ 
much furprifcd any more than Himfelf. 
He concluded therefore that he (hould 
have many battles to fight, and was wil- 
ling to difpatch the bufinefs as jfafl: as he 
could. And therefore, being to fpend a 
few days at the country-houfe of a perfon 
of diiltnguilhed rank, with whom he bad 
been very intimate, (wbofe name 1 do not 
remember that he told me, nor did I think 
it proper to inquire after itj) he begged ^ 
the favour of bim that he would contrive * 
matters io^ that a day or two after he came 
down, feveral of their former gay compa- 
nions might n:\eet at his Lordfhip's table, , 
that he might have an opportunity of ma- 
king his apology to them, and acquainting : 
them with the nature and reafons of his ^ 
change* It was accordingly agreed to ; . 
and a pretty large compajny-meton the day • 
appointed, with previous notice that Ma* 
jor Gardiner would be there. A good deal > 
of raillery paflcd at dinner, to which the - 
Major made very little anfwcr. But when 
the cloth was taken away, and' the fervantS - 
retired, he begged their patience ff r a few v . 
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mtttcftcf , and thcit plamily ttid ftrietfily tiftfc 
them ^iat notions he entertained oimrxue' 
aiid religion, arid on '^hat conftderatione 
he had Afolutdy dctcrnrined, that, By fhe 
grace of GaD, he i^ouW^make it the care 
and bufinefs of life^ whitever he-might lofe 
by it, and wfaateref cenfure gtid contcoi|ie. 
he might incui^. He wdl knew jiovr liu* 
proper it was in fuch company to re]at& the 
cttraordmary manner irr which 'he wai a* 
wakened; which they wotdd probably have 
interpreted to a demoAftratton of hmacy^ 
a^ainft alt the gravity and Tolidiey of hlk 
difeourfe : Bot he contented him£^ witb 
^ch H rational defence of a rtghteout^ fd« 
ber, ahd godiv Kfe^ at he knew^ none of 
them could witii any fliadow of reafon con« 
tell. He th^tf cbaHenj^ed them to pri^ofe 
Any thing thrfy ^ould urge, to pmve ^at a

hot toi^ bear his tifftimony from Im own ek- 
toericVice, fto oirt part of which. nsaty of

with air the ad^ntaget the beft amftita^- 
tioi) and fpirks^ couM give him, he had ne-

It may be recolleded, that in con* 
fequence of tlie reduction of that regiment, 
of which he was Major^ be was ofit oft 
commiffion ifroai Nov, the ioth,i7i8, tiJL 
June the I ft 1714 :' And after he returned, 
from Paris, I find all bis. leUcrs, during^ 
this period, dated from London), where h^' 
continued in communion with the Chrif-. 
tian fociety under the paftoral care of Dr. 
Galamy. As his good mpther alfo belong- 
' ed to the iaiuej it is eafy to imagine, it 
muft be jan unfpeakable pleafur^ to her- to 
h^ve fuch ; frequent opportunities of con- 
verfmg with fuch a fon, of obfecving in his 
daily copduft and difcourfe^ thejbleffed ef« 
ic^ of that change which divine grace had " 
niade in; his heart, and pf fitting down 
with hijB. monthly at that facred fe?tft, wher^ • 
Ghriftians, fo frequently enjoy ^the diyincft 
entertainments which they exped^^ on this 
fide hcayen. I the rather mention this or- 
dinance, becaufe, as this excellent lady had ^ 
aycry bigh-^fteem for it, fdflic had aft ; 
opportunity of attending but the very 
Xord'^ ddy .imn*cdiateiy preceding her 
death, vf\iic\k happened on Thurfd. pft- ?• 
1 7%Si after her fon had been removed froiii 
ber almoft a year. He. bad maintained her 
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fiandfomelf out of that very moderate' in* 
come, on which he fubiifted fmce his re* 
giment liad been diibanded ; and when (he 
cxpreffcd her gratitade to him for it, he* 
aflured her, (1 think in one of the laft' 
letters cvcf Arc received from him,) <* that 
•* he eftcemcd it a great honour, that God' 
** put it mto his power to make," what 
te caHed, '* a very fmall acknowledgment* 
** of aU her care for him, and cfpeciaHy of 
^ the many prayers (he had offered on his 
«* account, which had already been remark. 
**.ably anfwercd, and the benefit of which' 
•^ he hoped ever to enjoy.** '

interrupt that intercourfe witli heaven, whichj 
was bis daily feaft, and his daily ftrength. ~> 

§ ^6. Thefe were mod eminently the 
happy years of his life : For he hadlcarn-^ 
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c4 to cftiimte hU ikapfi'ine&ri^t ^by die 
mcre4fe of honour,, or tfec poffcrfiiofi bf 
vealth, or. by wb^t wmt nuch ckarer to 
'hU generous bcart than oitlicr, sbe cwi*^ 
verfe of the dearcft and wortbieft bwn^te 
friends ;^ but by ncai^neft to 6crt>^ and by 
opportunities of bumbic contevfe with hitrr 
in the lively exetcifc of contemplat»0n*j^' 
praife, and prayer.

Yet here the grandeur of his fubicft 
has fometimes clothed his ideas with a fan^ 

guage more elevated than is ordinarily to 
e expeded in an epiftolary correfpondence. 
The proud fcorners, who may deride fcn<- 
timems and enjoyments like thofe which 
this truly great man lb experimentally and 
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pathetically dcfcribes, I pity from my heart; 
•ahd grieve to think how imfit they muft be 
for the hallelujahs of heaven," who pout 
contempt upon the n^areft approaches to 
them : Nor (hall 1 think it any misfortune 
to Oiare with fo excellent a perfoi;! m their 
profane derifion. It will bfe infinittlr more 
than an equivalent for all that fiich ignon 
ranee and petulancy can think and fay, if 
I may convince fome, who arc as yet ftran- 
gers to religion, 'how real and how noble 
its delights are ; if I may engage my- pious 
readers to glorify God for fd ilhiftrious an 
inftance of his grace ; and/finally, if I may 
quicken them, and aborve ali may roufe my 
own too-indufgcnt fpirit, to follow with lefs 
unequal ftcps, in example, to the fublimity 
of which, I fear, few of us (hall, after all, be 
able fully to attain. And that we may not 
be too much difcouraged under the dcfir 
clency, let it be recollefted, that few have 
the advantage of a temper naturally (fa 
warm ; few have an equal command of re- 
tirement; and perhaps hardly any one, 
vyho thinks himfelf moft mdebted to the 
riches and freedorti of divine grace, can 
trace interpofitions of it, in all rcfpcfts, c- 
^ually aftonifhing. 

§ 58. The firft of thefe extraordinary 
letters which have fallen into my hand, is 
dated near three years after his conyerfion. 
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and addcefled to ^ lady of quality. I be« 
fi^vc it |8 the firft the Major ever wrote, 
fo immediately on the fubje^ of his religi* 
ous confolations and convcrfc with God ia 
devour retirement. For 1 well remember, 
^at he once told me he was fo much afraid 
ibat fometbing of fpiritual pride (hould min* 
gle itfelf with the relation of fuch kind of 
experiences,, that he concealed them a lon^ 
-time : But obferviqg with how much free* 
dqm the .facred winters open all the moft 
ferret recefles of their hearts, efpecially 
in the Plalms, his cpnfcience began to be 
burthened, under an apprchcnflon, that, for 
die honour of Gop, and in order to en« 
gage the concurrent praifcs of fome of his 
people, he ought to difclofe them. On this 
he fet himfclf to reflcd, who among all his 
numerous acquaintance feemed at once the 
moft experienced Chriftian he knew, (to 
.whom therefore fuch things as he had to 
communicate might appear folid and cre- 
dible,) and who the humbleft. He quickly 
thought of the Lady Marchioncfs of Dou- 
glas in this view : And the reader may well 
imagine, that ii ftruck my mind very ftrong* 
ly, to think that now, more than twenty- 
four years after it was written. Providence 
fhould bring to my hands, (as it has done 
within thefe few days,) what I affiiredly 
believe to be a genuine copy of ihat very 
letter, which I had not the leaft reafon to

to confer the favour which was aiked from 
him Oft one fo deferring.' 'Nothing cart 
more eflGcSually tend to humble the ene- 
mies of a State, than that fuch maxims 
frould univer&lly . prevail in it : And Vt 
rfiey d^ not prevaM, the worthieft tnen in: 
an army or fleet may be funk under repieat- 
. %d difcouragements, and the bafcfl exaltedy, 
to the infamy of the public, and perhaps to; 
ks ruin. . ' 

§ 90,* In the midft of all the gentlenefs 
which Colonel Gardiner exercifcd towards* . 
his foldicrs, he made it very apparent,: 
that he knew how to recont:ile the tender • 
nefs of a real, faithful, and condcfcetiding* 
friend^ with the authority of i commander. 
Perbaps hardly any thing conduced paprc 
generally to the maintaining of this autho- 
rity than the ftriflt dccorqm and good toart-i 
ntrrs with which he treated even the pri- 
L 
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ya^te gentlemen of hts regtmem y whi^ 
j(i^s always a grta^ efficacy towards kecpr 
itig inferiors at a proper diftancc, and for •• 
bids, in the leaft offenfive inaiiner, &niir 
liarittes which degrade thr foperior^ aod 
enervate his iniiuerice. Ihe cal(nne& aad 
fteadinefs' of his behaviour on all occaftons 
'4t dtd'aHb greatly tend to the fanvc purpofe^ 
He knew how mean a man looks :in tht 
tranfports of paflion, and would not ^\tm 
much freedom with many of bis< men as 
to fall into fuch tranfports before^themf 
•well' knowing, that pctfons in the loweft 
ra^nk of life are aVirare how unfit tbcy.are 
to, govern others who cannot govern thexa* 
fclvcs. He was alfo fenfiblc how necef^^ 
fary it is in all who prefidc over others, 
and efpeciatly in military officers, to check 
- irregularities when they firft . begin ta ap- 
pear *: And that he might be able to do it, 
he kept a ftrong infpedion over his foldiers ; 
in which view it was obferved, that as< he 
generally chofe to; refidc among them as 
muqh as he could, (though in circumftan- 
ces which fometimes occaftoned bimtadfi* 
)iy hiinfcif in fome. interefts which, wete 
very fjear to hrm,) To when they .were ^- 
round bim he fcldom ftaid long in a place, * 
but was frcqueniiy walking the ftrcera, and 
looking into their quarters and ftaWes, as 
welj' as reviewing and excrcifing them him- 
fclf. It .has often been obfcfvcd^:chat the 
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regtmem^of which 'he watf (o many ycar^ 
LrrateaankrColonelv was one of the mot^ 
regularahd orderly regiments in the public^ 
fervice; fo that perhaps none of our ,dra* 
goons wer€Jsiore welcome than they to the 
.bawns^ where thtir charader was known* 
•Ytt*«io^fiifeh bodies of' men ^re fo blame- 
1^ in their condad, but fomething will bc^ 
fdund, efpeeially Bmcmg foeh confiderablc^ 
tiliiiibors, worthy of ccnfure, apd fomc- 
tsmea of puniihtneill. This Colonel Gar- 
dic»r;kneW'iiow to iufiid with a becoming 
tefehitio^ and with all the feverity which ^ 
Ii» ji»d{^d^ ncGefiary : jH fcverity the more 
awfoland ioipreffing, as it always was at* 
ttwtod with meeknefs } for he well knew,^ 
that when things are done in a fKaffion, it* 
ibeitiB mly an accidental ciricumftance that ' 
they are a£ls of juftice, and that foch in-|^ 
deeencies'greatly obftrufl the ends of pu- 
mOxmcntj both as it relates to reforming ' 
offaaders, and to deterring others from an* 
imitation .of itm^ir faults.

not hope that the happy eSed isf thefi^ 
prayers might (Hll cominue, and* mighf 
nm into all my remaining days^ 

i 105. It might he a.pieafttre i^ me* 
to malce feveral czitraQs from mMy others 
of his letters : But it is a ptea&re «which £ 
ought to.fupprefs^and catber tOMfled wittt 
unfeigned humility haw unworthy I wa$ 
ef fuchft regard fromiach apetibn, and of 
that divipe goo&db which gave me fudr 
a friend in him« I ihall therefore only 
add two gcocxal remarks^ which ojSct 
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i^o RemariaBle Pa^et in the ' 

themfelvcs from fevcral of hk liters. Tbe- 
one 18, that there is in fome of them as^ , 
our freedom increafedy an agreeably veiit 
o^ humour and pleafaiitry ; which (hews 
how eafy religion fat upon him, And how* 
&r he was from placing any part of it in a 
gloomy melancholy, or ftifF formality, 'thd' 
other is, that he frequently refers to do«^ 
meftic circumftanccs, fuch as the tllnefs or-- 
recorery of my children, &c. which 1 am 
furprifed hgw a man of his extenfiye and; 
important bufmefs could fo diftin&ly bear- 
upon his mind. But his memory wa« good, . 
and his heart was yet better ', and his friend*^ 
j(Kip was fuch, that nothing which fenfibly 
afted:ed the heart of one whom he honour*^ 
cd with it, left his- own but flrghtly touch- 
cd. ^ I have aH imaginable reafon to be<^. 
Keve, that in many inftances his prayers' 
were not only offiered for us in generate 
terms, butvaried as our particular fitua*- 
tion; required. Many quotations might ve- 
rify this ; but I decline troubling the rea^- 
der with an enumeration of paffages, in* 
which if was only the abundance of friend '^' 
ly fymp^itby, that gave this truly great, as^ 
well a^ good man, fo cordial a coticern* 

§ ip6^ After this correfpondence^ car-*' 
ried 09 for the fpaceiof about three years^^ 
andfopje interviews which we had enjoy-' 
cd at .diiferent places^ he. came- to fpend':.

fome time 'with us at Northampton, and 
brought with him his lady and his two cl- 
deft childrcTi. I had here an opportunity 
of taking a much nearer view of his cha- 
rafter, and furveyihg it in a much greater 
variety of lights than before ; and my e- 
ftecm for him incr^afcd in proportion to 
tiicfe opportunities. What I have wrote 
above, with refpeft to his conduft in rela* 
tive'^Jife, was in a great meafure drawn 
front what I now fay : And I ftiall men-, 
tion here fome other points in,hi& behavi- 
our, which particularly ftruck my mind ; 
and likewife fhall touch on his fcntiments 
on fome topics of importance, which he 
freely communicated : to me, and which I 
remarked on account of that wifdom and 
- propriety which I apprehend in them. 
. { \^j. There was^ nothing more open- 
lyobfervaWe in Colonel Gardiner, thati the 
exemplary gravity, compofure, and reve- 
rence, with which he attended public wor- 
ihip. Copious as he was in his fecret de- 
votions before he engaged in it, he. always 
l)egah them fo early, as not to be retard-' 
cd by them, when he ftiould refort to the 
houfe of God. He, and all his foldiers 
3 chofe to worfhip with him, were ge- 
nerally there (as 1 have already hinted,) 
before the fervice began, "that the entrance 
of fo many of them at once might not di^ 
fturb the congregation already engaged ia

devoiion^^and that th^re mig&tbe tiKp Jbet^ 
tear Qppoctun&iy for brbgiag thomind Co a 
bbcoming. attcntioiH and prepanng xt i^ ' 
qoaverfe with tke t)ivin$ Being*, WhUis 
a£te of worfliip wore goipg o%: wiHr^^ec pf 
payer orfmging, he always ftoodupjaQd 
ivhateTer regard he ihigghl haue for perlbna 
who pafied by him at that tiincy though it 
were to come mto theXame pe«f, be ^ever 
paid any comprimeot to.thei»<: Aod^ftca^ 
has he ^xprefledbla. ponder at theindec0^ 
mim.of brewing off out': addrefs to X^ODy 
to bow ta a fellbw^crbaturc ; jvri^ieh hm 
thought a much greater indecency^ thaH it: 
would be^ on a little occafion and <^irciiiii»' 
ftaHocy to interrupt an addreft to oi|r pr»cei> 
Burii^ the.tiffie.of preaching, hist efe'war 
commonly fised upon the mtnift^f though; 
ibmetimes turned round upon the auditory, 
where, if he obfervtid any to trifle, it fHled' 
him with juft indignation. And I. have 
knownr inftances, in which, upon making 
the remark, he has communicated it to ibqse 
friend pf the perfof^ who were guilty ©if 
it,, that prop^ applications might be ma4e 
to prevent it for the time to come* 

$ tot* A more devout communicant at 
the table of die Lord ha» perhaps feldom 
been any where known. Often have 1 had 
the pkafute to fee that manly countenance 
foftened to all the marks of humrfiatimi and 
contritioh on tbi$ occafion ; and to difcern. 
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lA figkt of ail his efforts to conceal them^, 
ilreams of tears flowing down from liis eyes^ 
vrhfle he has been diredtng. th^m to thoft 
membriak of his H^deeieor's love. And 
feme who iilve conrerfed intitnatcly witH 
him after he canne from that ordmanec, 
hkfc qbfefi>«d a vifible abftVadibn froih flir* ' 
ruHttding obje6b ; by which there fSeemed 
reafon to imagine that his foul was wrap- 
ped up in.holy concemplatidn. And Ipar- 
iKuhirty fememt>er5 that when we had once 
iptM great part of the following Mohday 
. in riding toge&er, he made an apology to 
me for being fo abfent as he feemed, by 
lettmg me^ ^ that liis heart Wli3 flown up^ 
^ wards, before he was aware, to Hinri 
» whom having not feen he Icyred ♦ ; -and 
V that he waisr rejoicing' in him widi fueh 
^^ uni^iAuible joy, that he could not hold 
^ it down to creature*converfe/* 
* § 109* In all the ofllces of fricndfliip he 
was remarkably ready, and had a moft - 
fweet and engaging manner cf performing 
them, which greatly heightened theobliga*> 
iioss he conferred. He f^ttoed not to fet 
^axf high value upon any benefit he be* 
(lowed ; but did it without the leaft parade, 
as a thing which iii thbfe drcuniftances 
came of tourfe, where he had prbfeffsd love

and rcfpcd ; which, he was nof over-for^ 
ward to do, though he treated .ft rangers^ 
and thofc who were moft liis mfcrjors, 
very courtcoufly, and always fecmed, be^ 
caufe he in truth always was glad of any op*- 
portunity of doing thcra^pod. 

§ no. He was particularly zealous in 
vindicating the reputation of his friends iii 
their abfence : And though I cannot recolr 
left that I had ever an opportunity of ob- 
ferving this immediately, as 1 don't know 
that I ^ver was prefent with him when any 
ill was fpoken of others at all ; yet ']by what 
I have heard him fay, with relation to at^ 
tempts to injure the charaftcr of worthy and 
ufcful men, I have reafon to believe, that 
no man living was more fenfiblc of the bafe- 
nefe and infaipy/ as well as the cruehy, of 
fuch a condu^. He knew, and defpifed 
the low principles of refentment fot unreai 
fonable expectations difappointed, of per- 
fonl attachment to men of fome croffing 
intcrcfts of envy, and of party zeal, from 
whence fuch a condudk often proceeds ; and 
was particularly offended, when he foond 
it (as he frequently did,) in perfons that 
fet up for the greateft patrons of liberty, vir- 
tue, and candour.' He looked upon the 
murthercrs of reputation and ufeftilnefs as 
fome of the vilcft pefts of fociety : and 
plainly flie wed, on every proper occafion^ 
$hat hethoughl it the pan of a generous, 
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Lifs tf Colonel Gardikkr* 145 

beneYolent, and courageous man, to exert 
himfelf in tracing and huhtmo; down the 
flainder, that the authors or abettors of it 
might be lefs capable of doing miTchief for 
the future. 

. S u I. The moft plaufible objedion that 
I ever heard to Colonel Gardiner's character 
is, that he was too much attached to fome 
rdigious principles^ eflablifhed indeed in the 
churches both of England and Scotland, but 
which have of late years been much difpu- 
ted, and from which, it is at leafl general* 
ly fuppofed, not a few in both have thought 

Soper to depart ; whatever expediments 
ey may have found to quiet their confci- 
cnces, in fut>rcribing thofe formularies, in 
which they are plainly taught. His zeal 
was efpecially apparent in oppofition to 
thofe dodrines which fcemed to derogate 
from the divine honours of the Son and 
Spirit of God, ana from the freedom of 
divine grace, or the reality and neceility of 
its operations in the converfation and falva- 
tion of finncrs, 

§ ui* With relation to thcfe I niuft 
obferve, that it was his moft ftedfaft per* 
fua(ion, that all thofe notions^ which re- 
prefcnt our bleflfed Redeemer and the Holy 
Spirit as mere creatures, or which fet a« 
fide the atonement of the former, or the 
influence of the latter, do iap tne very 
foundation of Chriftianityi by rejecting the

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. I4<5 Remarkahfe Paja^es in fbe 

moft glorious doftrirrcs pcctiHar to ft. He 
had attentively obfcrvcd (what indeed t^ 
too obviops,) the unhappy infliicnce whfcfr 
the denial of thefc principles often has oH 
the character of minifters, and on theft- foe-* 
cefs ; and was pctfuaded, that an att'empt 
to fubftitute that mutthtcd form of Chrirfi* 
anity which remains, wheh thefe eflentiafir 
of it arc taken away, has ptovccf one of 
the mod futcefsful methods which the great! 
enemy of fouls has ever taketr in thefc 
latter days, to lead men by itifenftblis de- 
grees into deifm, vice, and perdition. 'Hh 
alfo fagacioufly obferved the artful nranrteb 
in which obnoxious tenets are often maiTr-» 
tained or infinuated,, with all that milcture 
of zeal and addrcfs with which t&cy art 
propagated in the worB, even by thofe 
who had mpft folemhly prof<iflfed ta bfe* 
lieve, and engaged to teach the contratf: 
And^as he really apprehended, that mt 
glory of God, and the falvatron of jfotrfe 
was concerned, his piety and charity macfe 
him. eager and ftreauous in bppofihg' what 
he judged to be errors of fo pernicious a 
nature. Yet I mu ft declare, that, accord- 
ing to what' I have known of hitll, (and! 
believe he opened his heart oti' thefe topics 
to nie tpjih as-niuch freedom' as fo any man 
living,)- he was not r'eady wpon light fuf- 
. picion^ to charge tenets whith he thought 
£o pernicious on any,, efpecially where* &e 

% 
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0n^ :the t|)f«tfaiicer of a good temper a&4 
^e, irhidb he alwsiy^ reverenced and ioved 
in petfons .of att fentiments and profeffiona* 
He feyerrly condenmed caufclcfs jeaioufies, 
fueid eviliunnifings of every kind ; and ex- 
pended that charity in this refpeS, both to 
clergy and laity* which good Bilhop Bur* 
«£t was fo ready* according to bis own 
account^ to limit the latter, *^ of believing 
^' every man good till he knew him to be 
f ' badt and Im notions right till he knew 
*• ihem wrong.'* He could not but be very 
fcnfibk of the unhappy confcquenccs which 
may follow on attacking the cbaraders of 
men* efpedally of thofe who are minifters 
gd the gai|>el : And if through a mixture 
X)f humian frailty, from which the beft of 
jBien in the beft of their meanings and in- 
tentions are hot entirely free, he has ever* 
in the warmth of his heart, dropped a worti 
:which might be injurious to any on that ac- 
count, (which I believe very feldoiti hap- 
pened,) he would gladly retraft it on bet- 
ter ; information ; which was pcrfcftly ^- 
^reeable to that honeft and generous frank* 
ncfe of temper in which I never knew any 
man who exceeded him. 

S ' • 3» On the whole, it was indeed 
his deliberate judgment that the Arian, So« 
ciaian, and Pelagian doarincs were highly 
dilhonourable to Gob, and dangerous to 
the Jbuls of men ^ and that it was the dutu 
N 1 
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of private Chriitians, to be gticatly on thtif' 
guard againft tbde miniftersby ii^hom they 
are entertained, left their minds ihootd be 
tormpted from the iimplicity that ts ifl 
Chrift. Yet he fincerely abhorred thiT 
thought of perfecu tion forxotifcieiiee fake ; 
of the abfurdity. and iniquity of which, itt 
all it« kinds and degrees, he bad as deep 
and rational a convi£lion as any man I 
could name. And indeed the generofity of 
his heroic heart could hardly bear to think 
that thofc glorious truths, vrhicfa he fd^ 
cordially loved, and which he airarediy- 
believed to be capable of fuch fair fup^** 
port, both, from reafon and the wc^rd of 
Gob, (hould be di (graced by miethods of 
dtfcince and propagation, common to the 
moft impious and ridiculous falfehoods* 
"Hot did he by any means approve of paf 
ffonate and ftirious ways of vindicating the 
moft vital and important doftrincs of the 
gofpel : For he knew, that to maintain the 
moft benevolent religion in the worlds by 
fuch malevolent and infernal methods, was 
dcftroying theend to accomplifti the means j 
and that it was as impoflible that true 
Chriftianity (hall be fupported thus, as it 
is that a man (hould long be nourifhed by 
eating his own flcfh. To difplay the g» 
nuine fruits of Chriftianity in a good life, 
to be ready to plead whh meekncfs and 
4wectnefsfor the doftrin.cs it teadies^ and- 
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ttf labour by every office of humanity and: 
goodsefs to gain upon them . thai oppoiie 
it^\r6Ttthe weapons wUh< which tbi« good 
foWicr of Jcfas Ghrift faithfully • fought 
tfad battka oiF the Lord. Tbefe weapons 
wtU always 'bb vidorious in his caufe ; and 
they who have recourfe to others of a dif- 
fi&reQt\, temperature, how ftrong foevcr 
tliey may feem, and how (harp foevcr they 
iiMiyf eaUy.be, wilt find they break in their 
tKtnd^^ when they exfcrt them moft furi* 
oaily^iand arc much mo^e likely to wound 
tbemfelves than to conquer the enemies 
Acy oppofe* • • .1 

§ I i <^ But white I am fpeaking df Co- 
l*iiel Gardiner's charity in thfe rcfpcft, r 
19111^ liot omit (hat of apother kind, which

fervc, that wherc-cvcr that regiment cam'e^ ' 
it was femarkable, not only for the fine 
appearance it made, and for the exaftnefe 
with* which it performed it$ various exer- 
cifes, (of which it had about this time the 
honour to receive the moft illuftrioos tcfti* 
tnonials,) but alfo for the great fobriety 
and regularity of-thc foldiers. Many cHf 
the officers copied after the excellent pat- 
tern, wl^icth they had daily before their 
eyes; and a confiderable number 6f the 
private men feemed to be perfons, not on- 
ly of ftria virtue, but of ferious piety. 
And I doubt not but they found their' a* 
bundant account in it ; not-only in the^ft- 
rehity and happinefs of their own minds, ' 
which is beyond comparifon iht moft im- • 
bortant •confideratiqn, but alfo, in fome 
*dcgfce,in the obliging and pefpcQfful treat- 
'mcnt which they generally met whh in 
their quarters. And I mention • this, bc- 
caufe I am pcrfuadcd, that if geritlemcn of * 
their profcffion knew, and would reflcd, 
how much more comfortable they make . 
their own quarters, by a fober, ordcrl/, 
and obliging conduft, they would be re- 
gular out- of mere felMove; if they were • 
not influenced, as I heartily wifli they may 
always be, by a nobler principle.

S 1 2 1. la the mean timc,'as he had the 
promife of a regiment before he quitted 
England, his friends were continually ex- 
pe&ing an occafion of congratulating him 
on having received the command of one. 
But iliU they were diCatppointcd ; and on

to fit heavy. As for the C!olon€l himfelf, 
he feemed quite eafy abdut it, and '- ap^ar- 
ed much greater in that eafy fitUation df 
mind than the higheft military bonOuft 
and preferments could have made hiiii.

And It fug 'f^ 
gefied the ' mbft fublime and anrinatingj^ 
hopes to'pe^lbm bf fttch a chariiaei^ ^^^^ 
th^ir pr^ei^'ih^H bfe ilways acceptajWe^ibf: 
God ; thatthbug^ Ifiey may, atr^d miift^^t^f 
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Calamities of life, yet they may alTure thcin^ 
lelves of the divine prefcncc in all ; which 
(hall iflfue in their deliverance, in their ex' 
altation, fometimes to diftingui(hed honour 
and efteem among men, and it may be, ili 
a long courfc of ufcful and happy years on 
earth; at leaft, which ihall undoubtedly 
end in feeing, to their, perpetual delight, 
the complete falvarion of Gob, in a world 
inhere they fhall enjoy length of days for 
ever and ever, and employ them aH in ft» 
doring the great Author of their falvatioA 
and felicity. It is evident, thati thefe na» 
fural thoughts on fuch a fcriprtitfe were 
matters of unircrfal concern. Yet hM I 
knowp that this was the lad time I iheuld 
ever addrefs' Colonel Gardiner, as a mini- 
fter of the gofpel, and had I forefecii ttit 
fcches tliro^ which Gob was* about tolead 
hiiii, 1 hardly know what confiderations I 
could have fuggeftcd with more peculiar 
propriety. I he attention, elevation, arid de- 
light, with which he heard tfcem, was very 
apparent j and the plcafurc with which the 
obrervation of it gave me continues to this 
mofnent. And let me be permitted to di" 
grcfe fo far as to add, tliat this is indeed 
the gfeat fupport of a Chriftian miniftcr, 
under the many difcouragemcnts and .dif- 
appbinttncnts which he meets with, in his 
attempts to fix Upon the profligate or t&c.

vthpugbtlefi part of xnanktml a deep fcnfe 
of. religious truth ; that there is another 
importaut part of his \vork, in which \a 
may hope to be more generally fucce&ful) 
ai by plain, artlefs, but ferious difcourfes^ 
the great principles of Chriflian duty and 
hope may be nouriflied and invigorated in 
good mdi, their graces watered as at the 
root, and their fouls aniinated both to per- 
£Bvere,and improve in holinefs^ And when 
wCTdre eflFedoally performing fuch benevo- 
ionft offices, fo well fuiting our immortal 
Batur^s, to perfons whofe hearts are ce- 
mented with ours in the bonds of the moft 
^endearing and facred friend(hip» it is too 
little to foy it over-pays the fatkue of our 
labours \ it even fwaliows up allfenfe of it 
ia thc^moft rational and fublime pleafure. 

$ 1 28, An incident occurs to my mind/ 

•which happened that evening, which at 

kiaft for the oddnefis of it may defer ve a 

place in ,tbefe memoirs. I had then with 

-«ic one Thomas Porter^ a poor but very 

honed and religious man, (now living at 

Hatfield Broadoak in Eflex.) who is quite 

unacquainted with letters, fo as not to be 

ibleto.diftinguiih one from another^ yet 

ismafter of the contents of the fiible in Jo 

extraordinary a degree, that he has not on* 

ly fixed an immenfe number of texts in hit 

jnemory, but merely by hearing them quQ^ 

' ted ia fermons^ has regiftered there the

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diapter and verfe in which thefe paifageft 
are to be found; This is attended mtb a 
marvellous facility in direding jtli&te that, 
can read to turn |athem, and, a moft wkr* 
accountable taknt of fixing on lach aa fuit 
almoft every, imaginable varioty of circam^ 
ftances in common life., Ihere are twa 
confiderations in this cafe, which make it 
the mor<^ wonderful ; The ope» that he is 
a perfon of a very low genius, havings 'be«/ 
fides a (lammering which makes liti fpo»^ 
Blmoft . unintelligibie to flrangers, (p wild^ 
and aukward % manner of behavtaiir, tfaat^^ 
he is frequently taken for an idiot, .and ^ 
feems in many things to be indeed fo u 
The Mother, that he grew up to manhood 
in a very licentious courfe of living, and 
an entire ignorance of divine things, fo 
that all thefe exad impreflions on bis me« 
mory have been made in his riper years* 
I thought it would not be difagreeable to 
the Colonel to introduce to him this od4 
phapnome^on, which maoyhundredso£pco«- 
ple have hada curiofity to examine: And 
among aU the ftrange^ things I have feen in 
him, 1 never remember any which eqiialf 
led what p^iTed on this occafion. On heart 
ing the ColpnelV profeffion, and receinng 
fpme lunts of his religious character, he ran 
through a vaft variety of fcriptttres, begin* 
nlng i^t the Pentateudi, and going on to the 
i^tvelat^an^^^rclaiing either to the dfpendf 
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«Me^ be fixed Oft GdD for the fucceft ol 
i^mty fireparattG^s^ or to die inilances and 
fvroimHes ciecitrring there of his care of ^ood 
Mm in the moft iminmcnt dtogerS) or to the 
tfnconragenlent to derpife perils a^nd death 
'wfaUe ^gaged in a good cauft, and fupv 
|KMPled bf the views of a happy imniortaKty* 
I'bdieve he qnoted more than twenty of 
diefic p9^%et { and I muft freely own, that 
lioiowf mot w^ tofrid have choker tfaemr 
tiidrglfttidr propriety* If my memory do 
ildt'^ecei^re me, the laft of this catalogue 
WA tiwr frooi which I afterwards preach-^ 
fii ttnthe lamentable occiiffon of this great 
maft'a fall : jRr ib^fg^h/ul ukfp deaths and 
ifuriU give thee a in^vmnf Hfk.

tunity of (hewing, in how decent and graces 

ful a manner he could unite the Cfariftian 

and the Gentleman, and give converfation 

an improving and religious turn, without 

violating any of the rules of polite beba*^ 

viour, or faying or doing any thing which 

looked at aH conftraincd or affeded« H6ne 

we took our laft embrace, committed each 

other to the care of the God of heaven j 

and the Colonel purfucd his journey to the 

IJlTorth, where he fpcnt all the remainder 

ofhisdiys. 

§ 130. The. more I rcfleft upon this ap- 
pointment of Providcnec the more I di f 
oern of the beauty and wifdoi^ of it } no * 
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inly as it led diredly to that glorious period 
of life whh vrhtclii GO0 had determined 
to hoRODt him, and in which I think i| be- 
tomes all bis friends to rejoice ; but alfo a$ 
the Retirement onivhich be entered coiiid not 
but haTcahappy t^lidcncy to favour his more 
immediate and complete preparation for fo 
fpeedy a remove. 16 which we may add, 
that it mud probably have a very powerfyl 
influence to promote the in tercfts of religion 
(inoomparably the greateft of all intercfts,). 
among .the members of his own family; 
who muft furely edify much by fuch daily 
leflons as they received from his lips, when 
they iaw them iliuftrated and enforced by 
£> admirable an examjJej and this for two 
complete years* It is the more remart^ble^ 
as I cannot find from the memoirs of hi$ 
life in my hands that he had ever been fo 
long at home fmce he had a family, or in.' 
deed from his childhood, ever, fo long at 
a time, in any one place. 
. § 131. With how clear ajuftre his lamp 
fhone, and with what holy vigour his loins 
were girded up in the fcrvice of his Goo, 
in thefe his latter days, I learn in part from 
the lettjrs of fevcral excellent perfons \n 
the minillry, or in fccular life, with whom 
I have fince converfed or correfponded* 
And his many letters, dated from Bank- 
ton during this period, I have itill farther 
evidence: how 'happy he was amidil thoih

tirement. He mentions his facramental 

opportunities with peculiar relifh, crying out

•* fervice ! how rich the entertainments of 

*^ his love ! yet oh how poor and cold afC 

♦* our fervices !"— -But 1 will not multiply

Thii 

hint may fuiffice to flitw that the lame «••• 

dour of foul held out in a great meafure i^ 

the lalt ; and indeed it feems, that towards 

the clofe of life, like the flame of a lamp 

almoft' expiring, it fometimes exerted an 

unufual blaze. 

$133. He fpent much of his time at 
Bankton in religious folitude ; and one moft 
intimately converfiant with him afTures me, 
that the traces of that delightful convcrfe , 
with God which he enjoyed in it might 
cafily be difcerned in that folemn yet chcar- 
ful cQunteuance with which he often came 
out of his clofct. Yet his extrcifes there 
mud fometimes have been verv mournful 
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"bad of the ftate of our public affaiw. " I

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or to the affairs of his ddeft fon tbeii mi- 
lder my care. But. ihefe are thmgs u^hich 
are by oo means of a nature to be com- 
municated here* It is enough to remark 
<in the general, that the Cbriftian v^as ftHl 
mingled with all the care o£ the friend and 
•the parent. 

$ 134. But I think it incumbent upon 
•me to obferve^ that during this time, and 
for fome preceding years, his attention^ 
ever wakeful to fuch concerns, was mndh 
•engaged by fome religious, appearances, 
.which happened about this time, both in 
•England and Scotland ; of which fome piay 
be curious to know his fentiments. He 
communicated. them to me with the molt 
mnrcferved freedom; and I cannot af^ire- 
ihend myfeif under any engagements to 
^conceal them^ asl am perfuaded that k will 
.be no prejudice to his n^empry that they 
fliould be publicly known. 

§ 135. It was from Colonel Gardiner's 

pen that I received the ifirft notice of that

.den:tD attend to, it, as if it had been a neir 

revelation brought down from heaven, and 

-attefted by as aftonifhing miracles as ever 

» were wrought by Peter or Paul, tho* they 

•'beard it only from a perfon under whofe 

%iaijiiftry. they had fat for fevcral years. 

rStruck with a. power and majefly in the 

.word of God, which they had never felt 

• before, they crouded his houfe night and 

* day, making their applications to him for 
fpiritual diredion and affiflancc, with an 

^.earneftiiefs and folicitude, which floock of 
< tear 9 and cries, that 'fwallo wed up their 
vown words and his, could n6t fuffidentfy 

•cacprefs. The Colonel mentioned this at 
\firft to mc, " as matter of eternal praif^,

• the lives of grea^ mukttudes, and the abi«

fiat the fa&s relating to this matter have 
been l;ud before the world in fo authentk: 
amfinner, and the agency of divine grace 
in tliem has been fo rationally vindkated, 

*«ad fo patbcticaU| reprefented; \sk ^hat tbe 
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fe^erend and judicious Mr Webfler h^' 
written upon that fubjed, that it is alto- 

S^^ibcr Aiperilttoug for mc to add any tbinr 
artber than myiicar ty prayer^^ that the work 
may be as cxtesifivc as it wji% apparently gla# 
rioas and divine. 

$ 136* It was with great pteafure that 
fee received any intelligence of a IHte kind 
from England ; whether the clerj^y of the 
eftabliflicd church or diflenting minifters^ 
whether our own countrymen or foreigneriy 
were the inftruments of it. And whatever 
weaknefles or errors might mingle them» 
Idyes with valuable qualities in fuch as were 
mEtire in fuch a work, he appeared to love 
«nd honour them in proportion to the de» 
gree be faw r^afon to believe thetr hearta 
were devoted to the fcrvtce of Christ, and 
tbetr attempts owned and fuccecded by 
him* 1 ren^ember, that mentioning one of 
ihcTe geiukmen who had been remarkably 
Aiccefsful in his miniftry, and feemed tc^ 
jiavc met with fome very unkind ufage, he 
"ftys^ ** I had rather be that def{>ired perfi:- 
^ cuied man, to be an inftrument in the 
^ hand of the Spirit, in converting fo many 
^ fouis, and buiiding up fo many in their 
f^ koly ftutb. than Twould be emperor of 
^^ the whole world.** Tet this fteady and 
JQ^iems Gbriftiaii^ (for Aich he moft s^ 
Wredly^as,) at the fame time ihart he t- 
-ftccaacd a AMB fi)f llB^apod iotemioa aadi 
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iSs 'Worthy qus^ics^ did not fiifier Uta^M 

to 1^ ^arr'ted.away into all the iingulaniy 

of his femimems, or to admirt his imprtt* 

dences or exeeffcs. On the contrary) hi 

faW and lamented that artifice which thits 

great father of fraad has fo long and fo iuc* 

cefsfuUy been praAifing, who, tike die. e« 

nemtcs of Ifrael^ when he cannot cntirdf 

prevent the building of God's temple, does 

as it were offer Im aififlance to carry oti 

tbe work, that he may thereby get the 

hio^ effedual opportumties of obftr<a£Hng 

It. The Colonel often exgrefled his afta- 

niS^ment at the wide extremes *if>la whith 

foxne, whom on the whole he thought v^ 

ry worthy tttcit, were permitted to rurt in 

^tnahj dodxinai^nd fpeeuiativc points, aii4 

difcerned how evidently it app^red from 

iience, thatwe eaimot argue the truth of 

tiny dodrine frotn the fuccefs of the preach^ 

er, fince this would be a kind of demoni- 

^ration, (if I may be aikywed the exprelV 

fion) which might equally prove both partt 

of a contradiSion. Yet when he obfervcd 

that an high regard to tlie atonement and 

rightcoufnefs of Christ, and to the free 

grace of Gt)D in him, exerted by the opef- 

tttion^ of the divine Spirit, was^ generally 

common to all who had been peculiarly 

fuccefs ful in the converfipn and reforma* 

tibn of men, (how widely foevcr thciir 

jldgments might vdiflfer* ki other pmnt^ 
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and bow warmly foever they might oppof6 
each other in confequence of that direrii* 
ty ;) it tended greatly to confirm his* faith 
in thcfe principles^ a$ well at to open his 
heart in love to all of every denomination, 
who maii^tafincd an afiedionace regard to 
them. And tho' what he* remarked as to 
thie conduft and fuccefs of miniftera of the 
moil oppofite ilrains of preaching, confirm* 
ed him in thefe feiitiments, yet he always 
eltcemed and loved virtuous and beney^f^ 
lent men» even where he thought them 
inoft miftaken in the notions they forrted 
of religion, or in the methods by which they ^ 
attempted to ferve it. 

% 137. While I thus reprefcnt what all 
who knew him muft foon have obfcrved of 
Colonel Gtrdiner's affedionate regard to 
thefe peculiar dodrines of ouriioly religi- 
on, it is neceflary that I fliould alfo inform 
my reader, that it was not his judgment 
that the attention of minifters or their 
hearers (hould be wholly ingrofled by thefe, 
excellent as they are ; . but that all the 
parts of the fchemc of truth and duty 
ftould be regarded in their due connexion 
and proportion. Far fromihatr (Jiftcmper« 
ed tafte, which can bear nothing but cor* 
dials, it was his deliberate judgment that 
jihe law ihould be preached, as well as the 
gQfpel ; and hardly any thing gave him 
gripatex offence than the irreverent mad* 
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"^ licr in which fomC) who have been igno- 
T^tly extolled, as the mod zealous cvan-* 
geliqal preachers, hfvc foractimes been 
^mpted to fpeak of the former ; much in-i 
dee4 tp the fcandal of all confident and 
judicious Cbriftians. He delighted to be 
inftfuded in his duty, and to hear mudk ol^ 
the inward exvcifcs of the ipiritual and 
divine life, And he always .wifhed, fo far 
aa I could obfcrve, -tohave thefc. topics 
trca/te4. in a rational as well as a fpiritual 
mann,er^ with folidtty and order of thought, 
with perfpicuity and weight of exprefSon ; 
at ^11 knoviring that religion is a moft 
reafonable feryice; that God has notchofen 
idiots or lunatics as the inft rumen ts, oi; 
npnfenfe as the means of building up hit 
church } and that though the charge of en-; 
thufiafm isi often fixed on Chriftianity and 
its miniflers, in a wild, undeferved, and 
indeed (on the ^hole) enthufiaflical man* 
ner,, by fome of. the loudeft or moft folemn 
pretenders to reafon ; yet there is really 
fuch a thing as enthufiafm, againft Which 
it becomes the true friends of the revelatlpn 
to be diligently on their guard, leaft. Chrif- 
tianity, inftaid of being exahed, fhould be 
greatly corrupted and debafed, and all man- 
ner of abfurdity, both in dodrine and prac- 
tice, introduced by methods, which- (like ^^ 
perfecution) throw truth and falfehood ori 
a levci^ and render the grofieft errors^ at 
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6ace mor« phuflble and mone incurable^ 
He had tod much candour and equity to 
fix general charges of this nature } but he. 
was really (and I tbink^ not vainly) ap^ 
prehenfive, that the emiflaries aad a^aotft 
of the mod corrupt church that erver diftiO'* 
noured the Chrifttan nanc, (by whkh k wift 
cafily be underftoqd I mean that of Rome,) 
might very poffibJy infuiuate themfelves in? 
to focieties^ to which they couid not others 
wife have accefs, and make their advan^ 
^ge of that refignaticn of the underftand«* 
Mk%j and contempt of r.eafon and learning, 
which nothing but ignorance, delirium,, or 
knavery can dilate, to lead men bHodfoIdf 
whether it pleafed, till it fet them down a^ 
the foot of an aitar, where traaAibftaatia-- 
tion itfelf is confecrated. 

$ 138* I know not where I can more 
propcny introduce another part of the Co- 
loners chara&er, wbich^ obnoxious as it 
wasy I have not yet touched upon ; I mean, 
his tcndcrnefs to thofe who were under any 
^iritual diftrcfs j .wherein he was indeed 
an example to mmifters in a duty more 
peculiarly theirs. I have fecn many ami- 
able inftances of this myfelf j'aiid I have 
been informed of msmy others : One 4)f 
which happened about the time of that 
awakening in the weftern parts of Scot^ 
land, which I touched upon above ; whca 
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ttie rcvcrcnd/Mr Maclaurin of Glafgow 
found occafion to witncfs to the gtcat pro- 
prfcty, jtidgnicht, and felicity of manner, 
with whicK' he addrcffcd fpiritual confola- 
tton to an afflidcd foul, who applied ta 
the profcflforj at a time when he had not 
^n opportunity imtttediately to give audi- 
ence to the cafe. And indeed', as long ago 
as th(^ year 172^, I find him writing to a 
friend iti a ftrain of tendernefs in this re- 
gard,' which might well have become the 
rtbft afifeftionate and experienced paftor* 
He there congratulates him on fome. reli-* 
^ous enjoyments lately received, (in part, 
it fecms, by his rtieans,) when awkong o- 
thers he has this modeft exprcffion : ** If 
** I^havc been, made any way the 'mean* 
*^ df doing you good, give the whole glory 
** to God ; for he has been wilUng to (hew 
** that the power was entirely of himfelf, 
" fincc he has been pleafcd to make ufc of 
" fo very weak an inftrument/:* In the 
fame letter he admoniflieS his friend, that 
bfe (hbufd not be too much fuTprifed, if 
after having been (aa he expreffes it,) up- 
on the mount, he (hould be brought inta 
the valley again ; and reminds him, that 
** we live by faith, and not by fenfible af- 
*• furanee ;*' rcprcfenting, that there arc- 
fome fuch full communications from God 
as feem almoft to fwallow up the aftingj 
iff faith, from whence they take thdr xi£e \ 
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^* Whereas, when \ Cbrifttan who walkt 
^* in darknefs, and fees lio light, wUl yet 
^* bang (as it were) on the report of aa 
*^ abfent Jesus, and/' as one exprefles 
U in allufion to the ftory df Jacob an^ 
Jofeph, *' can put hioifelf as on the cba^ 
*^ riot of the promifes, to be borne od to 
*' Him, whom now he fees not ; there may 
^^ be fublimer and more acceptable zQmgz 
*^ of a pure and ftrong faith, than in mo* 
^' ments which afford the foul a much more 
^* rapturous delight/' Thisis thefubftance 
of what he fays in the excellent letter* 
Some of the phrafes made ufe ef might 
not perhaps be intelligible to feveral of my 
readers, for which reafon I do not exa£Uy 
tranfcribe them all : But this is plainly and 
fully his meaning, and mod of the words 
are his own. The f«ntimei\t is furcly very 
juft and important ; and happy would it be 
for many excellent perfons, who, through - 
wrong notions of the nature of faith, (whuch 
was never more mifreprefented than now 
among fome,) are perplexing themfelves 
with mod groandlcfs doubts and fcruples^ 
if it were niorfe generally underftood,^ ad* 
milted, and confidered. 

^ 139. An endeared friend, '^0 was 
raoft intimately converfant with tk; GMo^ 
ncl during the laft two years of bis life, 
has favoured me with an account of fome 
little drcumibinces relating to him, wbkli^ 
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;I^ cfteem as prcciom fragments, by. which 
•the confiftwt tenor of his charafter may 
be farther iUuftratcd. I ihall therefore in^ ' 
4ert them here, without being very folici- 
toiis aa to the order in which they are in* 
-troduced. 

S 140. He perceived himfelf evident- 
%j in a very declining ftate from his firft 
^arrival hi Britain, and fcemed to enter- 
4am a fixed apprehcnfion, that he (hould 
tcontinue but a little while longer in life. 
^* He expcSed death,'* fays my good cor- 
fTefpondent, ^* and was delighted with the 
^^* profped,'' which did not grow lefs ami- 
able by a nearer approach. The word of 
•God, with which be had as intimate an 
^aizqaatntance as moft mon I ever knew, an^ 
uok whi<lh {elpeciaUy on the New Tefta- 
itacnt,) 1 have heard bim make many very 
<]Udiciotts and accurate remarks, was ftiu 
lib daily ftudy ; and it furnifhed him with 
^matter of frequent converfatibn, much to> 
'the edification and comfort of thofe thaft 
were about him. It was rccolltftcd, that 
axo^ng other paifages he had lately fp6ken 
of the following, as having made a deep 
impreflion on his mind ! My foul, wait thou 
only upon God ! He would repeat it again 
and agjain, Only, Only, Only 1 So plainly 
<lid he fee, and fo deeply did he feci, the 
vanity of creature^confidences and expcc- 
tatioos.- With the flrongeft atteilationL.

§ 143. Thofc who were iotimate with 
Colonel Gardiner muft have obfcrvcdhow 
jready he was to give a devotional turn to 
any fubjeft thit occurred. And in particip- 
lar, the fpiritual and heavenly difpolition ctf 
his foul difcovercd itfclf in the reflc&ions 
and improvements which he made whenr , 
reading hiftory ; in which he took a great' 
deal of pleafure, as perfons remarkaWc for 
their knowledge oPmankind, and obferva- 
tion of providence, generally do. I havc^ 
an inftance of this before me, . which, tho* 
too natural to be at all furprifing, will I 
dare fay be pJcafing to the devout mind* 
He had bcfen juft reading in Rollin's extraft; 
from Xcnophon, the anfwcr which the Ikdy 
of Tigranes made, when all the company 
were extolling Cyrus, and exprcfling the- 
admiration with which his appearance and 
behaviour ftruck them : The queftion be* 
ing afecd her, what (he thought of hira^ 
fhe anfwered, *' I don't know, Fdid not ob-^ 
ferve bim.'^ On what then> faidone of the^^ 
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•pmpany, did you fix your attention ?, On 

^ hiin, replied flie, (referring to the generous 

-fpeech which her hufband had juft made,.) 

;wbo faid he would give a thoufand lives to 

-rainfom my HHcrty. '\-Oh,'' cried the Co- 

• lohel, when reading it, ** how ought wc 

. " to fix. our eyes andhearts on Him, who, 

** not in oflferybut in reiality, gave his own 

*', precious life tpranfom us from the moft 

*', 4^eadful ilavery, and from eternal dc- 

*' . fixui^ion 1'* . But this is only oncinftance 

ainpng athoufiind* His heart was fo ha^ 

bltualTy fet upon divide things, and he ha4 

fii|:h a permanent and overflowing fenfe of 

tljc love of Christ, that he could not for« 

.be^r cpnne&ing fuch reflections, with, a 

ii^ultilu^e of piore diftant occafions occurr 

ring in daily life, where.lcfs advanced Chrif^ 

tians would not have' thought of tliem: 

And thus^ like our Great Mailer, be made 

every little incident a four4:e of devotio% 

and an inftrumcnt of holy zcaU 

§ 144* Enfeebled as his, conftUution was, 
he wa$ ftill intent on improving his time 
•to fome; valuable purpofcs : And when hk 
. friends expoftulated with him, that he gave 
his body fo little reft, he ufed to anfwer, 
f^'It will reft long enough in the grave." 

§ 145. The July before his death. He 
ivas perfuaded to take a journey to Scarba-*, 
rpugh for the recovery of his health ;.froqa * 
which he was at Icaft encouraged to expcQ'^ 
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fome little revival- After this he had 
thoughts of going ra London, and dcfigiiccl 
to have fpcnt part of September at 'Nor* 
thampton. The expeftation of tMs was 
mutually agreeable } but Providence faw 
fit to difconcert the fcheme. His love for 
his friends in thefe parts occafioned hiih to 
exprcfs fome regret on his being command'^ 
-cd back ; and I am pretty confideijt, from 
the manner in which he cxprdTed hirtifelf 
in one c^his latl letters to me, that be^had 
ibme more important reafons for wiftitig 
an opportunity of making a London jfour- 
^ney juft at that crifis, which the reader will 
'remember was before the rebellion broke 
out : But as Providence determined it o- 
therwifc, he acquiefced; and I am' well fa* 
tisfied, that could be diftin^ly have fot^- 
■fecn the approaching. event, fo far »s It 
concerned his own perfon, he would have 
«efteemed it the happieft fummons he cv6r 
received. While he was at Scarborougfc, 
'I find by a letter dated from thende; 5^1y 
^6th 1745, that he had been informed of 
the gaity which fo unfcafonably prevailed 
-at Edinburgh, where great multitudes were 
then fpcnding their time in balls, aifemblief, 
and-pther gay amufements, little mindfd 
of the rod of God which was then hang- 
ing over, them ; on which occafion be hath 
Ifthis exprcffion : " I am greatly furprifij 
♦* that the people erf Edinburgh -fliould be

\ J i46» (^ickly after his return home, 
tbie flame burfl: out, and his regiment was 
ordered to Stirling* It was in the caftle' 
there that his lady and eldeft daughter 
epjoycd the lad happy hour's of his com- 
pany ; and I think it was ^ about .eight or 
Icn days before his death that he parted 
from them there* A remarkable circum- 
fiance attended that parting, which hath 
J>een/touched upon by furviving friends in 
i^re than one of their letters to me. His 
Laudy was fo affeded when (he took her 
lau leave of him, that (he could not for. 
bear burfting out into a flood of tears, with ' 
other marks of unufal emotion. And 
wiien he aiked her the reafon, (he urged 
tEe apprehenfion (he had of lo(ing fuch an 
invaluable, friend, amidft the dangers to 
which he was then called out, as a very 
fufiicicilt apology. Upon which (he took 
particular notice* that whereas he had ge- 
nerally comforted her on fuch occafiohs, 
by pleading with her that remarkable hand 
of Providence which had fo frequently in 
former inilanoes be^n exerted for his pre. 
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fervati6n, and that in tlhe gfl^teft extremity^ 
he laid nothing of h now, but only replted, 
in bis fcntcnuous manner, " We have an 
•« eternity to fpend together/^ 

J 147. That hcrbic contempt of death, 
Dbfiich had often difcovered' itfelf in the 
tntdft of former dangers, was manrfeftexl 
now in his difcourfe with feveral of fait 
mod intimate friends* I have referved for 

' this place one genuiiie expreflion of it ma- 
ity years before, whicli I thought might be 

.mentioned with fomtf advantage here; * In 
July 1725, he had been fcnt to fonie place^ ' 
not far from Hamihon,* to quett a mutiny 
among fonie of- our troops. * I know not 
the particular occafion^ out I remember 
to haVe heard liim mention it as fo -fierce ^ 
a one, that he fcarce ever apprehended 

-himfetf in a more hazardous circumstance. 
Yet he quelled ic by his prcfcnce alone, 
and the expoftuUtions be ufed, evidently 
putting his life into his hand to do it. The 
particulars of the ftory ftruck me muih j 
but I d^ not fo exadly remember them, as 
to ventiiVe to relate them here. I onlyob- 
ferve, that in a letter dated July 16th 
that year, which I have now before me, 

*and which evidently refers to this event, 
he writes thus : ** I have been very bufy, 
.^^ hurried about from place to place ; but, 
•♦* bkffed be GO0, all is over witheot 
f^'blbodlllfed. And pray kt meaik. What 
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V made you flicw fo rnusb coiifcccrn for 
** me in your laft! Were. you afraid I

§ 148. .And thcfc were his fentiments 
in the vigour of his days, fo neither ^id 
(declining years and the infirmities of a bro* 
k^i conftltutton on the one hand^ nor any 
defires of enjoyir^ the honours and profits 

, of' fo high a ftation, or (what, was much 
more ^ to him,) the convcrfe of the mofl: 
aBFeffcionate of wivc»^ and fo many amiable 
children and friends on the other, enervate 
hi^ fpirits in the lead : But as he had in for- 
mer years often exprelTed it to me and 

. fcvcral otl^rs, as his dcfire, *\That if it 

* I doubt not but tbis will remind fome of mj 
readers of tbat noble fpeech of ZuingliUs, when' 
{according to theuface of that country,) artcnding 

^ bt$ ^Kk to a bsittle, m wkich their religion and l^ 
bsrties were all at iUke, on hit receiving maortal 
wound by a bullet, of which he foon cxplr-d. 
While his friends were in all the firft afionifhmcnt 
of grief, he bravely^ faid, at be was dying, ** Ecquid 
** hoc infortunii ? Is thi« to be reckoned a mistof-

they foon after received of the furrender 
of Edinburgh to the Rebels,' (cither by the 
treachery or weakne^ of a few, in of^o* 
fition -to the judgment of by far the greater 
and better part of the inhabitants,) ftrutfc 
a pannic into both the regiments of dra- 
goons, which became vifible in fome Very 
apparent and remarkable circumftances iiu 
their behaviour, which 1 forbear to relate, 
lliis aSeded Colonel Gardiner fo much^ 
thai oil the Thurfday before the fatal ac- 
lion at PrertomPans, he intimated to an 
officer of confide rable rank and note, (from 
whom I had it by a very fiirc channel of 
conveyance; ) that he expeftcd the event* 
would be, as in fad it was.

for the prefcnt eflablifhment.

The Colo- 
nel was for a few m'omerits fupported by 
his men, and particularly by that worthy per- 
fon Lieutenant Colonel Whitney, who was

after fell nobly in the battle of Falkirk j- 
and by Lieutenant Weil,, a man of diftiv- 
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guifhed bravery ; as alfo by aboat fifccletl 
dragooTis, who flood by him to the laft. But

was fcized with a pannic ; and tha' tbcir 
Colonel and fome other gallant officers diit 
what they could to rally them once or\ 
twice, they at laft took a precipitate flight;- 
an juft in the moment when Colonel Gar- .

fo great hazard, ^hcn his regiment had left 
him *. lie faw a party oF the fooia, who 
were then brMvely rghtmg near him, and..

• Tht CoTond, who ivas well acqonlnted with 
military hittory) rRig4>t pcffibly rcmcnibcp, that in 
liu battle of Bienlieiro, the illuftrioui Prince Etr- 

fcne, when the horfe of the wing he comoucdcd 
ad ruo away thrice,charged at the head of th€ foot^ 
and thercbygreatly contributed to the glorious fuc- 
ceu of the day. At lead fuch an ex^ixipfc tnay con- 
duce to Tindicatethat noble ardour.wIucIi,aniid/l all 
the applaufes of his ^oontry^foise hare been fo cooi 
and fo ciiiical as co blanir. Jcr my own part, 1 
thark Cod, that I am not called to apologize fo« . 
his following his troops in their flight, which I fear 
would Lave been a much harder tafk, and which, 
dear as he wat (o me, would have grieved me much 
mor( than bis death, with thefc heroic ciicuoiftaA*

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<ififect to bead them ; upon which he faid 
eagerly, in the hearing of the perfon fram 
*hr»r» I hid this arccouRt, ^ Thofc brave 
** fcHows wouM be cfit to pieces for want

fea r Which whik he wa« fpcaking, he 
fode up to them, and ctied aloud, " Fire 
** on, my lads, and feamofthing," But 
joft' a« the words xrere out of his mouth, 

^a^ Highlander advanced towards him with a 
fcytfec ftiftened'to a long poIe,xwith which 
hfe:gave%iim liich a deep w®und on his right 
aim, thjft his fword dropped out of his 
band ; and at the fame time feveral othcra 
coming about hfin, while he was thus dread- 
ftlfy mtangled with that cruel weapon^ he 
%i^as dragged off from his horfe. The mo-' 
iiienr he fcH, another Highlander, who^ if 
^c king's evidence at Carlifle.may be cre- 
dited, (as 1 know not why they fliould not, 
fho* the unhappy opeature died denying it, 
wa« one Mac-Naught, who was executed 
a^out a year after, gave him a ftroke, ci- 
ther with a broad fword, or a Locliab^ 
axe, (for my informafit could not exaftly 
diftinguifli,) on the hinder part of his head, 
which was the mortal blow. All that his 

. faithful attendant faw farther at, this time 
was, that his hat was Ifalkn oS^, he' took 
it in his left hand, and waved it a§ a fignar 
to him to retreat ; and added^ what were 
the laft words ^he ever heard hitti fpeak^ 
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^ Take care of yourfdf/' Upon vhicli? 
the fcrvant retired. 

$ 154. It was reported at Edinbargb 
on the day of the battle, by t^hat fecment 
a confiderable authority, that as the Cdo^ 
nel lay in bis wounds^ he (aid to a chief of 
the oppofite fide, ** You are fighting for^ 
*.• ^n earthly crown, I am going to recetrc ' 
^^ an heavenly one i-* or fomcthing to thai 
purpofe. When I pregched the fermo% 
long fince printed^ on occafidn of his deatb^ 
1 had^ great reafon to believe thir report 
was true, though before the publication of 
it I began to be in doubt : And <» the 
whole, after the moft accurate inquiry I 
could pofiibly make at this diftance, Icaii^ . 
not get any conirfncing evidence of it^ 
Ycft 1 muft here obfcrve, that it does not 
appear impofTible, that fomething of this 
kind might indeed be uttered by him ; at 
his fervant teftifies, that he fpoke to hini 
after receiving that fatal blow, which would 
jeem moft likely to have taken away the 
^iwer of fpeecb ; and it is certain,^ he 
lived feveral hours after he fell. If thcrc^ 
fore any thing of this kind did happen, it 
muft have been juft abomthts inftant» But 
as to the ftory of his being taken prifoner,. 
and carried to the Pretended Prince, (who. 
by the way afterwards rode his horfe, and 
entered upon it into Derby,) whh feveral 
other circttinibunces which were gjafted 
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upon intenrkw, there is the moft undoubt- 
ed evidence of its falfchood : For his at* 
teiHliim mentioned above aflfures me, that 
llebtn^eif immediateiy fled to a mill, at 
tbe diihaince. of about two miles from the 
^t of ground on which the Colonel fdl^ 
ti^here be changed his dre£s, and, difguifcd 
like a miller's fervant, returned with a 
cart as foon as poffib]e ; which yet was 
|M^ till near two hours after the engage- 
poeftt* The irarry of the adioo was then 
pKtty-well ofCTj and he found his much- 
heiioured maftcr, not only {Sundered of 
bis watch tod other things of value, but 
Silfo ftripped of his upper garments and 
kKK>ts, y^ ftiU breathing: And adds, that 
tlioughhe were not capable of fjpecch, yet 
im takjiig him up he opened his eyes; 
which makes it fomething queftionables 
whether he were akogether infenfible. In 
this condition, and in this manner, he con« 
veyed him to the church of Tranent, from 
whence he was immediately taken into the 
sbinifter's houfe, and laid in bed ; whens 
he continued bceathing, and frequently 
groaning^ 'till about eleven in the fore- 
noon, when he took his 6nal leave of pain 
and forrow, and undoubtedly rofe to thofc 
difttngu'flied glories which are referved 
for thofe who have beenfo eminently and 
xematkablyy^i/i^i^/ unto death.

S 
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feU» it was. no loiter a battle, /but a roi^ 
and carnage. The cruelties which thi$ 
Rebels (as it is generally faid^^uiider the 
eommand of Lord £kbo^) inflidedon fomei 
of the king's troops after they bad a&'d 
t]uarter, are dreadfully legible 'On the coun« 
tenanccsjof many who furyivcd it. Ibcy 
entered Colonel Gardiner's houfe before 
be was carried off trom the fi^ld ; an4>npt* 
withflanding the firidl orders which tjie uon 
l^appy Duke of i'ertb (wbofc condufl; is faid 
to have been very humane in many inftanap' 
cesj .gave to the contrary, every thing . 
of value was plundered^ tp the very eur-« 
tains of the beds and hangings of th« 
rooms. His papers were all thrpwn into 
the wildefl diforder, and his houfe made 
an hofpital for the reception of thofe who 
were wounded in the adion. 

§. 156. Such was the clofe of a life 
which had been fo zcaloufly devoted ta 
God» and filled up with fp many honour^ 
able fcrvicc8# This was the "death of hint 
who had been fo highly favoured by Groi^ 
ki the mcthdd by which he was brought 
back to him, after fo long and fo great ai| 
cftrangemcnt, and in the progrcfs of fa 
inany years,, during which (in the expref^t 
fiv9 phf afe of the moil ancient of wf iters,) 
he had walked with A/'/n;— — to fall as 
God threatened the people of his wrath 
they ihould do^ mth tumult^ witA Jhoutin^^ 
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imd 'vcfHb tbe'Jinmd of ihi'ffwkpeU ^AnioB 
ii. a,) Several other very worthy, and 
fome of them very eminent perfons, (hared 
the feme fate, either now in the battle of 
Prefton-pans, or quickly after in that df 
Falkirk * : Providence no doubt permitting 
k to eftabliihour faith in the rewards of an 
invifible world, as well as to teach us to 
ceafefrom man^ and fix our dependence on 
Im Almighty arm. 

J. 1 57. The remains of this Cbri/lian 
beroy (as t believe every reader is now 
convinced 'he may juftly be' called:) wer<^ 
Interred the Twfday following, Sept. '24th, 
at the parifh -church of Irancnt, where 
he had ufually attended divine fervice with 
great folemnify. His obfequtes wer«i hb* 
tioured with the prefence of fome perfbns 

. * Of tkefe none were more fnemdrable th^n thole 
.illuftnouk brothers Sir Robert Muoro and DiiAor 
Munro, whofe tragical but glorioui fate was alfo 
ibared quickly afier by a third hero of the family. 
Captain Munro of Ctikairn, brother to Sir Robert 
and the Do6lor. 1 thought if adding fomeacc^uat 
of thele cnurtyrs in the canie of liberty and religion 
in this place ; but having had (^ plcafure of rccci* 
▼ing, from fome very crcdlblc-aaj^ worthy perfons 
to whom they were ^z\\ knows, a larger acconnt 
of them and their family than can conveniently 
be comprehended in ancte. I chufe to make it a di* 
ftindl article in the Append ijc, Numk^ III. by which 
I qucHion not but 1 ihall qklige every inteiiigent 
and generous reader ; and I think myfelf veij hap*

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of diftin^ion, who were not afraid of pac- 
ing that laft piece of refpeft to his' memo- 
ry, tho' the country was then in the hands 
of the enemy. But indeed there was no 
great hazard in this ; for his charader was 
fo well known, that even they themfelves 
fpoke honourably of him, and feemed to 
join with his friends in lamenting the fatt 
of fo brave and fo worthy a man. 

§. 158. The reraoteft pofterity will re- 
member for whom the honour of fubdu- 
ing this unnatural and pernicious rebellion 
wa& refervcd ; jind it will endear the pcr- 
fon of the illuftrious Duke of Cumber- 
land to all but the open or fecret abet- 
tors^ of it in the prefent age, and confccrate 
his name to immortal honours amon^ all 
the friends of religion and liberty who mall 
arife after us. And I dare fay it will not 
be imagined that I at all derogate from 
his glory, jn foggefting that the memo- 
ry of that valiant and excellent pcrfon,whofc 
memoirs I am noW concluding, may in 
fome meafurc have contributed to that fig- 
nal and complete victory with which God 
was pleafcd to crown the arms of his Roy^ 
al Highnefs'r For the force of fuch an ex- 
ample is very animating, and a painful 
confciottfnefs of having dciertcd fuch acom« 
mandcr in fuch extremity muft at leaft 
awaken, where there was any fpark of ge- 
aerofity, an carncft dcfirc' to avenge bis 
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4epub on thofe who had facrificed his blqpd^ 
and that of fp many other excellent pcr- 
fons, to the views of their ambition, ra* 
pinej^ or bigotry, 

5* *59- ^^ reflexions I have made in 
my funeral fertnon on my honoured friend, 
and in the dedication of it to his worthy 

, and moil afflifted Laifyj fuperfedc many 
things which might othcrwife have proper- 
ly been added here. I conclude therefore, 
with humbly acknowledging the wifdom 
and goodncfs of that awful providence, 

' which drew fo thick a gloom around him 
in the laft hours of his life, that the luftre 
of his virtues might dart through it with a 
more vivid and obfervable ray. It is abun- 

, dant matter of ihankfulnefsy that fo iignal 

: a monument af grace, and ornament of the 
Chriftian profelfion^ was raifcd in our age 
and country, and fparcd for fo many ho- 
nourable and ufeful years. Nor can all the 
tendernefs of the mofl aflfeciionatc friend- 
fhip, while its forrows bleed afrcih in the 
view of fo tragical a fcene, prevent my a- 
doring the gracious appointment of the 
great Lord of all events, that when the 
day in which he muft have expired without 
an enemy appeared fo very near, the laft 
ebb of his gc;ncrous blood (hoiild be pour- 

, cd out, as a kind of facred Irbationv to .the 
liberties of his country, and the honour of 
Hs Cod I liiat all the other v-irtue^ of hi$ 
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charaSer, embalmed as it' were by that 
precious ftream, might difiWfe areiiBd a 
more cxtenfirc fragrancy, and be tranf- 
mitted to the moft remote pofterity, with 
that peculiar charm, .which they cannot 
but derive from their connexion with fo 
gallant . a fall : An event (as that blefled 
apoftkj of whofe fpirit he fo deeply drank, 
has exprefled it,) according fo bis earneft 
expeSation^ and his bope^ ibat in him 
Christ might be glorified in all tbingSj 
whether by hii l^fe, or by his, death. 
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Relating to the CoLeNEt's Terfon. 

TN the mldft of fo many more important 
, articles^ I had really forgot to lay any 
thing of xixitferfon of. Colonel Gardiner, , 
<jf which neverthelcfs it may be proper 
here to add a word or two. It was, as I 
am informed, in younger life, remarkably 
graceful and amiable \ and I can eiifily be- 
lieve itj/roiii whaf I knew him to be when 
our acquaintafice began^ though he was 
then turned of fifty ^ and had gone through 
fo many fatigues, as well as dangers, which 
could not but leave fome traces on his 
countenance. He was tall, (I fuppofc, 
Ibmething more than fix feet,) well pro- 
portioned, and ftrongly built : His eyes of 
' a dark grey, and not very large ; his fore« 
^ead pretty high \ his Bofe of a length and 
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and heighth no w^y remarkable » but ycry 
well fuitcd to his other features ; his cheeks 
not very prominent, his mouth moderatefy 
large, and hig^ chin rather a little incU« 
ning (when I knew him) to be peaked. 
He had a ftrong voice, and lively accent ; 
with an air very intrepid, yet attempered 
with much gcntlenf fs : and there was fome- 
thing in his manner of addrefs more per- 
fe£^Iy eafy and obliging, which was in a 
great meafure the. refuk of the great can- 
dour and benevolence of his natuiral tem« 
per, and which no doubt was much im« 
proved by the deep humility which divine 
grace had wrought into his heart, as w^I 
as his having been accuftomed from- his 
early youth to the company of perfons of 
diftinguifhed rank and polite behaviour. 
^ The piUure of him, which iar given it 
the beginning of thcfe memoirs, was taken 
from an original done by Van Deeft, (a 
Dutchman, brought into Scotland by Gene- 
ral Wade,) in the year ^J^y^ which wa^ 
the 40th of his age ; and is (aid to have 
been very like him then, though far from 
being an exaft refemblance of what he was 
when 1 had ihrhappinefe of being acquaint- 
ed with him. . Perhaps he would have ap- 
peared to the greatcft advantage of all, 
could he have been exactly drawn ow Ai9/;^- 
back's as many very good judges, and a* 
mong ihc rcit the celebrated Moni^ ii'^u;* 
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""Ibeft iiimfclf, haTC'fpokcn of him as one 
of the xompletcft horfcmcn that has ever 
been known : And there was indeed fome- 
ihihg T6 fingularly graceful in his a|)pekr- 
ance iti that attitude, that it was fufficient 
(as what is Tcty eminent in its kind gene- 
fally is,) to ftrikc an eye not formed on any

An account of fbme remark-* 
able particularsconceming 
the ancient family of the 

MUNROES of FOWLIS. 

• . - * 

WHILE I was endeavouring to do ju* 
ftice to the memory of that, excel'- 
lent man^ and moft beloved friend, whofc 
memoirs 1 have now concluded ; and was 
mentioning, in the courfeof my narration, 
the. tragical cohfequcnces which the unna« 
tunil rebellion by which be fell had drawn 
along with it, and the many other valuable 
perfons of whom it bad alfo deprived usj 
I could not but particularly refleft on'thc 
fiwful cataftrophe of Sir Robert Munro, 
and his two brothers, the Captain and the 
Podor, who all within the compafe of 
eight months, and in lefs than twelve after 
ijht death of Colonel Gardiner, (with whom 
they were well acquainted, and to whom 
they were allied in the bonds of a virtuous 
and honourable friendlhip,) fell a facrificc 
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to the rage and cruelty of the fame favage 
deftroycrs.— I was dcfirous of interwcar 
ving fo remarkable a piece of hiftoryVwith 
a fubjed, to which it was, alas ! fo near*- 
ly conncded ; and therefore I applied my- 
felf to a perfon of high rank mod, nearly 
related t© them, on whofe information I 
w^ fure I might entirely depend j intrcat- 
ing the favour of fuch an account of thefc 
three excellent brothers, and of thd cir- 
cumftances of their dcAth^ as I might fafe-' 
ly . and properly offer to the view of the 
public. 

This honourable perfon referred me to 
a gentfeman, well acquainted with the bi- 
ftory of the iamily of the Munroes of 
Fowlis, and poffeffed of a diftinft hifto^ 
rical account of it, taken from the annals 
which have been kept of that family for 
many ages pa(l, and from the old wrtts^ 
charters, and other authentic 'deeds be- 
longing to it, which are the vouchers of 
thefc annals- 

The gentleman was plcafed to favour 
me with a pretty large hiftorical account of 
this family, beginning it much higher, and 
carrying k through a m^ch wider extent 
than I could have expefted from the par^ 
ticular view with which I firft requcfted 
information.— —I next obtained inftruc- 
tions on the fame fubjeQ: from a gentle- 
man at London.—! was theri furniQicd 
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x^ith a particular relation/rom another gen- 
tleman, a pious minifter.of the church of 
Scotland, /with whom I have the happinefs 
of being well acquainted. And as all thefe 
ai:e pcrfoi^s of fuch a character, that none 
who know them can queftipn the veracity 
and tcftimony of each, fo they were each 
of them happy in a moft intimate acquaint^ . 
ance with all the three deceafed brothers, 
after whom 1 inquired^.— ^— And laft of all, 
i received from a fourth gentleman an hu 
ftorical account of this family from the mofb 
Airly times. ; which, by the date it bears, 
was compiled a great many years ago, and 
which, it fcems, was intended to have 
been publiflied in an hiftorical account of 
fome of the/ancient families of Scotland ^ 
which work became abortive through the 
death of the anthor* 

When I compared thcfe feveral accounts, 
as I received them from time to time, it 
gave me great fatisfadion to find them all 
agree, and tally io txadly i|i their ac- 
counts of this family, ai)d of the three ex- 
cellent, brothers laft deceafed.' ■ ■ O n a» 
attentive perufal of thefe informations^ I 
found they contained what was too ctiri- 
pus and important to be loft, and yet too 
, Icmg to be inferted in th« meflooirs of Co* 
loncl Gardiner^, without breaking the unity 
of defigii 10 a manner that would have pro- 
ved inconvenient.?— I concluded thcre- 
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lore, that ^cfpecially at thofc memoirs 
vitxt, finiflied before feme of thefe papers? 
came to my hands.) it would be be ft to 
prefent it to the world in a diftind piete, 
conne&ed by way of Appendix to tbc for- 
tner.. And I feel a moft fcnfible pleafure* 
in the addition I am hereby making to the 
work, as it is {laying (bme little debt of 
gratitude to the iUuftrious deadj and at 
the fame time doing a hift honour to the 
ftirviving branches of a fiamily, from 
whence fo many heroes have fprung, and 
of which there arc ftill (though «fcer much 
£ad defolafion made in it) moft worthy re- 
mains* And I hope that it may not only, 
entertain my readers with fomc remark- 
* able fad* worthy of commemoration, but 
es;cite in their breads fomething of the 
fame generous fpirit, to which nothing canf 
more powerfully inftigate the mind than 
the view of fuch glorious examples* 

The family pf the Munrocs of Fowlis 
k amotig the moft ancient and honourable 
families in the North of Scotland, and has 
generally been remarkable for a brave, 
martial, and heroic fpirit* It is mention^ 
cd by Buchanan with a memorable tefti- 
mony ♦, when, after fpcaking of the diffi-

cnlttes in which Mary C^cen of Scots was 
involved atlnvernefs, he adds, " That as 
•* foon as they heard of their Sovereign's 
• ** danger, a great number of the ancient 
** Scots poured in around her, efpecially 
** the Frafers and Monroes, which, (fsfys 
*'. he) were efteemed among- the moft va- 
" liant'of the clans inhabiting thofe coun- 
** tries/' And how well the latter have 
ever finee continued to defervc that . cht-[ 
radcr, the following memoirs , brief as they 
arc, may in fomc degree Ibew. 

The Monroes of Fowlis have, in every 
one of their generations, been intermarri- 
ed with many of the beft families of nobi- 
lity and gentry in the north of Scotland. 
And it is yet more for their honour, that 
they w:erc among the flrft in tliofe parts 
that embraced the Reformation, and have 
.ever fince been zealous affertors of it. And 
many of them have not only given great 
countenance gnd encouragement to the mi- 
nifters of the gofpel in thepariflies under 
their influence, in confequence of which a 
great harveft of moft eminent Chriftians 
hath been produced there ; but alfo have 
thcmfelves been fignal examples of true 
pietv, and a behaviour in all its branches 
moft ornamcmal to a Chriftian profefEon. 
— — Lfcar there have been few families 
to which fuch a charadcr can- be univcrfal- 
3y applied : But it is certain, that, fo for 
X 
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as it is. the cafe, it is the moft ijluftrious ot 
all hereditary honours ; and thcrcfof e fccms 
to have been mentioned wkh the utmoft 
propriety by my feycral. cocrcifpdndcnu in 
thk connexion. 

* According to Buchanan, it was m the 
beginning of the eleventh century, and a- 
Jbout the time of tj^c conqueft in England, 
when Malcolnl, the IL of that name. King 
of Scots, firft diftributcd, of as it is" ex- 
preQed, fued. out or feed the laiids of 
Scotland to the g-reat families tiiercof,. op, 
Siccount of their-cminent fervices'in his 
many battles with the Dane», until he for- 
ced them quite out of his kingdom. And 
according to tradition, it was on diat oc- 
cafion ttflit the country betwixt the bo- 
rough of Dingwall and the Water of AI- 
ncfs, in the fcire of Hofs, was given to 
Donald Munro j and which isiherefore ro 
this day called Fcrrindonald, that is, Do- 
nald's land. And, part of thefe lands were 
afterwards by the king ereded into a ba- 
rony, called the barony of Powlis. 

I fttall not follow the annals of this fa- 
mily fo far as to entertain the public with, 
a detail of the Barons of Fowlis in their 
feveral generations thro* , thefe early ages ; 
but. fhall begin my particular narration of 
them only from the time they became Pro* 
teftsmts^ when their brave behavjbur and 
example will afford us more inftru^kion^ 
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and the fijfts conccmiug ihem may be 
depended on with more certainty; and 
therefore I fliall only before that time ob; 
fcrve. 

That George, ninth baron * of Fowlis, 
(m a dircft Uneal dcftent from the abov^ 
Donald, the firft baron,) was llain at the 
memorable battle .of Bannockburn, fought 
by King Robert Bruce of Scotland againft 
King Edward II., of England, in the year 
.*3i4"""~*'Gcorgc, tenth baron of Fowlix, 
and fon of the former^ was alfo flain, with 
a great many of his name, at the battle of 

*ilt t& to be obferred, ( i II,) That baron b Scot- 
- land dqcs not import aobiiity, as k docs now in 
Bnglismd : For at the *tiaie the lands of Scotland 
.were divided as abovcr thcitre vere then ho ncbtluf 
10 tJiat nation, bot the great families liad their e* 
ft^es- ereded into baronks^ with a ittrifdi^ion -ovcv 
all the vafials, tenants, and po/refforc-thereofy which 
'wai the origin and fupport of the clans in Scot* 
1and> thefe* being the onlf military force in that 
kingdom^ until, upon the union of the two crowns 
in the perfon of King James VI. of Scotiand» re* 
guiar troop» were introduced into that kingdotn* 
■ To thifi I would add {zdljA That; the an- 
nals of this family contain a genealogical account 
of all the barons of Fowlis, from the above Donald 
Munro to this prefent time* . Several of thefe can 
only be tranfmiired to us by Xradition ; but as to 
thofe whom I have mentioned, there is full evidence 
of the fads concerning them from the old writs, 
, eharters,. and deeds in the family of Fowlis ; and e- 
^ Ten fcveral others of them whom I have not w^' 
iioned are taken notice 9( in thefc^^ld W4'iu^ 
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HalydonHill near Berwick ;ia^which bat-* 
ric the Scots were defeated by the Engliflij 
and a great number of them kilie j, tm the

Munro, feventeenth baron of Fowlia, was 
(lain at the battle of Pinkie near Edinburgh^ . 
with many of bis name-; where the Scots , 
were again defeated by the £ngli(h, and a 
great number of them killed A. JX, 1547* 
■ I mention the fail of thefe three 
gentlemen, with their friends and folloivcri, 
fighting valiantly in the caufe of their conn* 
try, as illuftrating the valour and bravery 
01 this^ family in their different generations, 
and fhewing how juftly they merited the 
charadcr which Buchanan gives them in 
the place before cited. How long this 
brave fpirit has continued, as it were, he* 
reditary to them, wijl ap'pcar from what 
follows. 

The firfi Proteftant of this family was Ro- 
bert Munro, the eighteenth baron of Fowlis> 
fon to Robert laft mentioned, and the fame 
who came to the affiftancc of Mary Queea 
of Scots upon the pccafion before cited, A^ 
D. I $6 1. He embraced the Proteftant rcr 
ligion quickly after j and being A wife and 
ggod man, he left an opulent eftate to the 
family, and died A. D. j 588.— -He was 
&i€ce^ded by his fon Robert Munro, nine- 
ttentb barob of Fgwlis^ who died the fame 
year with his father.-:^— The next io him 
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itas his brother, Hefitor Munr^^ twentieth 
baron of Fowlis, whodicd A. D. 1603.-—-*- 
Rbbert Monro bis fon fucceeded him, the 
twcnty-firft baron of Fowlis, who flourifli- 
ed when GuilaVus Adolphus, that juftly 
celebrated King of Sweden, (whofe reli- 
gipn and valour were fo diftinguiihed a- 
mong his many religious and valiant co* 
tcxnp6rariesO were engaged in. a Prote- 
ftant war againfl the Empetor Ferdinand 
the II. in defence of the civiV as well as 
the facred liberties of Germany* The- 
generous heart of this worthy gentleman 
was fo ftruck with a regard to the com- 
mon caufe, in which he himfelf had no con- 
cern hot what piety and virtue ga^c . hun, , 
that he joined Gullavus with a very great 
number of his frfendls, who bore his own 
name. Many of them gained great repu.* 
tation in this war; and that of Robert^- 
their leader, was fo eminent, that he was 
nude Colonel of two regiments at the 
the fame time^ the one of horfe, and the 
other of foot, in that fervice ; in which he 
acquitted himfelf with £9 much fidelity and 
zeal, that he died of the wounds which he 
received in croffing the Danube, and was ' 
buried at Ukne in the month of March 

He was fdcceeded by Sh* Henry >f|onrof, . 
twcnty-fcicond baron of Fowlis, the ne« : 
w^tr\xm of the family, who was ai& > 
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Colonel of a regiment in the fame fcrrice* ; 
and upon his^ coming over to Britsun, was 
cfrcatcd a baronet in June 1633. lietum- 
ihg afterwards to 'Germany, he died at 
Hamburgh 'in April i635.«»-~Hi8 foB, 
Sir Heftor Munro, was twenty-third *ba- 
ron of Fowiis, who died without ifitie m 
the year 1651, at feventcen years of age. 
——Sir Robert Munro, twenty-fourth ba* 
ron of Fowlis, fucceeded as the nerlrdk 
malc-hchr, being grandftm to George Mush 
ro of Obfdale, who was third fon to Ro* 
bert Munro, the eighteenth baron of 
Fowlis. 

My information imports, that ki the be« 
fore mentioned annals of this family, there 
is a weit^ttefted li(l of officers, (of which 
I have a cc^y m the memorise laft fern 
-nie,) wherein there arc three Generals^ 
eight Cokmek, five Lieutenant- Colonels^ 
eleven Majors, and above thirty Captains^ 
all of th^ name of Munro ; befides a great 
number of Subakems^ Mofl of thefc were 
in that religious war imder the great Ouf- 
tavus Adolphus ; and feme of the defcend* 
ants of this family are at this day in pot 
* ieflion of con&derable mfikary commanda 

t ' * It was ibrmerl^ the €n{h>m in Scotland, and 
is fo diH.»xu>Q^ ancient fataHies, to entail the fuc* 
ccflloa of tbetr flunily-eftate to the neareft male * 
reUrion 6f the deceafed^ pafiing by ihe females,, 
thereby to j^eiecve tk^ir t&atcfr in tJicir Wa ^»fm 
aod^uaily,. 
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iil.Swcdcn, and various parts of Germany* 
—Gcncjpal Robert Munro (who was uncle 
to Sir Robert) the twenty -fourth barOn o£ 

.Fowlis,) publiffied, in the year 164^, an 
account of this religious war under Gufta- 
yus Adqlpbus, ift a folio volume, entitled,. 

'*'. Military difcipline learned frgm the va- 
** liant Swede.*' A bo6k, of which, (tho* 
I never happened to fee it,) I have heard 
i3t high charadcr* I am informed that it 
contains an cxaQ; journal of that expedition 
into Germany for the relief of the diftrelP 
cd Protcftants ; and it is faid to be filled 
with moll excellent obfcrvations on mili- 
tary afiiirs, delivered in a ftrain of piety, 
which feem$ to breathe the fpirit of ks 
brave and worthy author. And indeied, by 
what I hav^ heard of that inftruftivc hi* 
ftory, it is hard to fay, when there has 
been, even in the Chriftian world, fo reli- 
gious ax3Kl tirellHdifciplined an army as this i 
at the head of which, a myfterious pro^ 
fidence permitted ,that royal hero and 
martyr, the great Guftavus, to fall Would 
to .God the time might . at length, come 
when our commanders ihould take their 
ieflbns from it ^ at leaft fo far as to kara 
from the example of fomc of the braveft 
and greateft of ftien, to raaintatn in tbe 
military bodies tinder their command tf>e 
authority of the Lord of Hosts; and 

jparticutar]^,, thai reverence for.lus name» 
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and for his day, which wa^ there fo beau-^- 
tifuUy and gloriouHy confpicuous ! 

This worthy General, in the year 164.1^ 
was appointed by King Charles the 1. Ma^ 
jor General of the Scots forces, that were 
fent to Ireland to fupprefs the infamous and 
deftruclive rebellion there. It is not my-, 
bufincfs here to infifton thofe unhappy cir- 
cumftances, which fo long retarded their 
inarch, .and fo greatly obftrodlcd their fuc*^ 
ocfs. I find, however, that he had at 
length the honotir to be in the number 
of thofe, by whom ,God gave blood tov^ 
drink to thofe mifcreants who had ren-» 
dered themfclves fo eminently worthy of 
it by a feries of outrages, which the moft 
fanguina^y and detectable faction on eirtbi 
(I mean that of Popery,) has feldom befen 
able to cxcced.^ For in thcyeara644, this 
illuftrjous commandcr,^t the head of 1 4,000 
of the Scots and Englifti Proteftants,fought 
and defeated 22,00© of the Irifli in. Ulfter^ 
killed and took many thoufands of themi 
and feized on a great quantity of .cattle and 
other provifions, of which tha Proteftantg 
were then in great want. 

The General was a great favourer of 
the Prcfbyterian intereft, and among the 
firil who eftablifbed it in Ireland.. He fat- 
itt their Prefbyteries. and Synods, and ad- 
hered to the interefl of the Parliament:^ 
till he apprehended they were carrying ^ 
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mattiers to an exceffive height againft the 
King : on which he accepted of a con^ 
miflion from him^ and a^ed under the 
Duke of Ormond ; to which he was per* 
fuadcd by bis nephew Sir George Munro, 
(of whom afterwards,) who had always 
adhered to the intereft of Charles the I. a$ 
be afterwards did to that' of Charles the II ♦ 

Inihe year 1645, the General was fur- 
prized by. Colonel Monk, before he could 
draw out his n^en from their quarters j and 
he and they were by that means taken pri- 
fooers : Qut he continued not long in their 
bands ; for death came and fct him at liber*? 
ty foon after. 

It is worthy of our notice by the way, 
that In the year 1644, we find Monk im"* 
prifoned by the Parliament, for having ac- 
cepted a coramifljon from the King ; and 
aftcd in confequcnce of it, though before 
that he had afted by commiifion from the 
Parliament : And again, in the year 1648^ 
we find him fighting for the Parliament a- 
gainft the king : And his furprifmg and tal- 
king General Munro yiras the firft thing 
that brought him into favour with the Par- 
liament. For in that reeling time we find 
men of a much better charafler than Monk 
changing fides again and-agaii^as they ap- 
prehended the one party or the other to be 
in the right, from the . many different dor 
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mamd«9 refufaU, and conce^nft^ which 
then happened between them* 

The General was Aicceeded in hig com^ 
mand by Sir George Munro,^ brother to 
this laft mentioned Sir Robert, and both 
of them nephews to General Robert by his 
brother Colonel John Munroof Obfdale in 
the Swcdifli fervice ; Sir George was ;alfQ 
bred in that fervice with his uncle, and af- 
terwards fervcd with Him in Ireland, where 
he arrived at therank of a jColonel. He 
was made Major General by Kjng Charles 
the IL and had a body of forces under his 
command at Kosdal, when 'James Duke of 
Hamilton was defeated by Cromwell ^t 
Lancafter A* D. 1646. Upon this defeat^ 
Sir George returned to Scotland, and diu* 
fcatcd the Earl of Argyie ; and ^afterwards - 
his forces being difbaaded by order, of the 
States of Scotland, he went to Holland, 
and joined King Charles the II. After wHofe 
reftoration he was made Lieutenant-Go- 
ncral, and Commander in chief in Scot'- 
land. 

Sir John Munro, twenty-fifth baron of 
Fowlis, fucceeded his father Sir Robert 
A. p. 1668. He was a rnemhcr of the 
convention of the eftates rf Scotland at the 
revolution, ^and a very zealous promoter 
jof that happy event. He was no lefs ftre*- 
. nuous in afferting Prefbytcry j and on that 
account, being alfo remarkable for a large 
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ttpd corpulent ftaturc, he was nick-named 
tfec Prtfbyteriin mortar-piccc. His cmi'^ 
^eat pittty afrd zeal had cxpofed Wm to 
■great fuflferings te the eaiife of religion, ift 
thofe unhappy and infeTOOus days, when 
^kc heft friends to their coiftitry were treats 
Was the.worft -ericmies to tl^ govern^ 
mcnt ; and when to be to&fdentioufly f(>^ 
Ircitous to depart from evil, made fo many 
■thbtifands a prey. Sir Johri fafffcred great- 
fy amon^many others of whom the world 
-was not worthy : His perfon was dbomefl 
to long itnprifonmait,' for no. pretended 
Canfe but wh^t was found againft him ih 
the matters of his God : And his cftate, 
which was before confiderablci was harraf- 
fcd 6y fcvere fines and trotifircations ; which 
reduced k to a diminution, much more ho- 
ndrurablc indeed than any augmentation 
ctiuW have bc€*i, but from which it has 
Jiot recovered even to this day. He died 

^ An. Dom. 1696, and wa« fuccceded by hl^ 
. } fon. 

1 Sir Robert Munro, twenty^fixth baron 
of Powlis, who fuccceded his fatter, was 
alfo a pious and benevolent man, and 
for fome time a Captain : But it pleafed 
Gob early to deprive him of his fight, and 
to continue him in that condition during 
^he remainder of his life. Under this ca- 
lamity he calmly fubmitted himfelf to that 
God, v«rKo caii ihcd abroad a far more 
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chearing light on the Joul.than thefe ba« 
dily eyes caa admit Providence was plea*, 
fed to blefs him with children^ in whom 
he could not but find the highdl fatisfac- 
lion; and whofe amiable chara£ters in ge^ 
neral leave no room to doubt, of the ten«^ 
^ernefs and refpe^ with which they would 
treat fo worthy a parent^ under a diftrcff- 
ing: calamity, which would naturally move 
compaflion even in ftrangers. There were 
four of them, who all reached ^maturity of 
age, and were the heirs of many bleflings^ 
though Providence fufFered three of then! 
to fall almofl at once, by mod unjuft and 
barbarous hands; Sir Roberta Capt* George 
Munro, and the Do£lor, whofe Chrtftiao 
name wa^ Duncan : Their only fifter, mar- 
ried to Mr Gordon of Ardoch, ft ill fur- - 
vives ; an example of profound fubmifHon \ 
and fortitude, mingled with the moft t^n- | 
der fdhfibility of tempen : 

Sir Robert Munro, twenty fcventh baroP 
of Fowlis, fuccecded his father A. D.j 
17Z9. He went early from the univerfity 
to the camp, \ihcrc he ferved fc'vcn yearsi - 
in Flanders ; being fomc time Captain in i 
the Royal Scots, before that fatal ceffation; . 
of arms A. D. 1712} as his late'Majcftyl 
with fo much propriety publickly called iit,| 
to which therefore I dial! not prefume to{ 
give cither a milder or a fever er name.i 
^ was here that Sir Robert comra£lcd\ 
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tkat acquaintance and ftrid friendOiip with 
good Colonel 'Gardiner, which ran through 
the remainder of their lives, and of which 
each was fo worthy. On Sir Robert's re- 
turn from Elanders, he was reduced on 
account of his inflexible oppofition in par- 
liament (of which he was then a member,) 
to the meafurcs which the miniflry were 
then taking to fubvert the fucceflion in the 
. prefent Royal Family, and with it no doubt 
th« Proteftunt religion, of which that fa- 
mily \iras and is under God the firmeft 
barrier. . 

My correfpondent obferves, concerning 
Sir Robert, " That he was noted for the 
** countenance he gave to divine worfhip, 
*^ both in public and in hfs family, and for 
" the xegard which he always cxpreffcd to 
" the word of Go d and its miniftcrs ;". 
and then adds, " That he was fincere in 
" his friendfliip, and full of compaflion, 
" even to the meaneft of thofe around 
" him : And that he was remarkable a- 
" bojvc moft, for his adivity in the dlf* 
" charge of any office of fricndlhip where 
" he had profeffed'it, and for his great 
" exaftncfs in the; performance of his pro- 
" mife^/' ^ 

His military fervices are particularly wor- 
thy of being mentioned here, in the year 
1715, he, with, his clan, in conjundioa ' 
with the Earl of Sutherland, kept' the Earl 
Y 
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of Scaforth, vith 3«po men under his com- 
raand, from joining the Rebel camp at' 
Perth for near two months ; and thereby 
prevented the Earl of Marr from croffing 
the Forth, till the Duke of Argylc had ga- 
thered ftrength fuiEcicnt ta oppofe him. 
In confequence of this, Sir Robert expofed 
his .own country to the fierceft rcfentments 
of the rebels, by whom it was plundered 
and deftroyed ; while others, who yet 
pretended to be friends to the govcrnnient, 
faved themfelves and their lands by capi- 
tulatiops- with the enemy. Being thca 
made governor of Invernefe, Sir Robert, 
kept 400 of his name there during the 
reft of that rebellion^ regularly paid and 
regimented ; and thefc, together with fome 
other clans, wclUafFefted ,to the intcreft of 
the prefent Royal Family, kept poffeffion 
of that important pals, whereby the rebels 
wtre hindrcd from making a ttand there, 
•when they were diflodgcd from Perth, by 
the Duke of Argyle. 

He was, in the year 1716, made a Com- 
miflioner of inquiry into the forfeited e- 
ftates of the rebels ; in which he ftrenu- 
?5ufly exerted himfclf in procuring a num- 
ber of parifhcs -to be ereded through the 
rebel^countries, and provided with fuitable 
ftipendsoutoftheconfifcated lands ; where- 
by the gofpel was preached in places where 
It had not been preached fmcc the Refor- 
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mation : So that fome nc^ pfe(bytcric» 
^re formed in countries where the dif- 
dpKne and worfhip of Proteftant churches 
bad before no footing. And luch was the 
compaffion and humanity which attemper* 
cd his high courage, that, by his intereft 
with the government, he did eminent fer- 
vice to the unfortunate widows and chil- 
dren bf fuch as had to ttie ruin of their fa- 
milies been engaged in the rebellion. 

'Sir Robert was thirty years a member 
of parliament by his family intercft ; du- 
ring which time he always maintained the 
firm'eft attachment to the fervice of hi$' Ma- 
jefty and his royal father, and to the reli- 
gion and liberties of his country* * His fi- 
delity and zeal for thefe did not need to 
be purchafed, folicited, or quickened, by 
perfonal favours : It continued through all 
this period unftiaken and adlive, tho* from 
the ending of his commiffion of, inquiry in 
1724, till' the year 1740, he had no. poft 
under the government. He then found the 
nation was to be involved in a foreign war, 
the nec€ffity of which was generally ap- 
prehended and acknowledged ^ and there- 
fore, though his friends, through his merit 
and experience, might have pretended to 
fomething more, as he had been in the 
rank of a Lieutenant Colonel twenty five 
years, his heart was too generous and too 
warm not to'acccpt of the fame; commif- 
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(ioQy which Wi6 tlien given him in the high> 
land regiment. This i:egin:^nt, when firft 
formed out of independent higjbdand com* 
panie$9 was under the i:omjnand of the 
Earl of Crawford svs its Colonel, who all 
the while he flood in that relation to it^ 
was abroad, confined by the wounds he 
had received as a volunteer againft the 
Turks. During this time Sir jRobert Miin- 
ro.was his Lordihip'sXieu.tenant- Colonel. 
Before it went to Fianders, Lord Semplc 
was its Colonel 5 but he alfo being gcnc^ 
rally abfent, and Sir Robert an old ejcpe^- 
ricnced officer, the regiracnt during ,tbc 
war was left under his care ; an.d tlj^e, iBaoi- 
ner in which he modelled and cond^Sted 
it will rcnuin in many refpe^ks an immoi:- - 
tal honour to hia name. 

It is indeed furprifmg, that a regiment, 
compofcd of highlandcr^, who are gene- 
rally ufcd to fo rapacious a life at home, 
fhould yet by difcipline have beei> brought 
to fo good a behaviour, as that they fhould 
bcjudged the]moft trufly guards of property j 
ar>d that, when the people in Flanders were 
allowed a proteSipn for their goods, they 
fhould chufe to have fonie of this regiment, 
among others of the Britifh foldiers^ap- 
pointed to proteft them. This may, in- 
deed, feem hardly credible : * Yet' my in- 

* A very worthy perfon, to whofe infpedion this 
Appendix has been •omnaicted fipce it was fi&ilhed 
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former aflurcs rt^, that he Irad it from an 
officer of thdir oWn of unqucftionabk cre- 
dit 5 ^^ho added farther, that it was but 
feldom he had <i>brerved a man among them 
dtutik, and as feldom heard any of them 
fwear. This? is very agreeable to the high 
charafter vMch I heard of this regiment, 
from aft EnglHh gentleman then in Flanders, 
•vi^hofe veracity is undonbtedj and who can- 
not, 1 ani fure, be fufpeded of any preju- 
dice here. And among Sir Robert's pa- 
pers, there is (HU exifling a copy of a let- 
leter from the Eleftor Palatine to his Envoy 
at London, dcfiring him to thank the king 
of Great Britain, in his name, for the ex* 
cellent behaviour of the highland regiment, 
white they were in his territories, ** which,'*^ 
as he fays cxprelsly, *' was owing to the 
^ care of Sir Robert Munro, their Lieu- 
•* tenant Colonel, for whdfe fake (he 
** adds) he fbould always pay a regard to 
** a Scotfman for the future/' 

ob&rves here,, that though the- highlaoders ar^ 
gnd^h addided to depredations on cheir neigUb uvs^ 
jet the verj a(5lors even in them are generally ai 
f-iithfol to their truftas any fet of people wh.itcvcr-. 
srud that if his officer (hews but any degree of ci- 
vility and kitidnefs to one of thefei>eopie, iKc fear 
of difobligipg him has a greater iiiii jf uce than that 
of (Inp^f g.«Dera!ly has on^ others of the common 
people. This remark I thought proper to inieft 
here, that the rcprcferitatioa of this affair Blight 
be as impartial jis poflibie. 

Y ^- ■ 
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. I the rather mention thefc parti colars^ 
not only as they do an honomr to bir Ro- 
bert, and hi& worthy brother, thfo' whofe 
intereft, and that of the other ofEcers, 
with «the private men, this great reforma- 
tion 'was effectual ; but likewife as they- 
fcem to fhew, in a very convincing man- 
ner, of how great importance it is that 
fome methods be fcrioufly thought of for 
bjrcafcing the other uncuhivated inhabitant* ^ 
of thefe, countries into ufeful men, by brings 
ing them at once under the prote£tit}n and ' 
difeipline of the laws, and inforcing their 
obedience to them, by teaching th^m the 
principles of religion, and the arts of peace 
and commerce. This is a happy effeft, 
which, mcthinks, we may naturally hope 
for from the late Rebellion, pernicious as 
it has in many refpe^s been, confidering* 
how much it h^s reduced them to the power 
of the government, and how juftly obnox- 
ious it has made the chiefs of many fierce 
and barbarous clans. 
' Accdrding to my beft information, from 
perfons who arc moft throughly acquaint- 
ed with aflfairs in the North, the two great 
fprings of Rebellion amongft the inhabi-' 
tants of thefc highland- countries, are, 
their idlencfs and their ignorance.— ^Thc 
farmer , fubjeds them to a flavifli dc^en- 
de^ce on their -mafters, and is alfo the 
caufc of their being fo addicted to ik^H&ng ; 
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^d the tetter makes them a prey to Popilh 
pricfts and miffionarics from Rome; who 
are conftantly and in great numbers, traf* 
ficking among them. It has been very juft- 
ly remarked, that the fucccfs they have 
in reducing thefe poor ignorant peoplq is 
occafipnedlin a great mcafure by the vaft 
cictent of parifhcs in thofc highland coun- 
tries ; iome of them being betwixt thirty 
and forty miiles in lengthy and twenty and 
thirty in breadth, full of great mountain^, 
r^pid rivers, and: arms of the fea; and 
thofe parifhcs which are more moderate in 
their extent, arc about twenty miles in 
length, and ten or twelve in breadth : And 
it is every where to be obferved through 
thefe parifhcs, that Ground the phtGC of tl^e 
rainifVer's refidence, the inhabitants are al- 
mofl all Prptcflants ; but in the corners 
which are renjote from his refidence, they 
are generally all Papifls. 

. Now it is evident that thefe poor peo- 
ple can only be cured of idlenefs, by teach- • 
ing t|iem manufafltures, to which they are 
wholly Grangers : And it is hard to ima- 
gine how they can be refcued from Popifh 
, ignorance, until there are Jeveral new 
parifhes eredcd in thdfe extenfive coun- 
tries. It would ill become me to pretend 
to direfl: the government of Britain on 
. fuch ani)cc^fion ; but 1 know it to be the 
opinion, of many persons jn t^ofe parts of, 
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diftinguiflied wifdom and experience, that 
if it fliould be thought fit to employ the 
produce of the cftates confifcated by the 
late Rebellion for thcfe valuabte purpofes, 
this, with the thoufand pounds of hi$ Ma- 
jefty's royal bounty annually beftowed, 
would go a good way towards remedying 
thefc two great evils, with their train of 
miferable.confequences, which we have oi 
late fo deeply felt. And who would not 
rejoice to fee all thefe poor people fhariAg 
with us fully in' all the privileges and ad- 
vantages of Chriftians and of Britons ? I 
pray God to guide and profper every 
fcheme for this purpofe ! And in this con- 
nexion I cannot but mention and recom- 
mend the fociety for propagating the 
knowledge of religion; and with it the 
principles of loyalty, in thefe highland 
countries ; a defigfi in which fo many 
worthy perfons, both in the Northern and 
Southern parts of our ifland, are incorpo- 
rated. But their flock is by no means e- 
qual to the purpofcs here meritioned ; and 
by their conftuutidn they are confined to 
the fupport of fchools, which are indeed 
going lon with great fuccefs, as far as the 
revenue will allow them. 

But to return. from this. natural, and 
therefore, I hope, very pardonable digref- 
fion J the behaviow of Sir Robert Munro^ 
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ajfid this regiment at the battle of Fon- 
tcj?oy, .was. heard thrpugh all Britain. He 
ha4 obtained leave of his Royal Highnefs 
ti^e Duke of Cumberland to allow them 
tUcir own way of fighting. They were 
early in. the ficld^ and were ordcrpd to at- 
tack the- main battery of the French at the 
village from which the battle derives its 
name j which tbey did, and drove the e- 
nemy from it : But finding the body of the 
French iForces deeply intrenched behind the 
battery, they did Qot give over the charge, 
but brav^y drew up to attack them. Sir 
Robert, according to the ufage of his coun- 
trypijen, ordered the v?hole regiment to 
clap to the ground on receiving the French 
fir^ ; and inftantly, as foon as it was dif- 
charged, they fprung up, and coming c]ofc 
to this enemy, poured in their mot upon 
tliem, to 4he certain deft^dioaof multi-^ 
tudes, and drove them precipitately thro* , 
their own lines : Then retreating, they 
drew up again, and attack«d them a fe- 
cpnd time after the fame manner, Thefe 
attacks diey repeated feveral times that day, 
to. the furprife of the whole army. 

Sir Robert was every where with his re- 
giment, notwithftanding his great corpu- 
lency ; and when in the trenches, he was 
hauled out again by the legs and arms^by 
bij& own men. And it is obfervable, that 
when he commanded the whole regiment 
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to clap to the ground, he himfclf klonc, with 
the colours behind him,^ Rood upright, re- 
ceiYing the whole fire of the enemy ; and 
this bcdaufe, (as he faid) though he could 
cafily lie down, his great bulk would not 
fufFcr him to rife fo quickly. 

His preferVation that day was the fur- 
prifc and aftoniflinient, not only of the 
whole army, but of all that heard the par-' 
Jiculars of the action.: And my informa-* 
tion relates, that a moft eminent perfon in 
the army was heard to fay upon the occ%- 
fion, '^ I'hat it wa? enough to convince 
** one of the truth of the d.odrine of pre- 
" deilination, and to juftify what King 
** William of glorious memory ufed to 
** fay, That every bullet has its billet, or 
** its particular dire61:ion and commiflion 
" where it Ihpuld lodge/* It is. added,- 
that on theTetreiM: of our army, the high- 
land regiment wos in the rear ; and a great 
body of the French hoffe being ordered to 
purfife, Sir Robert made his regiment face 
about, and pave them a general fire, fo 
full and effeftual, that a great nunlber of 
them being brought to the ground, the 
reft wheeled about and rode cflf. 

But to clofe what relates *to Sir Robert 
Munro : As an acknowledgment for his 
brave fervices at Fontenoy, as well as on 
former occafions, his Majefty was yieafc\l 
to appoint him to fuccced .Genei^al Ponfon* 
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by, who was flain there in the command 
of his regiment ; * which was among the 
troops that arrived at; Newcaftle during 
the Kcbellion, and made a part of General 
Wade's army. They were afterwards or- 
dered to Scotland ; and being upon the left 
wing at the batde of Falkirk, on that fa- 
tai day, the 17th of Janizary 1 745-6, they 
(hamefully left their brave Colonel and 
Lieutenant Colonel, with five or fix more 
of their officers, to be ciit in pieces. 

By the accounts which the Rebels them« 
felves give of Sir Robert, he defended him- 
fclf againft fix of them with his half-pike, 
and killed two of their number; upon 
which a feventh cante tip, and (as they 
cxpreffed it) poured a (hot into his belly, 
which' brought him immediately to the 
ground. In this dreadful moment, in the 
midft of all this extremity, his brother Doc- 
tor Munro, whom the warmeft inftances 
of his friends could not divert from expo* 
fing his pcrfon in defence of his country, 
and who was near at hand, ran to him to 
fupport hiQi, attended by hrs fervant and 
the furgeon of the regiment'; but they 
were all murdered on the fpot in the moft 
barbarous manner by thofe criiel men. 

Sir Robert's body was the next day* 
fought out; and his face was fo cut and 
mangled by thcfe lavages, after he fell. 
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that it could fisarce be known. He was 
found acd buried hopotirably ia the church* 
yard of Falkirk by the Macdonaids, who, 
though engaged in rebeliion agaioft their 
lawful Sovereign, could not. but pay fome 
pubHc regard to the memory of fo valiant 
a man; tbe principal perfons among the 
Rebels attending him all . the way to the 
grave* 

And thus fell tbofc two brave brothers ; 
for the Dodor undoubtedly deferves that 
title with Sir Kobert, who, though pro- 
feffing the peaceful art of medicine, ad- 
ventured himfclf amidft the moA vifible 
danger, fired with love to his illuftrious 
brother, and attempting in -vain to bring 
him fome aid in his lafl extremities, amidft 
armed enemies, expired with him, no ld(s 
lamented than ^ he by all that intimately 
knew him. How juft that lamentation was, 
will appear from the accounts which I have 
had pf the Doftor's charafter from bis moft 
intimate friends, which I here fubjoin. 

He was a gentleman of an excellent un- 
derftanding, and had a brightnefs and foli- 
dity in his genius which are not often uni- 
ted 5 but which, when they concur, do 
greatly illuftrate each other. He had been 
bred up to the ftudy of medicine and furge* 
ry, which in Scotland are frequently join- 
ed, as they have fo great an affinity. *• He

.** had a large (lock of knoTilcdgr; not en- 
«^ ly in his own profcffion, but in moft pa*ts 
** of polite literature. But thefe (adds 
•* my corrcfpond<Hit) I hold cheap, when 
** comparei) to the goodncfs of his heart. 
*^ His greateit ftudy was to know himfclf ; 
** and 1 verily believe, that fince the eaYly 
•* ages of Cbriftianity there has not ap- 
" pcarcd a more upright perfon/* 

He fpem a great many years in the Eaft« 
Indies, and had moft accurately and dili- 
gently inquired into the manners, cufloms, 
arts, and manufadures of the natives, and 
into the produce and commodities of "the 
country ; fo that he was much more ca^ 
pable of giving entertainment to perfons of 
curiofity in fucb things than travellers com- 
mofily are ; and bis veracity was fuch, that 
all who knew him could entirely depend 
Upon whatever he repc^rtcd as on his own 
knowledge. To all chefe advantages was 
added a memory remarkably tenacious of 
every circumstance with which he charged 
it : But perhaps it was a lois to the world 
that it was fo, as it hindered him from 
committing many extraordinary things to 
writings which might have afforded im- 
provement, as well as-deligfat, to the pub^ 
lie* 

The warn of foch memoh-s from fo able 
an hand is the more to be regretted^ as hrs 
jremarkable medefty did not permit bimtti 
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talk much in company* Qnc might ^nd 
a good deal of tiiiftc wttb him, wkhout per- 
ceiving, by any bints hom bim, ihikt he had 
^▼er been out of Britfkin : But svhen hLs 
friends feemed dcfirous of ii)fopmaiUon on 
any of thefc topic«» as thc^ fell in his way, 
lie ccTnuxuinica^ his oKer^ations i^n 
them with the utnK>ft ff:cedom, and gav« 
them thegreateft fatisfadion imagJaabli; 47f 
vhich fome remarkable inf^aeces happen- 
ed at the hsoufcs of perform of veuy oonii- 
derable r&nk,who:paid \am tbatf efpo^hich 
lie fa well deffarved. . 

• It wa^ the more to be defired^lfbat he 
fhould have left beblBil him ibme written 
m^moirspt hisawn remarks^andadMntu^OS 
as he was a moft attentive obferver of di- 
vine providence, and had experienced «any 
iinguiarioftancesoflt. Qne is^foremackaUe, 
that it claims a place hiere, brief as tfa^ 
hints m\ift neceffarily be*— After he bad- 
continued eight or ten years ki the .£sift In- 
dies, he wasihipwreck'd on the Malabarian 
'coaft, as he was on bis pafiage home : He 
faved his life on a plank, but \ol^ all hfs 
effe&s, except a fmail parcel of diamonds. 
This ruinous caiamky as*it feemed to be, 
obliged him to return .to Fort St George, 
where he experienced, far beyond what he 
could have ejipcd^ed, the extraordinary 
fricndftiip of fevcral £ngliih gentlemen of 
that fettlemcnt, and fell j^ ioM. eSb^t^ of 
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It; 88 by tbi^h" affiftAtifce he acquired much^ 
liibrcin frfc or feten yteats folloifring^(foT his 
t^ole ftay m- that country was about fix- 
tttn years) than he loft by fhipwreck r 
And when^ he left the fettlcmcnt, he had 
aH fort of encouragement offered him to in- 
duce him to ftay •, but his health and o* 
ttoer circurtiftanccs obliged him to return 
ft<3rtie. 

Thi^ return (vtrhich happened, if I mif- 
fake not, about the year 1726) was^a hap. 
py providfence to many : For a$ he inras re- 
markaWy fuccefeful in both the branches 
of thepecuiiar profcflion,he took great paing 
m both : And a^ he did this without fee or 
teward, whfft he was fatisfied the circum- 
flartcds of tfee* afflifted needed foch affift* 
incfe, hexi^as an* itrflrumcnt of favmg many 
Bmbs, and many !iv«, whrch rauft othcr- 
M^ife in .all probability have bech loft. 

lb this accouiit! nitrft beg kavc to add 
^hat another of my corre^ndents write* 
tome concerning rite Dodor in the fol- 
lowing words : ^* As v^e are often by 
*^ 'oUrfclves, I ftitl fouird hrnx inclined td 
♦^ turn our difcourfc to fpiritiral fubjefts 
** concerning God and religion, the offices 
** of the great Redeemer, and the powci^ 
^* of GoD*s Spirit in converting and fanfti- 
^ fying the fouls of men, and the hope of 
** cterna! life through Ghrist/* I tran- 
fcribe the paffage thus particularly co^cern^ 
Z % 
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ing this pious PliyficiaiH as I c&ctm it^^m 
one view, a peculiar honour to him ; akd' 
permit me to fay, in another, to the pro* 
fcffion itfclf : Bleflcd be Goo, that tbo' 
it is fo rare a cafe, yet there are thofe ot 
that learned body, who are not afliamed off 
the gofpel of Chrift ; but who knowing it 
to be true on inconteftible evid<:o€e» aad 
having felt (what one would imagine every. 
rational creature who believes h to betruey 
niud ianncdiately ke) its infinite imports 
ance, harve Aeadily dctern^ined to fubmit 
to its iaSucnce, and cp maintain its bonoursi 
in the midft.of all the fcorn and derifioa, 
q£ their infidel brethren ; a detera>itta(ieiv 
which pexliaps requires no left courage, c* 
fpecially.in fi^me tempers, than that gciic« 
rous in/lance o£ fraternal love which will 
entail XuQb laf\ing gioiy on the memory of 
Doftor Munro. 

There yet remained one valiant Brother 
of this family, whom Providence referv.e4 
for a fewjnontbs, before be (bared the fate 
of the other twp. 1 be.perfon I mean wat 
Captain George Munro :of Culcairn, E.kji 
of whom 1 have conceived luch an.ideii 
from the .account of bun which has been 
p\U into ray hands, that 1 cannot, forbear 
wiftiing the world were bleflcd witlta much 
larger narrative of his life and chara&er 
than mv inftruftions will furmih out^ or 
1^0 l.mauld .have room to inl$ t in fuch 
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9in appendix as this. Much do I tcgrct, 
- thai Providence never favoured me with 
an o{>fK>rtunity of beinj^ perfonally ^Cn 
quaioled vith him, efpecially as I bavQ 
teafon to believe, from what my friends 
in the North write, that he bad the like' 
diipofition towards forming a friendfhip 
wth me, as^ produced fo quick a growth- 
of it in the bread of Colonel Gardiner ^ 
wbom, on the whole. Captain Munro feems 
to have refembled ahnoft in every part of 
kis chara&er, taking it as it was fince that 
kappy change, which- 1 have fo largely de«- 
fenbed in Uie foregoing memoirs: iiul 
what was wanting in my perfonal know- 
ledge, is inpplied by a large and animated 
t«eoiint from my corre^ndents, who bad 
ib«* bed opportunity of knowing him, and 
«pon wfaofe inforioaiion 1 can iaiely de« 
pend.. 

Captain George Munm was the fec<Mid 
iMTOtbcr of the tamily, the Dodor being* 
the younged fon. He, like the other Gen«^ 
tIemeQ, bad the advantage of a very liberal 
education, and foon difcovered marks o^ 
w good genius, whicb* might have qualified^ 
him for making a figure under any oharac«* 
ter in the learned worlds Befides the o* 
ther branches of literature, common toalic 
the profeffi#ns^ he acquired a ftock4)f rheo«> 
logical knowledge ; and, before he was fe*«- 
ycntten ye^rs old,- he was wett ac^uainc^ 
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witb ecclefiaftical hiftory, fo as to be abte 
to give a good account of the advance luid 
decline of the Chriftian intereft in rarioof 
age» and eoontriea, and the degreea and 
manner by which the corruption and re» 
formation of the church bad been intro* 
ducedy eftabli(hed| of obftruded. I the ra- 
ther mention this, as it feems fi» be an ac* 
complifliment of great importance ; on 
which account, I much wonder^ that th^ 
generality of young gemlemen&ould think 
it fo Kttle worth attending to : And I wifli 
I could fay, that all who are intended for 
the miniftry were fo careful in purfuing It^ 
as its ufefulneis and itiabfoiute neccffityt^ 
lliem mipht demand. 

But faiB tafte and talents f>articiilarly htf- 
tor a military life ; and in the year 1715 
he behaved himfclfv^h great courage and 
a&iviiy during the whole cgiurfe of that 
rebellion; and after the difperfion of the 
Rebels, ht was employed in reducing the 
inhabitants of thefe highland countries and 
the adjacent iflcs^ to a fubmiifion to thil 
government. 

In the year 1719, when, on occafioh o€ 
the invafion from Spain, General Wight* 
man, with the troops under his command^ 
had waited long at invernefs for a body of 
higblandmen to conduft the troops thro* 
the mountains to Glenfhiel, where the Spa. 
awards and Rebels were cficampcd) aad 
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whcj^ many promifeg of fuch affiftancemade 
to the General had failed. Sir Robert Mun-^ 
Fo being then oui of the coimtry, ht^ bro-, 
ther the Captain (of whom we now fpeat) 
afiembled, in a moQ: expeditious mantierx 
sx body of the Miinro clan, and marched 
uith the: regular troops to Glenfliicl, where 
they diftii^guifhed themfelves by the gaU 
.Japtry of their behaviour, in driving the 
enemy before them in a fharp adipn, ir^ 
which ins^.ny of them were killed, a^iC} 
more wounded ; and amopg the reft th^ 
C^taiB himfelf in a very dangerous man^ 
^en He had, however, the faiisfadiioii 
to fee their foreign invader$, and theiv 
Rebel abettors, totally routed and dil^fed 
M the Pretender's birth day, June i0th ; 
And though bis conftitution fufficred much 
by the lofs of his btood on this occaOon^ 
yet it pleafcd God to recover him for fur^ 
(her fervice to bis country* 

As be ftill continued vigorous dnda£tiv4{ 
fD the fervice of the government, bt obr 
lained the command of one of .the indcpdnt 
dent companies then in the nationsLl pay i 
And when they w^e afterwards rcg4mcnt-i 
ed and fent to Flanders, he attended thent 
thither, and (continued in the public fervicQ 
t^l th(B yoar 1744, wl^^n hij became, (p 
exceedingly afthmattc. that be could noi 
breathe ia the Flanders air : On which, Ge- 
ftprai Walk Mt Q»ly ikllQwe4 yp,|p f^i];^i 
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tommtifion, but, out of compafl^n to His 
diftrcfe, joined his brother Sir Robert inr 
obliging him to do it, -and to return home r 
To which he at length fubmkted, thou^^ 
not without regret ; and thereupon return-'. 
cd to his domeftic feat at Newton in Rofe^ 
fliire, in the views of fpending his days 
with his family and friends in a peaceful 
retreat. But Providence determined o*. 
thcrwife, and had referv^d for bim fome 
farther labours of a niiktary life, hi which ' 
it had appointed him gforioufly to toil and 
fall, after fcrvices which might have done ' 
an honour to hi^ mofl vigorous and adivc 
days. 

The Iat€ wicked and unnatural rebellioiF 
broke out fooh after his arrival ; and the 
danger of his country and its religtous and 
civil conltttution gavfrhim at once g new 
flock of Kfe and fpirit. 

When General Cope came to: Invernefs^ 
and bad been afTured of being joined by a* 
nombei^ of highlanders to conduct bim and 
bis fmaU army through the Rebel ebuntriej 
between that town and Aberdeen, Capiainh 
Mumro, with 200. of his brother^ clan^ 
were indeed the only perfons thar were 
found willing to perform the promifds thaf 
were made by fevcral others. He march* 
cd with the General diredly to Aberdeen^, 
from whence he was- ordered to 4-etura. 
kfitte ^ in which retura ho w» uader a 1^;* 
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ceffity of marching thrmigh a great num* 
bcr of the Rebels under the command of 
Gordon of Olenbud^ct, who lay on the 
road to attack the Captain and his party ;^ 
but Glenbiickct finding chat the Captain 
was determined to difpute every inch of 
ground with hi^, retired, ^nd allowed him 
to proceed without "difturbance to Inver- 
irefs. 

Not long after that, the Earl of Loudon 
feat Captain Muaro, in conjunftion with 
the Laird of Macleod, with a body of men, 
to reKeve the cky of Aberdeen, and the 
lieighbouring country, then greatly oppref- 
fed by the outrages committed, upon them 
by liord Lewk Gordon, ^d the Rcbrls 
under bis command. Accordingly the Cap* . 
tain- and ^adeod proceeded as far as In^ 
verary, (a fmall towifa few miles weft of 
Aberdeen,) where they halted to receive 
intelligence ; and from the narrownefs of 
the place, ihey were dbliged to quarter a 
great number of their men in diftant places 
through the adjacent country. In the mean 
time, a confiderable reinforcement from the 
main bodv of the rebel army, which then 
I^y at Perth, was fcnt under the command of - 
a French officer, fupported by their picquets : 
and Irifli brigades : By theaffiftaoceof which, * 
Lord Lewis attempted to furprife, and cut 
off the Captain and his whole party i In this .. 
view they vi^rc^ moving t;pwards;lftyerary,4 
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in the dulk of the evemi!^, after Gaptarn 
Munro atid Maclcod had fenr ttlcir tnrir 
through the country to thcif quancrs : But 
the' tl>crc was not fuch good intdKgcnte 
provided as might have been wifhed, thcr 
were providentially difcovered at futh a dff- 
tance, that Captain Munro and the La W" oE 
Macleod had time to draw up the men rhcY 
had in the town of Invcrary, in fo regular 
a manner, that in confequence'tif it thty 
gave the enemy fuch a warm recepriorr, 
attacking them at once rn front and flank, 
that many of them were left dead in the 
field, ITie brave Captain and his a£fbciatc 
continued very fedate, intrepid, and ac- * 
tlvc, during the heat of the fldrmifb;, tttf 
at laft befhff overpowered by far fuperiof 
numbers, they thought it advifeable to re- 
tire, and brought off their party fafe anj 
in good order, excepting fomc few wha 
had been killed or tjken prifoners/ Among; 
the latter was Mr Adam Gordon of Ar- 
doch, nephew to Captain Munro, who waS; 
feizcd by the Rebels, and treated with z 
deal of vigour and fevcrity for a confider- 
able tifnc while detained ih their pov.er^ 
But ^h^y did not prefurue to purfit'* tht 
reft ; aad the young gentlemrin at length 
made his efcape/to the great joy of the 
family ; being, I hope, referved by Pro-- 
vidence to tread in the fteps of his heroi<i 
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uncles, and to blcfs his country with fomp 
confidcrable future fcrviqes. 

Upon the retreat of the Rebels nort;h^ 
ward before hk Koyal Highncfs, the Duke 
of Cumberland, the Earl of Loudon had 
not fufficient flrength to maintain bis pof- 
^ciEon of Invemefe againft them : Where- 
upon he, with the Lord Prefident, and 
Haptain Munro, retreated to the (hire of 
$utheriattd,.propofing to defend themfelvcs 
there, until the feafon allowed his Royal 
ttighncfs to march the troops to Invernefs* 
But m this internal, tht: Rebels having 
Tpread thqmfelvcs through the (hires of In* 
vernefs, Murray^ and Rofs, they got pof- 
^fcffioii of a great many boats ; by the help 
of which they tranfported a great part of 
their body to the Sutherland coaft, under 
the covert of a very thick' fog. Upon 
which, the Earl of Loudon, with the* Lord 
Prefident and the Captain were obliged to 
Retreat through the w6ftern parts of Rofs, 
into the Ifle of Sky, where they continued 
until the Rebel army was broke and dif-' 
•perfed at the battle of GuUodcn, 

I have been the more particular in this 
narrarive of the Captain's condud during 
the rebellion, as it gives fomc light into 
.the fituation and tranfeftions of the friends 
of our conflitution in thofe parts at that 
time : And my information affurcs me, that 
the facks are taken from pcrfons of undoubt- 
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rd veracity, who were preC^it with ihit 
Captain in his march to Aberdeen uith Ge* 
ncTal Cope, and in his return from it, and 
who were with him in the ikirmifh at Invc^*' 
rary, and A¥ere afterwards witncfTes of his 
death. 

. Upon his return from the Iflc of Sjky, he 
was conftantly employed in expeditions 
through the rebel countries, of great ex.- 
tent, to reduce them to a fubmiilion tg the 
government ; which he performed \\ith 
diligence and zeal, but ftill with the grcat- 
eil»humanity. This the Rebels themfelves 
,muft acknowledge, as he never did the 
leafl injury to any man ^ and in all that 
vaft circuit which he made through' thcfc 
diftant countries, he neither himfclf feized^ 
nor allowed thofe under his command to 
ftizc any thing -tut arms ; and yet notwitH- 
ftanding all this humanity, his diligence 
and zeal had been fuch in the whole of 
this rebellion, as rendered him obnoxious 
t6 the rage and revthgeof the Rebels^ who 
^had vowed his defiruftion upon the firft 
opportunity ; and becaufe they had not cou- 
rage to face him, they had recourfc to the 
bafe method of alTafliriation, which was ef- 
fefted on the Lord's day the 31ft of Aug. 
1 746. He was then on a long and necef- 
fary march at the head of 500 men. on 
Jthe fide of Locbarkey, amongft the wili^ 
>ocks of Lochaber, where, as he was jpaf- 
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fing by the fide of a wood, between the 
advanced guard and the main body of his 
men, he was fhot dead by a villain who 
concealed himf^elf behind the trees and rocks 
in the wood, and who, by the advantages 
of that fituation, got off without being dif- 
covered and has never fince been found 
out : An event to the Captain, no doubt, 
moft happy, and a bleffed kind of inftanta- 
neous tranflation to the regions of cndlefs , 
peace and triumphant joy ; but to all wha 
loved the public, liot to be memioncd 
without the tendered fenfibility, and deepell 
regret. 

One of my correfpondents on this occa- 
fion concludes his account of the deaths of 
Sir Robert, the Doftor, and the Captain, in 
thefe words : *' Ihns died thefe three wor- 
•' thy men, to the irreparable lofs of the 
** country in which they lived ; all of them 
** remarkable for a brave fpirit, fuH ot love 
",to their native land, and of difmterefted 
** zeal for religion and liberty ; faithful in 
** their promifeSs and ftedfaft in their friend- 
•* Ihip, abundant in their charity to the poor 
** and diftrcffed, and moderate in their re- 
'* fentments, and ciafy to be reconciled ; 
**.and efpecially remarkably for their great 
" and entire love to each other, fo that 
'* one foul fcemcd. as it were, to aftuafcc 
V all the three*/* To which it might have

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been addcd,-~blefficd with * fifter , not un- 
worthy to make the fourth perfm » foch 
a frtendfhip. 

My other correfpondent, in hie chara8er 
of the Captain, fpcaks in tWs manner : ^*Thc 
" great foundation of all his other virtues 
^* was laid in a moft fmccre and ftedfaft rc- 
^ gard to the fuprcmc Being. He careful^ 
♦* ly ftudied the great doftrihes of our bo- 
*' ly religion, which he couragcoofly pro- 
•' feffcd, apd as it was.requifite, defended, m 
^ whatever company he might he caft c He 
** did this with the greater freedom, as his 
*• pradjcc was always agreeable to it; and 
" in particular his regard, both to the book 
•* and to the day of Gob., He had from 
" his infancy been trained up in an ac- 
** quamtance with the fcfiptur^ ; and he 
** dally perijfcd it with pleafure, and 
'^ doubtlefs with advantage* And though 
*^ the naturial chearfulncfs of his temper 
*' inclined him on other days to facetious 
** turns in converfation, yet on the fab- 
^ bath he was not only grave and devout, 
** but carefully actentive, that all his fpeech

iisifis be further promoted by their beiag fo n«ariy of 
. the fame age ; for Sir Robcrp was bora Auguft 24. 
1684, f he Captain September 18. i68j, and the 
Dodtbr Sejjtcmber 19. 1687 ; Sir Robert therefore 
vrasfiainiahis fixtyfecond year, theCaptaia ia his 
fixtf'fir&i and the Do^or ta bb fifty nioth* 
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** fnig^t tcfid to ^edification, and a^ far 99 
^ poffibte miiiifter -gr^ce to the .hear«r«t 
" He was exemplary in the focial virtues, 
^' temperate in the ufe of food and flcep, 
*^ and rofe early for devotion, (iirhcrcin^ 
•^ as in many other rcfpedls, he remarkably 
^* rcfembled his beloved friend Colonel 
•^ Gardiner.) He was alfo thoroughly fen- 
'^^ fible how mtich a faithful dtfcharge of 
^* relative diKies is cfl5?ntial to the charac-- 
•* ter of a Chriftian. He approved himr 
^* felf therefore, as a brave and vigilant 
** oflScer, a molt a£l:iv€ and faithful fer* 
^* xant of the crown, and a true patriot 
*^ to his country in the worft of titoes j 
■^' and in domeftic life was exemplary as % 
** hu'fband, a father, and a maften He 
*' was a.moft afFe£tionatc brother, a faith- 
** ful friend, a conftajit bcncfaftor, and ^ 
*' fure patron xjf the opprefled ; and, ta 
** crown all, was at laft in cffeft a martyr 
" in the caufc of that religion he had {^ 
** e^nincntly adorned, and of thofc liber- 
** tics he had fo long and fo bravely dc- 
« fended/* 

•. It muft give a fenfible pleafure to every 
reader, who enters into thefe things with, 
a becoming fpirit, to reflcS, That not- 
withftandin^ ihcfe unparalleled and irrcpa-^* 
rable loifcs, this family, which has been long 
celebrated for fo many worthy branches^ 
A a 2 
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is not yet cxtinfl: ; but that both Sir Ro- 
bert Munro, and the Captain, have left 
thofe behind them, who may. not only bear 
up the name^ but if they anfwer the hopes 
which in the opening of life they give to 
their country, may add new honours to it. 
, I hope the Reader will not lay down this . 
narratiTe, which is now brought to a clofe, 
without deriving fome ufcful leffons from 
the remarkable train of praVidcnce, which 
thi^ Appendix, as well as the preceding Me- 
moirs, oflFtr to his obfervation. And the 
more he enters into thcfe leffons, the more 
will he be difpofed to lift up his wifhes and 
prayers to God for thofe valuable remains^ 
both of Sir Robert Munro*s and of 
Colonel GARDiNiiit*s family, which may 
yet be within the reach of fuch addreffcs ; 
that God may gracioufly fupport them in 
their forrows, and that all the virtues and 
graces of the illuftrious dead may live iii 
them, tod in their remoteft poftcrity*
